HOW  TO  WIN 


DO  you  realize  that  ^ood  health  is  a 
business  asset?  "Physical  efficien- 
cy stands  for  initiative,  endurance,  suc- 
cess; it  is  the  very  keynote  of  modern  life." 
Promotion  is  often  hastened  because  of  it. 
When  we  are  in  excellent  health  no  effort 
seems  too  great,  no  difficulty  insurmount- 
able. We  are  bright  and  cheerful,  ready 
for  any  emergency. 

The  '*Score  Card"  in  the  ^lay  Magazine 
brought  to  your  attention  the  need  of 
eating  right  food  daily,  to  attain  good 
health.  But  to  get  all  from  food  that  you 
should,  other  health  habits  must  be 
cultivated.  Following  one  rule  of  hygiene 
and  disregarding  all  others  will  not  keep 
you  in  good  condition. 

Without  exercise,  the  muscles  become 
weak  and  flabby  and  sometimes  refuse  to 
work.  One  cause  of  constipation  is  lack 
of  exercise.  Take  a  brisk  walk  out-of- 
doors  for  at  least  one-half  hour  each  day. 
Walk  with  a  long  stride  and  use  the 
muscles  of  the  abdomen.  If  you  do  this 
you  ought  to  feel  the  blood  in  your  cheeks. 

At  this  time  of  year  you  may  prefer 
to  take  your  exercise  by  working  in  the 
garden — there  is  no  better  kind.  Or  golf, 
tennis,  baseball,  swimming  may  appeal 
to  you — any  kind  tiiat  you  wish,  l)ut  ex- 
ercise in  some  way  and  take  it  regularly. 
For  use  indoors,  Walter  Camp's  "Daily 
Dozen"  or  any  other  form  of  physical 
exercise  may  be  followed  with  profit. 
Take  deep  breathing  exercises.  Expand 
the  chest.     Increase  the  lung  ca|)acity. 

No  over-tired  body  can  take  care  of  its 
food  as  it  should.  Sleep  and  rest  are  as 
important  as  exercise.  When  one  is  busy 
through  the  day,  at  least  eight  hours  of 
sleep  each  night  are  necessary — nine 
hours  are  better.  Nature  ucts  in  her  Ix-st 


recuperative  work  when  you  are  asleep. 
Give  her  a  chance  to  build  you  up. 

A  rest  period  gives  the  over-wrought 
nervous  .system  a  time  to  calm  itself. 
Ten  or  fifteen  minutes  lying  flat  on  your 
back  with  eyes  closed  just  before  eating 
will  often  save  an  attack  of  indigestion. 
If  this  can  be  done  before  your  noon  and 
evening  meals  it  will  help  digestion  de- 
cidedly— try  it  for  a  month  and  watch  the 
effect  upon  yourself. 

It  may  be  that  you  do  not  go  home  for 
lunch — in  that  case,  after  eating,  take  a 
walk.  Do  not  stay  inside  of  a  building 
for  the  rest  of  the  noon-hour.  The  open 
air  will  refresh  you,  give  you  a  change  of 
thought,  and  as  a  result  your  work  will  be 
a  pleasure  and  accomplished  witliout 
effort. 

Cultivate  a  calm,  peaceful  mind.  One 
of  the  greatest  aids  to  digestion  is  a  happy 
disposition.  An  admonition,  almost  trite, 
is  to  save  your  funny  story,  your  interest- 
ing bit  of  news  to  tell  at  the  table. 
Wonderful  aids  to  digestion  are  sunny 
faces  about  us,  a  diverting  conversation, 
and  simj)le  foods  carefully  prei)ared.  In- 
digestion and  constipation  do  not  thrive 
well  under  these  conditions. 

One  of  the  "Fifteen  Rules  of  Hygiene" 
is  to  "Stand,  sit  and  walk  erect."  Give 
the  trunk  muscles  a  chance  to  work.  They 
are  made  to  hold  you  straight,  therefore, 
if  you  "slouch,"  you  are  cramping  some 
muscles  and  over-exercising  others,  the 
vital  organs  are  not  free  to  act.  the 
digestive  tract  suffers  greatly.  The  latest 
style  of  dressing  for  women  is  correcting 
the  slouch  posture  that  has  been  in  vogue 
for  a  few  years.  Men  and  women  alike 
cannot  afford  to  neglec-t  to  cultivate  the 
habit  of  right  })Osture. 
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Better  health  can  be  won  only  by  work- 
ing for  it.  Habits  are  not  easily  changed, 
therefore,  one's  will  power  must  be  ex- 
ercised to  the  fullest  extent.  "Remember 
you  can  do  anything  you  wish,  if  you  are 
willing  to  work  long  enough,  and  hard 
enough,  and  do  not  get  discouraged  when 
you  are  half  through  your  journey." 
Turn  the  searchlight  on  your  habits  of 


eating,  exercising,  sleeping  and  resting. 
Criticise  your  posture.  Score  your  dis- 
position. If  you  are  not  satisfied  with  the 
results,  ivill  to  change  your  habits,  and 
better  health  will  be  yours.

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PHOTOGRAPHING  FOR  ADVERTISING 


"BEX"  CLIXE,  the  Dean  of  the  staff  on  the  job 


THE  pilot ograpliic  studio  of  our  Ad- 
vertising' De})artmeiit  covers  a  very 
wide  range  of  work.  In  addition  to  pho- 
tographing sample  window  displays,  as 
told  you  a  month  or  so  ago,  the  photog- 
raphers are  called  upon  to  photograph  all 
new  Kodaks,  and  other  apparatus  for  our 
catalogues  and  manuals,  and  also  to  make 
many  special  j)ictures  for  advertising 
purposes. 

Off  the  reel  you  might  think  that  pho- 
tographing a  camera  would  be  a  very 
simple  matter  indeed.  It  will  hold  still 
for  any  length  of  time,  and  take  any  pose, 
so  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  just  stick  it  up 
in  a  good  light,  obtain  a  sharp  focus  and 
shoot.  Yet  our  photographers  will  tell 
you  that  these  inanimate  things  are 
highly  tempermental  and  sometimes  re- 
quire even  more  fussing  with  than  a 
human  being  to  secure  a  satisfactory 
result. 

Let  us  take  a  2C  F.  P.  Kodak  for  in- 
stance. The  illustration  in  the  catalogue 
or  advertisement  must  show^  the  instru- 
ment in  correct  perspective,  must  accu- 
rately show  the  grain  of  the  leather  cover- 
ing, and  show  all  visible  working  parts 
distinctly.  Illuminate  the  Kodak  from 
some  one  direction,  and  you  can  show  the 
grain   of   the  leather  to  perfection,    and 


then  find  that  you  have  too  strong  re- 
flections from  the  metal  parts,  or  that 
some  part  important  to  show  distinctly 
is  in  shadow.  So  you  see  the  proposition 
is  not  as  simple  as  it  a])j)ears.  By  a  com- 
bination of  lightings  employing  both  day- 
light and  artificial  light,  satisfactory  re- 
sults can  be  obtained,  but  it  might  be 
giving  professional  secrets  away  to  tell 
exactly  just  how  it  is  done.  A  glance  at 
the  acconi})anying  illustration  may  afford 
you  some  idea,  however. 

Being  a  Kodaker  you,  of  course,  under- 
stand that  different  colors  affect  the  sensi- 
tive film  differently;  that  with  the  ordin- 
ary emulsion  reds,  yellows  and  greens 
do  not  record  with  the  same  strength  as 
the  other  colors;  the  red  being  especially 
weak.  Frequently  our  photographers  are 
called  uj)on  to  photograph  cartons,  labels 
and  other  things  with  various  color  com- 
binations, and  to  make  these  show  cor- 
rectly, they  must  have  a  knowledge  of  the 
use  of  our  Panchromatic  ])lates,  and  our 
various  color  screens,  but  that  is  still  an- 
other story. 

Our  manuals  of  instruction  accompany- 
ing the  Kodaks  and  other  apparatus  are 
most  comprehensive;  every  operation  pos- 
sible to  illustrate  being  photographed  and 
shown   in   the   manual.     Manv   of   these 
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THIS  I<  THE  YOrXC;   LADY 

illustrations  show  a  hand,  or  a  pair  of 
hands  performing  some  operation,  and  as 
even  the  largest  Kodak  is  a  comparatively 
small  instrument,  it  is  some  times  difficult 
to  show  the  operation  clearly.  The  aver- 
age man's  hand  shows  up  in  such  pictures 
like  twenty-five  cents  worth  of  bananas, 
and  often  would  completely  hide  the 
camera  part  we  wished  to  show.  So  for 
this  purpose,  we  employ  the  service  of  a 


young  lady,  providing  her  with  a  man's 
coat,  so  as  to  afford  the  masculine  effect. 
Her  hands  are,  without  doubt,  the  most 
j)hotographed  hands  in  the  world  as  they 
have  been  reproduced  at  least  a  million 
times. 

Even  with  the  most  skillful  photogra- 
phy there  will  frequently  be  some  part  of 
the  photograph  which  demands  further 
bringing  out  to  show  it  with  complete  dis- 
tinctness, or  there  will  be  some  unimport- 
ant detail  to  be  subdued  or  suppressed. 
For  this  work  the  services  of  a  commercial 
artist  or  retoucher  are  required.  Finished 
prints  are  supplied  and  he  goes  over  them 
with  color  until  he  produces  the  desired 
result,  working  with  brushes  and  pen,  and 
other  tools  of  his  craft.  The  accompany- 
ing illustration  shows  "Langie"  using  an 
air  brush,  a  device  which  applies  color 
evenly  and  accurately  and  with  great 
speed. 

So  if  you  have  any  idea  of  becoming  a 
commercial  photographer  because  it  pre- 
sents less  difficulties  than  that  of  the 
portrait  photographer,  you  have  at  least 
been    forewarned.

A  BRIEF  REVIEW  OF  A  FEW  FREAK   IWENTIOXS 


WE  need  no  better  evidence  of  the 
fact  that  inventive  genius  is  not 
extinct  than  the  success  of  our  Suggestion 
System.  On  the  other  hand,  a  glance 
at  the  row  after  row  of  ponderous  vohimes

of  Patent  Office  reports  on  file  in  our 
Patent  Department,  might  lead  one  to 
believe  that  almost  everything  had  already 
been  invented.  Buried  within  the  pages 
of  these  Patent  Office  reports  are  the 
hopes  of  many  a  budding  genius,  and 
the  record  of  the  things  that  marked  the 
beginning  of  most  of  our  great  industrial 


organizations  of  today.  There  one  can 
find  the  results  of  countless  hours  of 
thought  and  labor;  the  results  of  patience 
and  determination,  the  products  of  genius 
and  near  genius;  success,  defeat,  pathos — 
yes,  and  laughter. 

The  average  day's  work  of  a  patent 
attorney  is  largely  routine  and  so  you 
cannot  blame  him  for  seeking  a   bit  of

diversion  now  and  then  by  searching  out 
some  of  the  patents  of  a  mirth  provoking 
character,  and  we  are  going  to  present 
a  few  of  these  to  vou  here.

With  regard  to  freak  patents  you  must 
bear  in  mind  that  it  is  not  for  the  examiner 
to  decide  how  practical,  or  commercially 
successful  a  device  may  he.  All  the 
Patent  Office  has  to  decide  is  wjiether  the 
application  covers  something  that  is  new 
and  useful,  and  that  its  use  is  not  contrary 
to  public  morals,  and  that  the  device  is 
not  ol)viously  inoperative.  If  this  were 
not  so  the  examiner  might  think  that 
things  were  useless  or  impractical  which 
later  proved  to  be  of  great  value.  If  the 
inventor  and  his  backers  want  to  put 
up  the  money  to  obtain  a  patent  it  is 
apparent  that  they  must  have  some  faith 
in  the  device  as  an  article  of  commerce. 
If  they  are  wrong,  the  article  will  not  be 
successfully  marketed  and  the  public 
will  be  none  the  worse  for  the  effort. 

Among  such  efforts  which  so  far  do 
not  seem  to  have  been  a  commercial 
success,  one  finds  the  following:  A  rain 
coat  with  an  eaves  trough  at  the  bottom 
with  an  outwardly  extending  rain  spout 


so  that  the  rain  will  be  prevented  from 
dripping  over  the  bottom  of  the  wearer's 
trousers  (Figure  1). 

Here  we  have  a  steam,  or  compressed 
air,  gun  to  be  attached  to  the  front  of  a 
locomotive  for  throwing  projectiles  at 
live  stock  wandering  onto  the  right  of 
way  (Figures).  Next  comes  a  combined 
suspenders  and  fire  escape.  Attached  to 
the  main  webs  of  the  suspenders  is  a 
cord  of  very  strong  material  arranged  in 
some  neat  design.  In  case  of  fire  the  cord 
is  ripped  oft'  and  used  by  the  wearer  to 
descend  to  a  place  of  safety  (Figure  '2). 
Speaking  of  fire  escapes  the  theory  of  the 
one  shown  here  is  most  evident.  Observe, 
please,  the  large  rubber  pads  to  be  worn 
on  the  feet  so  that  when  the  escaper  hits 
the  ground  he   will   re])ound.     In  case  of

too  great  resilience  he  might  have  to  be 
shot  so  as  to  bring  him  to  rest  before  he 
starved  to  death  (Figure  4).  "Ask  Dad, 
he  knows"  might  be  applied  to  this  boot- 
jack which  when  folded  resembles  a  pis- 
tol, and  to  be  used  in  scaring  burglars 
(Figure  .5).  Here  is  a  dainty  little  locket 
to  park  chewing  gum  when  not  in    use;

this  seems  to  have  escaped  the  attention 
of  Mr.  Wrigley  (Figure  9).  This  one 
should  ])rove  of  interest  to  our  traveling 
representatives  as  one  way  of  beating  the 
high  cost  of  traveling.  Don't  take  a 
Pullman;  carry  this  cute  little  hammock 
into  a  day  coach  and  make  yourself 
comfortable   (Figure  6). 

For  the  commuter,  and  the  man  who 
goes  shopping  for  his  wife,  this  hat  tipping 
device  possesses  possibilities.  With  his 
arms  full  of  packages  he  meets  some  lady 
of  his  acquaintance;  all  he  has  to  do  is  to 
give  his  head  a  bob,  whereuj)on  his  hat  is 
automatically  upended  and  returned  to 
its  normal  resting  jjlace   (Figure  7). 


This  coyote  trap  at  least  possesses  the 
element  of  novelty.  It  consists  of  a 
])ost  pointed  at  its  upper  end  and  having 
chained  to  it  a  collar  to  be  worn  by  a  cat, 
said  cat  to  be  used  as  bait.  A  series  of 
traps  surround  the  post  and  when  the 
coyotes  begin  to  circle  it,  attracted  by 
the  bait,  the  traps  catch  them.

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EIGHTY  FIRES  A  DAY 

FROM   CARELESSLY  USED  ELECTRIC  IRON? 


EVEN  in  the  best  regulated  families, 
rubbish  will  accumulate  and  a  very 
common  practice  is  to  stuff  it  into  the 
fire  box  of  the  furnace  and  burn  it. 

This  is  not  a  good  practice,  because  the 
fine  ashes  clog  the  flue  passages  and  the 
long  flames  are  likely  to  overheat  flues  or 
to  start  soot  fires. 

It  is  much  better  to  burn  such  material 
in  the  ash  box  beneath  the  fire  box  as  it 
can  do  no  harm  there. 

It  is  estimated  that  something  like 
30,000  fires  a  year,  or  an  average  of  about 
80  fires  a  day,  are  started  by  self-heating 
pressing  irons. 

Practically  all  such  fires  are  due  to  tlie 
carelessness,  or  the  indifference  of  the 
users. 

Do  not  leave  the  room,  even  for  a  few 
moments,  with  the  iron  connected;  a 
dozen  different  things  may  distract  your 
attention,  or  delay  your  return,  so  that 


when  you  do  get  back,  you  may  find  a 
lively  fire  in  progress  if  your  iron  has  been 
left  to  overheat,  or  to  come  in  contact 
witli  the  cloth  clovered  pressing  board. 

[Many  people,  whose  previous  electrical 
experience  embraced  chiefly  the  operation 
of  replacing  a  l)urnt-out  lamp,  are  con- 
ducting sundry  experiments  with  radio 
apparatus,  many  being  dangerous.  It  is 
true  that  the  lightning  hazard  is  eliminat- 
ed when  indoor  antennae  are  used,  and 
that  outdoor  aerials  may  be  rendered 
reasonably  safe  by  establishing  proper 
ground  connections  and  installing  an 
approved   lightning  arrester. 

But  these  take  care  of  only  one  source 
of  danger.  Many  people  do  not  realize 
that  the  six-volt  storage  battery  such  as 
numbers  of  enthusiasts  are  using  to  light 
the  filaments  of  their  electric  tubes,  is 
capable  of  starting  a  serious  fire;  it  has 
done  so  more  than  once. 


GET  THE  FACTS 


"1~^0X'T  ask  so  many  questions, 
JL^  ^yill!e.  Don't  you  know  that  curi- 
osity once  killed  a  cat?" 

"What  did  the  cat  want  to  know, 
mother?" 

There  is  a  Chinese  proverb  to  the 
effect  that  "Anybody  can  answer  ques- 
tions, but  only  a  wise  man  can  ask  them." 

Talk  with  almost  any  man  who  has 
achieved  marked  success  and  you  will 
find  him   a   human   interrogation   point. 

He  has  achieved  success  largely 
because  he  has  always  sought  out  the 
facts;  by  asking  many  questions  he  has 
been  able  to  get  all  sides,  to  separate  the 
essential  from  the  non-essential,  and  so 
to  arrive  at  the  truth. 

Of  course  securing  facts  alone  does  not 
make  for  success  because  it  is  the  applica- 
tion of  the  knowledge  so  gained  that 
counts. 

The  trouble  with  verj'  many  people  is 


that  they  just  guess  at  things,  hoping 
that  their  guess  may  be  right,  or  else 
they  only  secure  half  the  facts,  and  so 
in  most  cases  blunder  along  to  failure. 

A  man  who  has  the  faculty  for  collecting 
facts,  but  who  does  not  make  any 
practical  application  of  them,  is  just 
about  as  much  use  as  a  never  opened 
encyclopedia. 

There  are  also  many  people  who  refuse 
to  face  or  accept  disagreeable  facts;  they 
will  only  believe  what  they  want  to 
believe;  they  substitute  wishbone  for 
backbone,  and  in  a  scrap  it  is  only  back- 
bone that  counts.

SWIMMING  AND  LIFE  SAVING  SUGGESTIONS 


WE   are  indebted   to  the  Schenectadij 
Workfi     NeiPs     for     the     following 
splendid  talk  on  life-saving: 

"As  the  outdoor  swimming  season  is 
here,  we  should  all  feel  it  our  duty  to 
know  how  to  give  assistance  to  a  person 
who  is  in  distress  from  cramps  or  who  has 
been  injured  while  in  the  water. 

"The  first  point  to  consider  is  the  cor- 
rect approach  while  nearing  a  person  who 
has  called  for  help.  Do  not  swim  up 
close  to  him,  so  that  he  may  grab  you, 
but  always  swim  around  the  victim  and 
catch  him  from  the  rear.  Put  your  left 
arm  across  his  left  shoulder;  across  his 
chest  and  under  his  right  arm;  then  use 
your  free  right  arm  for  swimming.  If 
possible  tread  water  until  assistance 
arrives,  and  do  not  attempt  a  long  swim 
unless  it  is  absolutely  necessary  and  no 
one  is  near  you. 

"If  the  victim  is  much  heavier  than  the 
rescuer  I  should  aflvise  a  surface  dive 
from  the  rear,  catching  his  feet  as  you 
come  up  to  the  surface.  That  brings 
the  victim  to  the  top,  toes  up,  and  lying 
on  his  back.  Then  push  him  by  the 
feet  toward  shore.  If  you  proceed  by 
this  method  you  do  not  have  to  grapple 
with  the  victim,  and  it  is  much  safer 
than  trying  to  break  a  strangle  hold. 

"If  a  strong  person  should  get  a  strangle 
hold  on  you,  place  your  hand  over  his 
nose  and  mouth,  to  shut  off  his  breathing. 
He  will  try  to  get  away  from  your  hand 
when  it  is  necessary  for  him  to  breathe. 
When  he  moves,  try  to  turn  him  so  that 


his  back  is  toward  you  and  grab  him 
tightly  as  above  described.  Do  not  get 
the  imjjression  that  strangle  holds  cannot 
be  broken. 

"If  you  are  helping  a  person  who  has 
just  upset  from  a  boat,  get  him  back  to 
the  overtiu'ned  boat,  hold  on  until  some- 
one comes  to  your  assistance,  and  do  not 
try  to  swim  ashore.  If  in  shallow  water, 
you  should  use  the  fireman's  carry,  to 
take  the  person  ashore.  Stoop  over  low 
so  as  to  get  him  evenly  balanced  across 
your  shoulders.  It  is  easy  to  carry  a 
person  in  this  way  much  heavier  than 
yourself. 

"Campers  should  try  diving  into  the 
water  fully  clothed,  then  undressing. 
Take  the  shoes  off  first,  in  this  manner. 
Take  a  long  breath,  draw  the  knees  up, 
bend  over  so  that  your  face  is  in  the 
water,  and  with  both  hands  untie  the 
knot,  unlace,  then  take  the  shoe  off. 
Come  up,  breathe,  and  go  down,  and 
untie  and  take  off  the  other  shoe.  Do 
not  make  the  mistake  of  getting  the 
foot  out  of  the  water  and  trying  to  untie 
the  lace.  It  takes  an  expert  quite  a  few 
minutes  before  he  can  get  one  shoe  off, 
in  this  position,  because  the  body  is  off 
balance.  When  you  have  the  shoes  off, 
take  off  next  the  trousers,  or  skirt,  then 
the  coat  or  waist.  Everyone  should 
{practice  this;  so  that  in  an  emergency 
he  would  feel  confident  of  getting  out  of 
wet  clothes,  should  a  long  swim  be  ahead 
of  him."

DENTAL  HYGIENISTS  AGAIN  VISIT   PARK 


In  May  of  last  year,  the  Medical  Department  in- 
trodnced  what  has  ajjparently  come  to  he  considered 
one  of  the  most  beneficial,  and  also  most  appreciated 
forms  of  service  ever  offered  the  employees.  Sixty 
members  of  the  MH'2  graduating  class  of  the  Roches- 
ter Dental  Dispensary  spent  two  weeks  at  Kodak 
Park  cleaning  the  teetli  of  those  who  so  desired, 
free  of  charge.  During  the  period  nearly  l,'-200  men 
and  women  availed  themselves  of  the  service. 

Again  this  spring,  on  April  ;?0,  the  Assembly  Hall 
was  converted  into  a  mannnoth  clinic  with  eighty 
trained  li.\gienists  in  cliarge  of  Dr.  Harvey  J. 
Burkhart.  Dr.  Sawyer,  Dr.  Slater  and  Miss  (iaylord 
of  the  Kodak  Medical  Staff,  supervised  the  clinic, 
while  the  actual  work  was  in  charge  of  the  following 
inspectors:  Dr.  Marquedant  and  the  Misses  Costich, 
Furlong,  Killip,  and  Fellows. 


That  the  project  was  popular  is  best  shown 
through  the  number  of  employees  who  applied  for 
treatment.  Up  to  May  Vl,  with  three  weeks  still 
remaining,  over  1,500  persons  have  been  given 
service.  Not  only  did  each  patients  teeth  receive 
a  thorough  cleaning,  but  a  chart  was  made,  showing 
in  each  case  where  further  attention  was  needed. 
This  chart  designated  the  location  of  cavities,  where 
extractions  would  be  advi.sable,  and  in  some  in- 
stances X-Ray  determination  suggested. 

The  value  of  good  teeth  as  against  the  ill  effect  of 
those  in  poor  condition  on  the  general  health  of  a 
person  has  come  to  be  quite  generally  understood. 
The  advantages  offered  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
company  wiiereby  the  emjiloyees  are  able  to  obtain 
the  most  competent  of  service  at  no  expense,  and 
without  the  loss  of  time  to  themselves,  is  greatly 
appreciated.

PICK    EM  OUT— WOODWORKERS'  PICMC  1907 
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OUR  STENOGRAPHIC  AND  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT 

A  HEALTHY  GROWTH 


On  June  '■21,  19'-20,  our  Stenographic  and  Training 
Department  was  organized  under  the  direction  of 
Florence  A.  McAnaney,  of  the  Personnel  Depart- 
ment. Space  for  fourteen  desks  was  secured  on  the 
tenth  floor  and  Helen  Bagley,  formerly  of  the  Mail 
Department,  took  up  the  duties  of  supervisor. 
Mav  Craugh,  Marcella  Ochs,  Pearle  Boldt,  Marie 
Heilman,  Esther  Lusk,  Lois  Reynolds,  and  Dorothy 
Rockefeller — two  stenographers,  four  typists  and 
one  trainee — formed  the  nucleus  of  the  department 
which  now  has  seven  times  as  large  a  personnel, 
and  occupies  one-half  the  space  of  the  eighth  floor. 
In  September,  19-20,  Lillian  K.  Boyd,  the  present 
supervisor,  succeeded  Helen  Bagley,  and  on  the 
first  of  October,  Mabel  Cummings  became  the 
assistant  and  chief  stenographer.  In  April,  19'2'-2, 
John  Boeing  became  director  of  this  department 
and  several  others,  and  the  following  June  Mrs. 
\'.  L.  Hood  came  to  the  company  as  associate 
supervisor. 

During  the  first  week  of  its  existence,  the  depart- 
ment showed  unmistakable  signs  of  its  sturdiness 
and  vigor  by  giving  three  hundred  five  and  a  half 
hours  service  to  twelve  departments.  Since  that 
time  its  growth  has  been  steady,  and  its  activities 
are  many  and  varied. 

A  year  ago  only  one  ediphone  unit  was  in  opera- 
tion. Now  there  are  ten  operators  who,  in  April, 
transcribed  6,793  letters  from  1,()'28  cylinders — the 


dictation  of  twenty-two  correspondents  in  the 
Advertising,  Repair,  Credit,  Service,  and  Executive 
Departments,  and  the  Eastman  Chemical  Corpora- 
tion, Nitrocellulose  Division  Over  900  letters 
were  dictated  to  stenographers,  more  than  4,000 
other  letters  tN^ped,  and  21,776  envelopes  addressed 
for  multigraphed  letters  which  were  also  filled  in 
and  signed  in  this  department. 

The  multigraph,  mimeograph,  and  ditto  machines 
are  running  to  capacity.  One  requisition  requires 
60  set-ups  and  1'2,000  multigraphed  copies.  In  one 
year  more  than  ,'507,000  letters  will  be  required  by 
two  other  departments — an  average  of  17,000  per 
month  to  be  multigraphed,  filled  in  and  signed  for 
the  Service  Department,  and  an  average  of  at 
least  10,000  per  month  for  the  Eastman  Chemical 
Corporation — Nitrocellulose  Division.  Service  rentl- 
ered  in  otiier  departtnents  during  April  totalled  7j'2 
hours. 

A  number  of  trainees  have  ])een  taught  typing, 
and  many  stenograjjliers  and  typists  liave  received 
special  training  and  instruction.  Four  typists  are 
now  being  trained  for  ediphone  operators.  Tests 
are  given  to  all  stenograpliers  and  t\-pists  who  are 
being  considered  for  positions  at  the  Kodak  Office. 
The  department  is  also  a  reservoir  from  which  the 
Personnel  Department  draws  to  fill  vacancies 
throughout  the  entire  Kodak  organization.

GOLF  FOR  AVOMEX 

AN   IDKAL  RECREATION'  FOR  BUSINESS  WOMEN 


^P^HE  average  woman  can  learn  to  play 
-L  just  as  good  a  game  of  golf  as  the 
average  man.  If  there  are  a  number  of 
long  holes  on  the  course,  her  score  may  be 
slightly  higher  because  the  man  may  be 
able  to  drive  farther,  but  for  general  per- 
formance in  skilfully  executing  the  various 
shots,  she  can  hold  her  own. 

This  statement  would  have  sounded  as 
a  rank  heresy  a  few  years  ago,  when  on 
many  courses  women  were  only  allowed 
to  play  on  certain  days  a  week,  or  were 
confined  to  a  special  course  consisting  of  a 
few  short  and  easy  holes. 

Golf  is  pre-eminently  the  game  for  the 


business  woman  who  finds  her  opportun- 
ity for  exercise  in  the  open  air  confined 
largely  to  the  week  ends  and  holidays. 

Tennis  is  too  violent  exercise  for  many 
women,  but  golf  may  be  played  leisurely 
and  entirely  within  the  j)hysical  limits  of 
any  woman  in  average  health.  She  can 
easily  walk  a  mile  and  a  half,  which  is 
about  the  distance  around  the  average 
nine  hole  course,  and  the  further  exercise 
obtained  by  the  use  of  the  clubs  cannot 
help  but  be  beneficial. 

Ciolf  is  not  an  expensive  game;  one  may 
easily  play  the  game  with  but  four  clubs, 
a  driver,  brassie.  midiron  and  putter.      In 
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fact  you  will  find  not  a  few  good  players 
who  dispense  with  the  driver,  and  play 
off  from  the  tee  with  a  brassie.  As  your 
skill  develops,  you  may  add  other  special 
clubs  if  you  so  desire,  but  the  four  clubs 
mentioned  will  serve  you  nicely  your  first 
season. 

Many  women  (and  likewise  many  men) 
beginners  fail  to  achieve  success  by  not 
learning  the  first  principles  of  the  game 
correctly.  It  will  be  a  decided  economy, 
and  add  greatly  to  your  pleasure  in  the 
game,  if  you  will  begin  under  the  tutelage 
of  a  professional. 

Do  not  purchase  just  "any  old"  set  of 
clubs.  Have  them  fitted  to  you  for  length 
of  shaft  and  weight.     You  will  never  be 


able  to  play  a  good  game  with  clubs  that 
do  not  fit  you. 

Dress  so  that  your  whole  body  will  be 
permitted  the  utmost  freedom  of  move- 
ment; wear  flat-heeled  shoes,  and  if  you 
wear  a  head  covering,  wear  one  that  will 
stick  on  your  head  in  a  good  stift'  breeze, 
and  one  that  will  not  flap  into  your  eyes 
just  as  you  are  playing  a  shot. 

We  have  two  good  public  courses  here 
in  Rochester  at  Genesee  Valley  Park  and 
at  Durand-Eastman  Park.  A  permit  to 
play  on  these  courses  is  required,  the 
season's  fee  being  three  dollars.  Applica- 
tion blanks  may  be  obtained  at  the  office 
of  the  editor  of  the  Kodak  Magazine,  State 
Street  Office.

China  and  expresses  a  profound  admira- 
tion for  the  Chinese  as  a  people. 

Chinese  racial  characteristics  and  cus- 
toms are  radically  different  from  tho.se  of 
this  and  most  European  countries,  so  for 
this  reason  we  have  perhaj)s  failed  to 
understand  and  possibly  to  undervalue 
their  position  in  the  world. 

The  whole  circuit  of  the  land  frontier 
of  China,  about  4, 000  miles,  consists  of 
almost  impassable  mountains  and  deserts 
which  from  remote  antiquity  has  effect- 
ually cut  off  this  corner  of  the  world  from 
interchange  of  people,  products  and  ideas 
with  other  regions  and  races.  From  this 
physical  isolation  have  arisen  most  of  the 
peculiarities  and  characteristics  of  Chinese 
civilization  and  manner  of  thought.  China 
became  important  in  the  second  millenni- 


um before  Christ  and  its  beginnings  rival 
the  Egyptian  and  Babylonian  in  antiquity. 

It  may  perhaps  surpri.se  you  to  learn 
that  for  many  centuries  the  Chinese  alone 
had  silk,  paper,  porcelain,  the  art  of 
printing,  the  magnetic  needle,  and  gun- 
powder. 

What  is  generally  spoken  of  as  China, 
though  it  embraces  Tibet,  Manchuria  and 
several  other  countries,  extends  over  most 
of  the  southeastern  third  of  Asia  and  has 
an  area  of  approximately  l,o3'-2,420  square 
miles. 

The  city  of  Shanghai,  meaning  "above 
the  sea,"  is  the  most  important  commer- 
cial city  and  treaty  port  of  Central  China. 
The  combined  settlement  of  the  city 
covers  an  area  of  about  eight  square 
miles,  the  population  being  over  650,000. 

All  streets  in  the  commercial  section  of 
Shanghai  are  modern  in  structure  and  are 
well  lighted  and  bordered  by  imposing 
buildings.  These  buildings  include  hos- 
pitals, schools,  club  houses,  colleges, 
theaters,  libraries,  a  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, a  Masonic  Hall,  Trinity  Cathedral, 
a  Roman  Catholic  church,  a  Mixed  Court 
House,  and,  of  course,  many  commercial 
structures. 

The  Chinese  are  highly  intelligent  and 
are  cjuick  to  demand  the  very  latest  in 
apparatus  and  the  other  products  we 
manufacture,  and  our  business  with  them 
is  rapidly  extending.

THROUGH  splendid  co-operation  with 
the  Rochester  Dental  Dispensary, 
most  of  the  youngsters  of  Kodak  em- 
ployees in  Rochester,  no\v  have  their 
teeth  in  good  condition. 

The  old  idea  that  the  first  or  temporary 
teeth  of  children  require  no  attention  has 
been  proved  to  be  a  very  wrong  and 
harmful  one.  If  the  first  teeth  decay 
and  have  to  be  extracted,  or  if  cavities 
occur  and  chewing  becomes  painful,  the 
child  cannot  ]>roperly  chew  its  food,  and 
consequently  the  jaws  do  not  develop 
normally. 

The  first  permanent  tooth  to  appear 
is  the  six-year  molar,  or  chewing  tooth, 
which  comes  through  just  back  of  the 
temporary  molars.  This  tooth  is  com- 
monly mistaken  for  a  first,  or  temporary 
tooth,  and  unless  the  child  has  been  taught 
early  to  take  care  of  his  teeth,  it  is  often 
allowed  to  decay. 

If  the  first  permanent  molar  is  lost  it 
usually  results  in  irregular  second  teeth, 
as  the  next  incoming  tooth  pushes  for- 
ward and  occupies  the  space  left  by  the 
removal. 

Besides  causing  irregularity  of  the 
second  teeth,  this  provides  additional 
crevices  for  food  to  lodge  in  and  decay, 
and  makes  it  much  more  difficult  to  keej) 
the  teeth  clean. 

It  is  an  expensive  and  painful  job  to 
have  these  teeth  straightened  when  the 
child  is  older. 

If  the  jaw  fails  to  develop  properly  as  a 
result  of  these  causes,  the  middle  section 
of  the  face  ceases  to  grow,  the  face  is 
mis-shapen,  and  troubles  of  the  nose, 
throat,  and  ear  often  result  later  in  life. 

Proper  care  of  the  temporary  teeth 
will,  therefore,  save  much  pain,  suff'ering, 
and  expen.se. 

IVIoreover,  if  the  child  is  taught  to 
take  proper  care  of  the  first  teeth,  there 
will  be  less  chance  of  decay  of  the  j)er- 
manent  teeth  through  neglect,  and  the 
child  will  have  learned  a  valuable  lesson 
while  voun<r. 


A  child  should  be  taken  to  a  dentist  at 
least  once  every  six  months,  beginning 
at  three  years  of  age,  to  have  the  teeth 
examined,  thoroughly  cleaned,  and  if 
necessary,  to  have  any  cavities  filled. 

This  slight  expense  is  cheap  insurance 
against  the  risk  of  expensive  dental  work 
when  the  child  is  older,  and  it  starts  a 
good  habit  to  be  followed  through  life. 

A  neglected  decayed  tooth  sooner  or 
later  may  become  abscessed.  An  ab- 
scessed tooth  pours  poison  into  the  system, 
and  may  cause  heart  trouble,  rheumatism, 
inflammation  of  the  nerves,  and  a  number 
of  other  disorders. 

Teach  the  children  to  clean  their  teeth 
thoroughly  after  each  meal  and  before 
going  to  bed.  Tell  them  to  brush  the 
way  the  teeth  grow,  commencing  with 
the  gums,  the  upper  teeth  dossil,  the 
lower  teeth  up,  both  inside  and  out. 
This  method  cleans  the  teeth  better  than 
brushing  across.  Show  them  how  to 
keep  the  spaces  between  the  teeth  clean 
by  the  use  of  silk  floss. 

If  you  have  children  whose  teeth  need 
attention,  and  most  children's  do  to 
some  extent,  remember  that  the  Rochester 
Dental  Dispensary  is  at  your  service. 

Application  blanks  for  Dispensary  ser- 
vice may  be  obtained  from  department 
heads  and  from  the  nurses  in  the  plant 
dispensaries. 

When  the  form  is  filled  out,  it  should 
be  placed  in  the  envelope  provided  and 
sent  to  the  Industrial  Relations  Depart- 
ment, 343  State  Street.  A  card  of  intro- 
duction to  the  Dispensary,  giving  the 
time  of  appointment,  will  be  sent  the 
ai)plicant;  after  receipt  the  child  or 
children  should  be  taken  to  the  Dis- 
pensary at  the  time  stated. 

Make  every  efl'ort  to  keej)  your  appoint- 
ment, and  to  be  on  time. 

If  you  cannot  keep  your  appointment, 
ask  for  another  one,  and  a  new  appoint- 
ment card  will  be  sent. 
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A  VACATION  SUGGESTION 

FOR  those  who  prefer  spending  their 
vacations  along  the  water  trails, 
inspiring,  invigorating,  and  a  little  closer 
to  the  heart  of  things — to  that  of  the 
bustling,  dust-beating  highways,  I  would 
like  to  suggest  a  canoe  trip  starting  at 
Old  Forge.  The  trip  can  be  made  satis- 
factorily by  three  in  a  large  "McKenzie" 
or,  better  still,  two  in  a  lighter  boat. 

A  good  start  would  be  to  climb  Bald 
Mountain  (trails  leading  from  either  Old 
Forge  or  the  Bald  Mountain  House  on 
Third  Lake),  from  which  a  good  view  of 
your  course  can  be  seen  Shortly  after 
shoving  off.  Bald  Mountain  can  be  seen 
resting  on  the  very  shores  of  Third  Lake, 
then  through  Fourth  Lake  to  Inlet. 
A  narrow  winding  channel  canopied  with 
foliage  is  your  reward  for  paddling 
through  the  open  lakes  in  the  hot  sun. 
A  small  portage  brings  you  into  Sixth 
Lake.  Favorable  camp  sites  can  be 
found  almost  anywhere  along  the  south 
shore.  A  small  channel  then  opens  into 
Seventh  Lake.  From  the  extreme  end 
one  must  portage  again. 

You  will  be  more  than  amply  repaid 
for  your  trouble,  for  at  the  end  of  the 
carry  lies  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
seclusive  of  all  Adirondack  Lakes — 
Eighth  Lake — accessible  only  by  portage 
on  either  end.  It  will  be  well  worth 
your  time  and  energy  to  skirt  this  lake, 
and  as  many  of  the  other  smaller  lakes 
as  your  time  permits.  Then  from  Eighth 
you  carry  again  into  a  stretch  of  rifts, 
then  into  Racquette  Lake — the  queen  of 
the  Adirondacks.  A  little  off  trail  trip, 
very  delightful,  is  to  cross  Racquette  to 
the  Marion  River,  then  through  this 
winding  stream  into  Blue  Mountain 
Lake — the  Lake  in  the  Clouds — from 
whose  shores  trails  lead  up  Blue 
Mountain. 

From  Racquette  you  carry  into  Forked 
Lake,  an  ideal  fishing  ground.  A  series 
of  portages  lead  in  and  out  of  the  Rac- 
quette River — finally  into  Long  Lake. 
One  should  not  miss  the  typical  mountain 
falls  just  off  the  portage  trail.      The  trip 


through  Long  Lake  is  the  longest  leg  of 
the  trip,  but  now  for  the  most  pleasant 
part  of  the  trip — drifting  with  the  swift 
current  down  the  ever-winding  Racquette 
River. 

At  Axton  the  trail  divides;  to  continue 
to  the  left  you  may  travel  to  the  two 
Tuppers,  then  through  the  Racquette 
River  to  the  St.  Lawrence.  But,  better 
still,  is  through  Axton  to  Upper  Saranac — 
another  carry  into  Middle  Saranac  or 
Round  Lake  takes  you  close  to  the  site 
of  a  former  trading  jjost  run  l^y  the 
famous  pioneer,  Bartlett.  Henry  Van- 
Dyke  in  his  book,  "Little  Rivers,"  gives  a 
beautiful  description  of  this  vicinity 
under  "Ampersand."  Paddling  along  the 
very  foot  of  the  mountain  you  pass  from 
Lower  Saranac  into  the  Saranac  River. 
If  you  are  fortunate  in  operating  two 
rusty  old  locks,  you  can  save  two  very 
small  carrys.  The  river  soon  broadens 
into  Lake  Flower,  then  narrows,  cutting 
through  the  village  of  Saranac  Lake. 

If  you  are  still  ambitious,  the  Saranac 
River  flows  on,  close  to  Plattsl)urg  on 
Lake  Champlain,  from  where  the  trail 
leads  on  indefinitely.

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SOME  FACTS  ABOUT  THE  K.  P.  A.  A. 


Thirteen  years  ago, on  January  l.S,  1910,  a  group 
of  Kodak  Park  employees  gathered  at  the  Lake 
Avenue  bowling  hall  and  formed  an  organization 
known  as  the  Kotlak  Park  Athletic  Association. 
This  association  has  since  grown  to  be  one  of  the 
largest  industrial  clubs  in  the  country.  Mr.  James 
H.  Haste  was  present  and  voiced  his  approval  and 
support. 

Charles  E.  Martin  was  elected  president,  and 
Harry  LeB.  Gray  named  manager  of  sports.  Other 
officers  were:  vice-president,  Robert  Bertram: 
secretary,  J.  M.  S.  Fitzpatrick;  and  treasurer, 
Charles  Suter.  The  first  trustees  were  Robert  M. 
Adams,  Herbert  R.  Williamson,  Levi  E.  Morse, 
and  George  J.  Gray. 

Having  seen  the  organization  formed  and 
launched,  Mr.  Martin  resigned  and  his  office  was 
taken  over  by  Vice-President  Bertram.  Mr.  Gray 
also  withdrew  in  favor  of  Delmar  Burrell,  and  John 
Coneybear  was  elected  to  the  vice-presidency.  The 
majority  of  the  founders  and  early  promoters  of  the 
association  are  still  among  its  most  active  workers. 

The  object  of  the  club  is  to  promote  sports  and 
social  activities  for  the  members,  any  employee  of 
Kodak  Park  being  eligible  to  participate  in  the 
benefits.  Dues  were  placed  at  $1.00  per  year. 
This  amount  has  never  been  increased,  although  in 
19U)  the  constitution  was  amended  allowing  girls 
to  become  members  at  50  cents  per  year.

held  sway  as  Manager  of  Sports.  John  Fitzpatrick, 
the  first  secretary,  held  his  office  for  five  successive 
terms,  while  George  J.  Gray,  one  of  the  first  trustees, 
has  graced  practically  every  position  on  the  execu- 
tive board,  and  is  still  one  of  the  most  interested 
and  active  members.

Tennessee. 

The  Eastman  creosote  has  a  decided  advantage 
over  the  ordinary  creosotes  in  that  it  does  not  injure 
or  irritate  the  skin  of  workmen  or  others  who  handle 
it,  while  on  the  other  hand  its  power  to  exclude 
moisture  and  prevent  warping  and  curling  of  shin- 
gles together  with  its  preservative  properties,  makes 
it  an  oil  of  outstanding  value.

A  TRIBUTE 

Twenty-five  years  ago  a  young  man  applied  at 
the  factory  of  Mr.  F.  A.  Brownell  for  a  job.  "Come 
to  work  in  the  morning"  was  the  outcome  of  the 
interview.  The  job  was  a  misceUaneous  mixture  of 
errand  boy,  odd  job  boy,  grinder,  clerk,  and  any- 
old-thing-that-was-wanted-to-be-done.  Today  that 
same  man  is  superintendent  of  six  distinct  depart- 
ments, has  a  staff  of  seven  supervisors,  and  over  one 
hundred  operators. 

Albert  C.  Geiger  is  an  example  that  illustrates 
"it  pays  to  stick."  After  leaving  school  he  worked 
for  his  father  until  the  time  arrived  when  he  had  to 
earn  his  own  living.  Two  dollars  and  seventy  five 
cents  was  pretty  good  money  in  the  days  of  lSf)S, 
although  it  wasn't  long  before  "Al"  showed  ability 
to  earn  more  than  that  amount,  and  in  a  short  time 
he  was  promoted  to  be  assistant  to  Harry  R. 
Darling,  who  was  then  foreman  of  the  Boring 
Department.  That  was  in  the  days  before  the 
introduction  of  metal  cameras,  when  the  "Bullet" 
and  "Bull's  Eye"  were  considered  the  acme  of 
perfection.  As  proof  of  the  efficiency  of  these 
instruments,  the  group  picture  connected  with  this 
article  was  "Bulls-eyed"  about  twenty-three  years 
ago  by  Arthur  Lowe. 


It  is  rather  difficult  to  trace  the  steps  of  progress 
of  the  Woodworking  Departments  up  to  the  present 
high  standard  of  fine  work.  The  precision  with 
which  the  wood  is  now  machined  excites  admiration 
from  visitors  to  the  plant;  in  fact,  the  third  level 
is  one  of  the  "show"  places  at  the  Camera  ^A'orks. 
Eleven  different  varieties  of  lumber  are  milled; 
birch,  beech,  cherry,  bass,  maple,  ash,  oak,  white- 
wood,  spruce,  cypress  and  mahogany.  Alost  of 
the  operators  in  the  Sawing  and  Shaping  Depart- 
ments are  real  old-time  hand  woodworkers,  and 
not  a  few  served  their  apprentice  days  at  cabinet 
making.  Ten  men  have  service  records  of  over 
twenty-five  years,  and  this  does  not  include  the 
famous  "Gus"  Knight,  who  is  the  oldest  employee 
in  length  of  service  with  the  company.

The  Creasing,  Covering  and  Wood  Assembling 
Departments,  represent  important  steps  in  the 
manufacturing  of  Kodaks  and  Brownies.  Almost 
every  camera  passes  through  these  departments. 
Accessories,  such  as  printing  frames,  trimming 
boards,  print  rollers,  mounting  presses,  printers, 
developing  tanks,  etc.,  each  undergo  operations 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Geiger,  who,  having 
worked  from  "the  ground  up"  has  a  practical  work- 
ing knowledge  of  all  jobs  under  his  jurisdiction.

WHO'S  WHO— IN  PICTURES 

One  of  the  features  of  the  Camera  Works  that 
always  impresses  our  visitors  is  the  Dining  Room, 
for  which  Mabel  Stanton  is  responsible.

ON  June  9th  the  Kodak  Office  Snow- 
shoe  and  Ski  Chib  joined  forces  with 
the  Kodak  Park  Camera  Chib  for  a  joint 
snowshoe  hike  around  Irondequoit  Bay.

A  JOURNEY  THROUGH  OUR  BOX  FACTORY 


CUTTING  AND  SCORING  MACHINES 


YOU  ride  down  Lake  Avenue  Boule- 
vard with  an  out-of-town  friend, 
and  pass  Kodak  Park.  Your  friend 
inquires,  "What  do  they  make  there?" 
and  you  reply,  "Oh!  film  and  plates  and 
paper  and — ■ — um,"  and  then  you  are  at  a 
loss,  and  well  you  may  be. 

Kodak  Park  is  a  young  city  in  itself 
with  a  surprising  variety  of  activities, 
among  which  is  the  largest  box  factory  in 
the  world  where  the  entire  output  is  used 


by  the  organization  of  which  it  is  a  part 
— and  that  is  what  this  story  is  about. 

When  you  think  of  the  thousands  of 
dozens  of  plates,  portrait,  commercial, 
and  x-ray  film,  the  thousands  of  gross  of 
paper,  and  the  thousands  and  thousands 
of  Kodaks  and  other  cameras  requiring 
boxes,  and  also  the  numerous  other  sun- 
dries you  will  see  that  quite  some  plant  is 
required. 

This    factorv    manufactures    what    are

termed  set  up  boxes  only  (the  folding 
cartons  for  roll  film,  and  other  products 
being  made  in  another  plant  at  the  Park) . 
About  '2,000  different  kinds  and  sizes  of 
boxes  are  manufactured,  the  majority  of 
which  are  used  for  our  sensitized  papers, 
and  for  our  portrait  and  other  cut  film. 

This  factory  within  a  factory  started 
very  modestly  in  July,  1904.  About  nine 
thousand  square  feet  of  floor  space  was 
sufficient  at  the  start  and  the  organization 
boasted  of  four  employees.  Today  the 
box  factory  embraces  sixty  thousand 
square  feet  of  floor  space,  and  employs 
one  hundred  and  sixty -five  people. 

The  equipment  is  thoroughly  modern 
in  every  respect,  and  the  working  of  it  is 


highly  systematized.  Take  for  example 
the  routing  of  the  work  on  the  three-part 
plate  boxes.  These  boxes  are  made  from 
flat  sheets  of  box  board  of  various  sizes, 
running  from  '■24  x  36  to  3'2  x  4'-2  inches. 
The  flat  sheets  are  first  run  through  what 
is  called  a  scoring  machine.  This  ma- 
chine is  provided  with  rotary  knives 
that  are  used  both  for  scoring  and  cutting 
the  board.  The  scoring  makes  the  lines 
on  which  the  board  is  folded  to  form  the 
box.  The  knives  are  vertically  adjust- 
able for  scoring  or  cutting.  They  can 
also  be  moved  horizontally  to  provide  for 
various  sizes  of  boxes.  From  the  scoring 
machine  the  flat  sheets  now  cut  in  flat 
sizes  suitable  for  the  type  of  box  desired

are  taken  to  a  corner  cutting  machine,  as 
it  is  called,  where  a  square  piece  is  cut  out 
of  each  corner  of  each  flat  piece.  The 
pieces  are  now  ready  for  the  quadruple 
staying  machines,  which  take  the  flat 
pieces,  form  them  into  boxes  along  the 
lines  previously  scored  and  fasten  the  four 
corners  together  at  the  same  time. 

Leaving  the  staying  machines,  the 
boxes  fall  on  endless  conveyors  which 
pass  girls  who  take  them  and  bind  them 
with  reinforcing  strips.  Other  conveyors 
take  these  parts  to  a  point  where  girls 
place  one  part  in  the  other,  called  closing, 


and  these  into  the  outside  or  wrapped 
cover  which  previously  has  been  passed 
through  a  wrapping  machine,  as  it  is 
called,  which  pastes  a  printed  cover 
wrapper  on  it.  The  finished  boxes  then 
pass  down  a  chute  to  another  floor  where 
they  are  counted,  tied  together  into 
packages,  and  then  sent  to  the  storeroom. 
Our  box  factory  is  indeed  a  cheerful 
place  to  work,  because  everything  is  kept 
spick  and  span,  and  the  rooms  are  flooded 
with  daylight  from  the  large  windows,  all 
of  which  has  its  influence  on  the  quality  of 
the  products  turned  out.

OUR  SUCCESS  WITH  THE  HOME  BUDGET  AND  WHAT  IT  HAS 
ACCOMPLISHED  FOR  US 


With  the  aid  of  the  Eastman  Savings  and 
Loan  Association,  the  banks,  and  the  Home 
Bureau,  it  is  not  difficult  to  plan  a  budget  for 
the  home.  Reading  about  the  ups  and  downs 
of  other  people  who  have  written  for  the  maga- 
zines gave  us  a  very  fair  idea  of  weaknesses  and 
pitfalls  to  avoid  in  the  operation  of  our  own 
system.  And  anything  we  coidd  find  on  the 
subject  was  intensely  interesting  to  us. 

There  may  be  some  difficidty  in  adapting  the 
budget  to  the  particular  hou.sehold,  but  this  we 
overcame  with  the  aid  of  an  itemized  expense 
account  which  we  had  started  at  the  beginning 
of  our  housekeeping  venture,  and  which  we  now 
consider  one  of  our  most  sensible  moves.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  items  in  that  record  of 
expenditures  formed  the  basis  of  most  of  our 
budget.  By  comparing  our  expenditures  with 
the  amoimts  quoted  by  different  authorities  as . 
proper  for  food,  clothing,  et  cetera,  we  knew 
what  items  should  be  curtailed  in  preparing  our 
particular  budget. 

A  close  analysis  of  expenses  as  shown  by  our 
record  soon  divided  all  of  our  expenditures  into 
two  general  classes:  fixed  expenses,  such  as 
interest,  pajTnents  on  mortgage,  insurance, 
taxes,  church  pledge;  and  variable  expenses, 
including  food,  clothing,  fuel,  light,  water, 
household  supplies,  repairs,  health  improve- 
ment, entertaining,  and  miscellaneous.  There 
was  no  use  bothering  our  heads  about  fixed 
expenses — they  took  care  of  themselves,  but  a 
great  deal  of  thought  and  planning  had  to  be 
directed  to  the  control  of  variables.  It  was 
this  department  that  we  soon  discovered  would 
be  the  rock  on  which  our  ship  of  domestic  plans 
might  be  wrecked.  Once  we  had  mastered  this 
problem,  the  machinery  ran  smoothly.  All  we 
had  to  do  was  to  put  our  plans  into  operation, 
and  then  watch  to  see  that  no  cogs  slipped.  Our 
chief  bugaboo  was  the  miscellaneous  column. 
It  is  astonishing  how  small  items  can  amount 
to  large  totals  in  a  short  time.  Our  help  in 
this  matter  came  through  the  use  of  the  East- 
man Savings  and  Loan  blanks  with  the  sub- 


divisions which  took  care  of  so  many  of  these 
items.  Then  we  were  able  to  analyze  little 
expenditures  intelligently,  and  separate  "the 
sheep  from  the  goats."  This  accomplishment 
alone  was  worth  to  us  all  the  trouble  of  starting 
and  keeping  a  budget. 

At  the  time  we  started  our  budget  we  had  in 
mind  the  buying  of  a  home.  As  we  had  very 
little  money  saved  up,  buying  the  kind  of  house 
we  wanted  was  going  to  mean  a  great  deal  of 
financial  strain.  We  investigated  the  price  of 
the  house  we  wished  to  purchase,  amount  of 
taxes,  insurance,  interest,  and  other  expenses 
of  operating,  and  applied  these  on  the  budget. 
This  meant  cutting  down  on  some  other  items, 
especially  as  we  had  to  furnish  the  home 
throughout,  but  we  did  this  with  our  eyes  open, 
thanks  to  the  budget.  It  seemed  like  a  consid- 
erable undertaking  on  a  small  salary,  but  the 
figures  told  us  what  we  could  do.  Gradually 
we  have  assumed  other  obligations,  such  as 
insurance,  and  have  occasionally  added  to  the 
household  equipment. 

We  believe  that  the  greatest  benefit  derived 
from  the  budget  system  is  the  elimination  of 
financial  worry,  or  at  least  having  it  all  over 
with  once  or  twice  a  year.  We  have  found  that 
by  making  out  a  spending  plan  semi-annually 
the  big  items  such  as  interest,  insurance,  taxes, 
coal  bill,  can  be  most  conveniently  taken  care  of. 
On  January  first  and  July  first  all  the  expenses 
that  fell  into  the  preceding  period  were  totalled 
and  divided  by  six.  This  gave  the  monthly 
expenses  and  told  us  how  much  must  be  allotted 
to  meet  these  requirements.  Then  tlie  monthly 
income  was  dividetl  up  in  proportion,  and  the 
amount  necessary  to  meet  annual  or  semi- 
annual obligations  was  deposited  in  a  savings 
account,  thereby  realizing  the  double  conven- 
ience of  having  money  ready,  and  of  drawing 
interest  on  money  not  needed  immediately. 
The  monej-  apportioned  to  meet  monthly  or 
weekly  expenses  was  placed  in  a  checking 
account,  and  all  bills  were  paid  by  check. 

Of  course  it  isn't  all  plain  sailing.     Emer- 
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geiicies  will  arise,  l)ut  tlu-y  arc  much  more 
easily  met  with  a  budget  than  with  the  "worry 
along"  system.  There  is  always  a  surplus  in 
the  checking  account  to  pay  hills  that  come 
up  unexpectedly.  At  the  end  of  the  month  we 
check  up  to  see  where  we  stand.  If  we  have 
run  a  little  over  the  allotted  amount,  that  means 
"go  slow"  for  a  month.  It  is  a  very  satisfactory 
plan,  as  we  have  never  gone  beyond  our  limit 
in  any  semi-annual  period.  The  main  idea  is  to 
make  the  budget  work  and  not  to  let  our  wants 
exceed  our  capacity  to  pay. 

Do  we  make  the  rule  by  budget  work.'  IT'e 
dol  We  are  astonished  when  we  look  back  over 
our  record  for  the  year  past  and  realize  how 
much  of  our  income  we  have  invested.  How 
much  better  that  is  than  to  think  back  and 
say.  "Where  has  the  money  gone.'" 

Would  we  go  back  to  the  old  hit  and  miss 
plan  of  guessing  how  much  to  spend  and  how 
much  to  save  to  meet  future  expenses?  We 
uould  not  I 


Here  is  what  the  budget  has  accomplished  for 
us: 

First — It  has  enabled  us  to  purchase  and 
keep  up  payments  on  a  home,  the  price  of 
which  was  a  little  bit  more  than  economists 
advise  for  people  of  our  means. 

Second — It  has  permitted  adequate  protec- 
tion for  our  family  by  life  insurance. 

Third — It  has  eliminated  worry  over  financial 
matters.  We  now  know  that  when  a  debt 
comes  due,  the  money  will  be  ready. 

Fourth — It  has  placed  the  home  and  its  up- 
keep on  a  business  basis. 

Fifth — It  has  introduced  economical  prin- 
ciples into  home  management.  One  of  our 
great  men  has  said,  "Economy  is  common 
sense  applied  to  spending."  We  want  to 
adapt  those  words  and  say,  "Economical  spend- 
ing as  regulated  by  a  home  budget  is  common 
sense.  "

MY  BUDGET  EXPERIENCE 


After  nearly  six  months'  experience  in  keep- 
ing a  budget  of  household  expenses,  we  have 
found  it  most  satisfactory.  We  began  the 
new  year  with  the  form  printed  by  the  East- 
man Savings  and  Loan  Association.  At  first 
our  greatest  difficulty  was  remembering  to  put 
down  the  items  at  the  end  of  each  day;  but  so 
accustomed  have  we  become  to  the  plan  that  it 
is  just  as  much  a  part  of  the  daily  routine  as 
eating,  and  takes  but  a  minute  or  two  of  time. 

Above  everything  else,  the  budget  has  taught 
us  the  value  of  small  economies;  how  quickly 
the  nickels  and  dimes  and  even  the  pennies  add 
up  into  dollars.  I  thought  we  were  very  saving 
and  I  think  we  did  use  more  economy  than  the 
average  family,  but  the  budget  was  an  eye 
opener.  At  the  top  of  one  column  at  the  end  of 
the  sheet  I  have  written  "non-essentials."  It 
is  surprising  to  see  how  many  things — mostly 
trifles — we  can  just  as  well  get  along  without. 
Although  saving  to  make  the  payments  on  our 
little  home  comes  ahead  of  everything  else,  we 
do  not  intend  that  the  budget  is  going  to  make 
us  miserly.  Far  from  it.  We  are  planning 
to  put  just  as  much  money  in  circulation  as 
usual,  but  it  will  be  spent  differently.  We 
figure  that  we  have  already  saved  enough  on 
non-essentials  to  purchase  course  tickets  for 
one  of  the  best  series  of  the  Eastman  Concerts, 
buy  a  few  choice  books,  occasionally  go  to  a 
good  play,  and  increase  our  gifts  to  charity — 


things  we  so  much  desired,  but  felt  we  could  not 
afford. 

Aside  from  teaching  practical  economy  in 
the  household  expenses,  the  budget  system  is 
educational  in  many  ways.  For  instance,  since 
keeping  close  tab  on  our  daily  expenses  my  wife 
has  become  interested  in  the  study  of  the  nutri- 
tive value  of  foodstuffs,  and  finds  that  many  of 
the  cheaper  materials  properly  prepared  are 
far  more  wholesome  than  those  of  higher  price, 
thereby  adding  health  and  efficiency  to  the  fam- 
ily as  well  as  cash  to  the  pocketbook.  It  also 
trains  the  children  to  discriminate  between  the 
cheap  and  trashy  and  that  which  is  worth  while. 
My  youngest,  a  boy  not  yet  seven,  is  already 
getting  in  the  'game.  .\  few  days  ago  he  asked 
me  how  long  it  would  take  to  save  enough  to 
buy  a  "big  boy's"  coaster  wagon  with  real 
rubber  tires,  if  he  cut  out  the  candy  and  cheap 
toj's  that  he  is  always  looking  for  "Dad"  to 
bring  him. 

To  get  the  greatest  benefit  from  the  system, 
it  is  very  essential  that  there  be  team  work. 
Each  member  of  the  family  should  be  made  to 
feel  that  they  have  an  equal  responsibility  in 
making  the  home  a  successful  establishment. 
This  team  work  will  not  only  make  the  home  a 
success  financially,  but  will  tend  to  create  a 
close  relationship  between  its  members,  and 
establish  a  confidence  and  trust  that  could  not 
otherwise  be  accomplished.

RESULTS  OF  KEEPING  A  BUDGET 


Because  of  a  suggestion  in  the  Kodcil:  Maga- 
zine, I  started  the  Ijudget  system  a  year  ago  this 
April,  and  it  has  enal)lcd  me  to  consistently  save 
in  the  Eastman  Savings  and  Loan  .\ssociation, 
establish  a  checking  account  and  a  savings 
account  at  the  bank. 

Every  family  has  a  desire  to  have  some  of 
the  luxuries  of  life,  but  often  does  so  at  the 
expense   of    things   that   are   more    necessary. 


In  my  case,  with  a  wife  and  two  children,  an 
automobile  was  very  much  desired  and  with 
other  families  having  one  whose  income  was  no 
more  and  in  many  cases  less  than  my  own,  it 
was  difficult  for  me  to  explain  just  why  I  had 
not  bought  one. 

One  of  my  reasons  for  starting  the  budget 
system  was  to  determine  this,  and  whether  I 
was  spending  too  much  on  other  things,  and 
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could  save  enough  to  justify  the  expense  of 
running  a  car.  I  haven't  found  that  I  could 
afford  one  up  to  the  present  time  as  the  budget 
system  has  shown  just  what  it  is  costing  for 
rent,  food,  clothes  and  incidental  expenses. 
However,  the  budget  will  make  it  possible  for 
me  to  know  with  reasonable  certainty  when  my 
income  will  permit  me  to  have  a  car  or  some- 
thing that  is  not  an  absolute  necessity,  without 
impairing  my  savings. 

As  I  am  planning  to  have  a  home  of  my  own, 
the  budget  is  proving  an  invaluable  aid  through 
enabling  me  to  know  just  how  much  of  my 
income  can  be  used  for  actually  running  a  home, 
so  that  I  can  avoid  undertaking  too  expensive 
a  proposition.  The  budget  is,  of  course,  help- 
ing me  to  save  for  this. 

Because  of  the  budget  system  I  have  been 
able  to  know  how  much  life  insurance  I  could 
afford,  and  only  a  short  time  after  starting  it 
I  doubled  the  amount  I  was  carrying. 

The  budget  system  has  made  it  possible  to 


establish  charge  accounts  and  use  them  so  that 
they  can  be  paid  promptly.  These  are  a  great 
convenience  but  there  is  always  the  danger  of 
buying  more  than  one  can  afford  and  being 
unable  to  meet  the  accounts  when  due,  unless 
provision  has  been  made  for  spending  certain 
amounts.     The  budget  system  does  this. 

Without  the  budget  system  the  average  fam- 
ily has  very  little  idea  of  the  amounts  spent 
for  different  kinds  of  food,  but  with  this  system 
if  an  excessive  amount  is  being  spent  on  meat, 
for  instance,  it  is  very  quickly  detected  and 
more  can  be  used  for  milk  and  dairy  products 
which  are  more  important  foods,  particularly 
where  there  are  children  in  the  family.  This 
has  a  great  bearing  on  the  health  of  the  family, 
and  effects  a  saving  by  avoiding  unnecessary 
doctor's  bills. 

My  only  regret  is  that  I  did  not  start  the 
budget  system  sooner,  as  it  has  unquestionably 
helped  me  in  many  ways,  and  not  the  least  of 
these  is  knowing  what  I  can  afford  and  keeping 
out  of  debt.

MY  SUCCESS  WITH  THE  HOME  BUDdET  AND  WHAT  IT  HAS 
ACCOMPLISHED  FOR  ME 


The  best  method  of  saving  in  a  systematic 
way  is  the  planning  and  carrying  out  of  a  family 
budget,  which  I  found  out  after  a  few  months 
of  married  life,  as  the  outgo  was  more  than  the 
income.  I  have  been  married  seventeen  years, 
and  learned  that  with  a  budget  you  can  plan 
yoiu"  income  and  at  the  end  of  each  week,  month 
or  year,  know  definitely  where  you  stand  and 
be  able  to  put  aside  a  definite  amount  for  some 
specific  purpose. 

A  budget  is  a  plan  for  saving  and  a  plan  for 
spending.  The  greatest  difficulty  in  getting 
our  budget  started  was  to  let  certain  items  run 
over  the  specified  amount  we  had  set  for  them, 
such  as  meat,  groceries,  etc.  A  great  many 
people  have  unnecessary  expense,  such  as  leaving 
their  electricity  or  gas  burning  when  it  is  not 
at  all  necessary.  The  budget  must  be  a  family 
affair  as  all  things  are  charged  to  the  individual 
person,  and  you  will  be  surprised  to  see  what  an 
interest  they  will  take  in  trying  to  keep  their 
item  the  lowest.  I  would  never  go  back  to  the 
hit  and  miss  plan. 

Realizing  if  we  wanted  a  home,  and  some 
money  for  a  rainy  day,  or  old  age,  something 
had  to  be  done,  so  we  started  an  account  with 
the  Lincoln  Bank;  it  was  rather  small — $5 
and  $.3  a  week  after  that;  then  I  purchased 
a  book  and  ruled  it  into  columns,  heading 
them  tiius:  Bank,  taxes,  gas,  water,  grocery, 
meat,  milk,  Mr.,  Mrs.,  daughter,  house  expenses, 
church,  poor  and  needy,  presents,  insurance, 
education,  pleasure. 


Every  Saturday  night  we  enter  what  we  spent 
during  the  week,  and  balanced  it  with  income. 

Now  we  have  a  comfortable  iionie,  and  best 
of  all,  it  is  paid  for,  and  we  have  an  account 
with  two  of  the  banks.  Of  course,  we  had  to 
deny  ourselves  of  luxuries  and  pleasures  and  I 
had  to  come  to  the  front  and  help  my  husband. 
If  you  once  get  into  the  habit  of  keeping  a 
budget  it  will  not  be  hard.  As  the  old  saying 
goes,  "Once  a  habit,  always  a  habit." 

I  wonder  how  many  have  taken  the  advan- 
tages of  the  Eastman  Saving  and  Loan  Associa- 
tion.^ To  belong  to  this  Association  is  a  very 
good  way  to  get  a  start,  then  the  next  step  is  to 
purchase  one  of  the  Eastman  Budget  forms, 
which  is  a  wonderful  thing. 

Saving  is  the  first  great  principle  of  all  success, 
and  in  order  to  save  successfully  you  should 
keep  a  budget;  it  creates  independence,  happi- 
ness, and  contentment.  If  we  could  only  make 
more  people  see  the  need  of  a  budget  we  would 
have  a  great  many  more  real  men  and  women. 
Real  saving  does  not  mean  to  save  for  a  few 
months  and  then  spend  the  savings  for  some- 
thing unnecessary.  It  does  mean,  however,  to 
regularly  put  aside  a  definite  amount  to  be  used 
for  bigger  needs.  Lots  of  people  have  thought 
of  schemes  for  budgeting,  and  have  roughly 
worked  them  out,  but  they  have  not  tried  them 
out.  It  is  not  enough  to  think  that  a  thing 
ought  to  be  done;  the  thinking  is  only  valuable 
after  the  thing  is  done.  Turn  your  thoughts 
into  action  and  keep  a  budget.

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THE  HOME  BUDGET  AND  WHAT  IT 
HAS  DONE  FOR  ME 

I  might  better  word  this  heading,  '"What  it 
has  done  for  us,"  as  in  our  family  we  either  fail 
or  aceomplish  as  a  unit,  and  each  does  his  or  her 
share  toward  '"making  ends  meet." 

In  order  to  put  our  budget  into  operation 
we  first  kept  an  expense  account  for  six  consecu- 
tive months  so  that  we  might  determine  the 
percentage  of  our  income  that  nnist  be  allowed 
for  each  main  division.  We  found  that  shelter 
took  ^5%,  food  io^/'c,  operating  \-2'c,  clothing 
10%,  and  advancement  13%,  leaving  us  15% 
for  savings  and  insurance.  As  our  insurance 
constitutes  an  endowment  fund,  we  have  always 
considered  it  a  form  of  saving. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  month  we  appor- 
tion our  income  very  close  to  the  above  per- 
centages, varying  a  little  here  and  there  to  suit 
any  special  conditions  that  we  expect  to  meet 
during  the  ensuing  thirty  days. 

Then,  as  the  month  rolls  on  we  are  careful  to 
record  our  expenditures  each  and  every  evening 
just  before  retiring.  Thus  we  very  seldom  omit 
anything  which  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  we 
actually  balance  with  the  "cash  on  hand"  at 
the  end  of  each  month. 

This  is  the  sum  and  substance  of  the  bother 
the  budget  causes  us.  Several  times  during 
the  month,  out  of  curiosity,  we  total  up  different 
columns  to  see  that  we  are  not  "speeding." 
This  is  particularly  true  of  my  wife  and  her  gro- 
cery column.  Toward  the  end  of  the  month  she 
is  usually  in  hot  water  over  it,  but  nevertheless 
considers  it  "some  game." 

As  we  examine  our  records  (which  extend 
over  the  past  three  years)  we  are  astonished 
with  the  totals  that  the  different  years  i)resent. 
I  am  afraid  that  we  would  never  believe  that  we 
spend  what  we  do,  if  it  were  not  true  that 
"figures  do  not  lie." 

It  was  the  budget  that  made  us  dispose  of  our 
car,  as  we  could  easily  see  that  it  was  taking 
our  savings  and  a  wee  bit  more. 

It  is  the  "foodstuffs'  column  that  shows  us 
when  we  are  entertaining  too  much  and  makes 
us  resort  to  simpler  fare.  At  the  present  time 
(lur  luidget  jjoints  out  that  our  rent  is  too  higii 
and  consequently  we  are  on  the  lookout  for  a 
more  moderately  priced  abode. 

Now  in  answer  to  the  question — Would  you 
do  without  a  budget.^  Assuredly  we  would 
not.  No  more  will  we  spend  our  precious  even- 
ings wrangling  over  money  affairs.  Now,  our 
financial  status  for  each  month  is  mapped  out. 

We  do  not  consider  that  we  have  effected  an 
"ideal"  metliod  of  operating  our  budget.  How- 
ever, we  will  use  this  one  mitil  a  lietter  plan 
presents  itself,  and  are  hoping  to  perfei't  it  so 
that  we  can  buy  a  home  of  our  own  and  event- 
uallv  mavbe  a  "Lizzie." 


MY  SUCCESS  WITH  THE  HOME  BUDGET 

AND  WII.\T  IT  HAS  ACCOMPLISHED 

FOR  ME 

\\  hen  I  applied  for  a  year's  supply  of  the 
f)udgel  sheets  in  December,  I  had  a  definite 
{)urpose  in  mind,  and  was  not  experimenting. 

My  wife  and  I  have  kept  track  of  our  expenses 
in  other  years  for  a  short  time,  in  a  note  book 
obtained  from  the  five  and  ten  cent  store.  By 
that  method  we  were  able  to  tell  where  our 
money  had  gone,  but  we  never  decided  in  ad- 
vance how  much  we  were  going  to  spend. 
Hence  the  budget  system  was  new  to  us  and  we 
looked  forward  to  it  with  great  interest. 

Two  years  ago  we  took  an  inventory  of  our 
"cash  on  hand  and  in  banks"  and  fouiul  that 
we  had  been  slipping  backwards  since  we  stopped 
buying  Liberty  Bonds.  The  War  had  taught 
us  that  we  could  sacrifice  for  Uncle  Sam  and 
save  money  systematically  so  why  not  continue 
to  sacrifice  the  unimportant  things  and  have  our 
assets  increase. 

With  this  view  in  mind  I  purchased  twenty 
installment  shares  in  the  Eastman  Saving  and 
Loan  Association  and  found  that  I  could  do 
very  well  witliout  that  extra  five  dollars  to 
spend  each  week. 

Six  and  one-half  years  seems  a  long  time  to 
wait  for  the  shares  to  mature,  but  if  you  look 
back  you  will  rememljcr  that  the  time  goes  very 
fast,  especially  if  you  are  married. 

Friend  wife  and  I  hafl  planned  a  home  of  our 
own,  l)ut  decided  that  a  large  payment  down 
was  the  best  proposition.

We  made  some  rapid  calculations  (not  with  the 
slide  rule)  and  found  that  we  could  start  buying 
that  home  now  and  have  one  of  the  mortgages 
paid  off  in  those  six  years,  also  we  could  be 
enjoying  our  home  during  that  time. 

After  looking  around  a  bit  we  found  the  type 
of  home  we  desired  and  made  application  to 
the  Eastman  Saving  and  Loan  Association  to 
carry  the  mortgages  for  us.  The  loan  was 
approved  and  now  we  have  satisfied  that  great 
desire,  which  every  one  has,  for  a  home  to  call 
our  own. 

We  did  not  experience  any  difficulty  in  start- 
ing tlie  budget  system  and  it  is  not  difficult 
to  keep  in  operation.

^lost  young  couples  when  they  marry  have 
some  dreams  about  the  future;  ours  was  to 
build  a  bungalow  to  call  home. 

With  this  idea  in  mind  I  returned  to  work 
shortly  after  our  marriage  and,  although  my 
husband  and  I  were  both  earning  fair  wages 
we  saved  very  little  the  first  year. 

We  had  a  car  that  was  forever  needing  some 
new  part  or  repairing,  and  just  as  we  would  pay 
the  bills  I'd  toss  the  receipts  into  a  box  in  the 
dresser  drawer. 

One  day  while  cleaning  up  I  thought  I  would 
add  up  the  amounts  and  see  just  how  much  we 
had  spent  on  the  car  since  we  had  it,  and  I 
certainly  was  surprised  when  I  saw  the  figures 
in  black  and  white.  How  simple  it  was  then  to 
account  for  a  lot  of  the  money  we  had  spent, 
and  I  decided  then  and  there  that  a  budget 
system  was  the  only  way  to  keep  track  of  the 
money  we  were  spending  and  teach  us  how  to 
save  systematically. 

My  husband  and  I  talked  it  over  and  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  best  thing  to  do  would 
be  to  sell  the  car,  put  the  money  in  the  bank 


and  begin  running  our  home  on  a  strictly  busi- 
ness basis,  or  in  other  words,  a  budget  .system. 

At  first  it  was  difficult  to  remember  to  mark 
down  every  item.  I  kept  forgetting  the  little 
things  I  would  buy.  But  after  a  short  time  I 
seldom  forgot  and  the  old  way  seemed  such  a 
careless  way  of  doing  things,  spending  money 
and  not  being  able  to  account  for  it. 

I  have  heard  some  young  wives  say,  "Well, 
I'd  hate  to  have  to  account  for  every  cent  I 
spend,"  but  if  they  would  only  look  at  it  in  the 
right  light  they  would  understand  it's  the  best 
way  in  the  long  run  at  managing  a  home  and 
being  a  real  partner. 

The  first  year  we  rented  four  unfurnished 
rooms  in  an  upper  flat.  The  week's  rent  did 
not  seem  like  so  much  money,  but  at  the  end  of 
the  year  the  amount  showed  up  in  the  budget 
system  to  be  quite  an  item  to  consider. 

At  the  end  of  two  years,  after  conscientious 
saving  and  planning  on  the  part  of  both  my 
husband  and  myself,  we  decided  to  build,  and 
are  now  very  happy  in  a  little  home  all  our  own.

WHO'S  PUTTING  YOUR  MONEY  IN  THE  BANKS  ? 


PERHAPS  you  don't  often  ask  your- 
self the  question  at  the  head  of  this 
column.  It  certainly  does  sound  a  bit 
foolish — but  is  it,  really?  Let  us  change 
its  form  a  little  and  see  then  how  it  strikes 
you.  Thus:  what  becomes  of  the  weekly 
roll  for  which  you  exchange  your  time  and 
labor? — not  for  a  moment  forgetting,  by 
the  way,  that  both  your  time  and  your 
labor,  like  yourself,  are  drifting  toward 
the  vanishing  point.  It  is  almost  a  dead 
certainty  that  it  doesn't  linger  in  your 
pocket  for  very  long,  not  much  of  it  any- 
way. It  is  most  likelj'  in  the  bank,  where 
all  good  money  goes  sooner  or  later. 
Somebody  has  put  it  there  of  course. 
And  so  you  get  back  to  the  starting  point; 
who's  putting  your  money  in  the  bank? 
Is  it  yourself?  or  is  it  some  other  chap? 
Are  you  generously  pouring  your  cash 
into   another   fellow's   account?     Or   are 


you  less  generously  but  more  wisely  piling 
up  a  nice  little  balance  of  your  own?  On 
this  question  hangs  all  the  comfort  we 
may  hope  in  this  world:  and,  perhaps, 
who  knows,  in  the  next,  as  well. 

"Some  part  of  course  of  your  earnings  is 
necessarily  and  projicrly  handed  over  to 
the  butcher  and  the  baker;  and  the  land- 
lord no  doubt  wants  his  modest  share. 
It  is  right  and  proper  for  these  people,  and 
for  such  others  as  supply  us  with  neces- 
sary things  to  bank  a  fair  and  reasonable 
proportion  of  your  money.  But  what  of 
the  remainder?  after  all  reasonable  ex- 
penses have  been  met? — and  surely  every- 
body has,  or  can  and  should  have,  a  re- 
mainder. Do  you  let  this  also  be  banked 
by  somebody  else?  Or  do  you  deny  your- 
self extravagance  and  put  it  where  it  will 
do  you,  not  another,  some  good?" — 
Hoover  yews. 
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WITH  only  a  common  school  educa- 
tion, what  chance  have  I  against 
the  college  graduate? 

One  answer  is  that  you  can  find  quite 
a  few  men  holding  dow^l  responsible  jobs 
in  our  organization  who  never  saw  the 
inside  of  a  college. 

There  is  no  argument  against  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  college  education;  it  broad- 
ens a  man  in  every  w-ay,  and  makes  it 
easier  for  him  to  succeed  in  the  business 
world — provided,  of  course,  that  he 
possesses  the  other  necessary  attrilnites. 

Lack  of  a  thorough  education  is  a  handi- 
cap, but  not  an  insurmountable  one. 

Knowledge  is  easily  acquired  through 
reading  and  study. 

This  does  not  mean  that  after  a  hard 
day's  work,  one  should  go  home  and  put 
in  an  evening  of  intensive  study — though 
an  occasional  evening  spent  this  way 
W'Ouldn't  do  any  harm. 

Increasing  your  vocabulary  is  one  good 
way  of  adding  to  your  knowledge;  every 
lime  you  hear  a  word  whose  meaning  you 
do  not  understand,  jot  it  down  and  then 
look  it  up  in  the  dictionary. 

In  your  reading,  avoid  trash  and  the 
purely  sensational;  good  fiction  has  its 
place  in  education,  but  is  not  to  be  com- 
mended as  an  exclusive  diet. 

An  intelligent  study  of  current  events 
will  do  much  to  broaden  you,  and  to 
afford  you  a  better  understanding  of  your 
own  every  day  problems. 


Keep  track  of  the  daily  ball  scores  if 
you  like,  but  also  give  the  editorial  page 
in  your  daily  paper  an  equal  chance. 

There  are  a  number  of  periodicals  which 
will  prove  of  service  to  you  in  an  educa- 
tional way.  The  Saturday  Evening  Post 
has  always  a  number  of  highly  interesting 
stories,  but  in  addition  its  editorials  and 
articles  on  business  will  be  found  equally 
fascinating.  The  Literary  Digest,  and  the 
Review  of  Reviews  will,  as  their  names  sug- 
gest, keep  you  informed  as  to  what  is 
going  on  in  the  world,  and  all  in  condensed 
form  so  as  to  cover  the  widest  possible 
range. 

If  you  are  specially  interested  in  busi- 
ness problems,  you  will  find  much  to  in- 
terest you  in  Printer's  Ink,  Factory  and 
System. 

There  are  also  many  other  periodicals 
of  equal  value  to  be  found  in  our  public 
libraries  and  in  our  business  library. 

If  you  have  "missed  out"  on  a  college 
education,  you  can  help  yourself  a  whole 
lot  by  a  judicious  selection  of  reading 
matter. 

The  more  good  reading  you  absorb,  the 
more  you  will  want,  and  with  it  auto- 
maticallv  comes  a  better  education. 


EDITING  and  publishing  a  newspaper 
or  a  magazine  is  a  business  just  as 
much  as  conducting  a  store. 

The  editor  has  got  to  select  his  stock 
with  care  so  as  to  please  and  interest  the 
greatest  possible  number  of  his  readers, 
and  to  ])ut  his  selections  up  in  attractive 
form. 

If  you  want  the  conceit  removed  from 
your  system  just  try  being  an  editor;  here 
is  a  little  story  to  illustrate: 

A  famous  authoress'  most  treasured 
possession  is  a  letter  from  the  superin- 
tendent of  a  home  for  the  feebleminded  in 
prai.se  of  one  of  her  novels.  He  spoke  in 
glowing  terms  of  the  pleasure  with  which 
the  inmates  had  read  her  little  book,  and 
closed  with,  "In  fact,  Madam,  I  think  I 
may  safely  say  that  you  are  the  favorite 
author  of  the  feebleminded." 
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WE  have  many  expert  amateur  pho- 
tographers in  our  ranks,  and  many 
more  who  would  hke  to  quahfy  but  who 
don't  know  just  how  to  acquire  the 
necessary  knowledge.

fores" of  the  technical  side.  These  books 
are:  "About  Lenses,"  "Elementary  Pho- 
tographic Chemistry,"  supplied  gratis, 
and  "The  Fundamentals  of  Photography;" 
this  last  one  is  written  by  our  Dr.  Mees, 
and,  while  decidedly  technical,  is  so 
worded  as  to  be  readily  understood  by  the 
advanced  amateur.  The  price  for  this 
book  to  Kodak  employees  is  sixty  cents. 

We  also  issue  a  decidedly  attractive 
and  interesting  monthly  magazine  for  the 
amateur  photographer  called  "Kodakery." 
This  magazine  has  a  monthly  circulation 
of  over  250,000.  A  year's  subscription 
will  cost  you  but  thirty  cents. 

There  are  any  number  of  books  pub- 
lished by  other  concerns  on  photography, 
and  a  number  of  periodicals  for  both  the 
amateur  and  professional  photographer, 
but  if  you  will  absorb  the  knowledge 
contained  in  those  mentioned  above  you 
will  have  a  thorough  working  knowledge 
of  photography  from  the  amateur 
standpoint.

SCRAP 


"Scrap"  is  a  mighty  important  word  in  our 
vocabulary.  A  "scrap"  of  paper  engulfed  the 
civilized  world  in  the  greatest  war  of  history. 
"Scrap"  of  any  material  sometimes  means  success 
or  failure  in  industry.  In  other  words.  "Scrap"  is 
practically  waste,  and,  while  we  remember  in  our 
copybooks  something  relating  to  "nothing  is  wasted," 
"scrap"  comes  so  near  to  waste  that  it  certainly 
is  good  business  to  minimize  it. 

There  is  a  complete  department  in  this  factory 
which  devotes  all  its  time  and  energy  to  reclaiming 
"scrapped"    material.     When    we    state    that    that 


department  baled  one  million  four  hundred  andtliree 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  of  scrap 
during  tlie  last  twelve  months,  it  should  give  think- 
ing people  something  to  reflect  upon.  Here  is  a 
vast  opportunity  to  reduce  waste.  Waste  reduc- 
tion means  lowering  of  manufacturing  costs,  which 
is  the  most  desirable  form  of  industrial  economy. 

Of  course,  there  is  bound  to  be  a  certain  amount 
of  waste  material  in  the  making  of  goods,  especially 
so  when,  as  we  in  the  Camera  Works  do.  manu- 
facture a  product  "from  the  ground  up."  How- 
ever, if  we  as  individual  operators  can  save  by 
careful  M-orkmanship.  a  small  piece  of  metal  from 
being  "scrapped"  each  day,  the  total  saving  would 
amount  to  a  surprising  figure.  Whether  the  ma- 
terial is  sheet  metal,  leather,  wood,  rod,  wire,  or 
paper-board,  every  single  inch  counts  on  the  debit 
or  credit  side  of  our  prosperity. 

The  Scrap  Department  is  actually  a  salvage 
department.  While  we  have  to  contend  with 
"odds,  ends,  bits,  and  pieces,"  we  at  least  try  to 
make  the  best  of  a  bad  situation,  and  every  strip  of 
m-.iterial  is  baled  and  sold  as  junk.  During  the 
month  of  May  the  presses  contributed  twenty-three 
thousand  five  hundred  and  sixteen  pounds  of  brass 
punchings,  to  say  nothing  of  over  twelve  thousand 
five  hundred  pounds  of  steel,  and  about  the  same 
fjuantity  of  aluminum.  The  lathes  and  milling 
machines  ground  and  turned  out  fifty-two  thousand 
three  hundred  pounds  of  brass  and  steel  turnings 
during  tiie  same  month,  while  paper  and  pasteboard 
weighed  fifteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds.  Good  housekeeping  is  as  essential  in  a 
well-conducted  business  as  in  the  home  and,  in 
consequence,  the  great  bales  of  scrap  are  removed 
from  the  factory  each  day.  It  may  surprise  our 
readers  to  know  that  the  Scrap  Department  under 
the  watchful  eyes  of  Michael  Stuart  and  "Jake" 
Miller,  is  one  of  the  neatest  and  cleanest  places  in 
the  building,  in  spite  of  the  millions  of  pieces  of 
junk  which  find  their  last  resting  place — as  far  as 
we  are  concerned — in  the  corner  of  the  basement  of 
Building  Xo.  4.

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WHERE  ACCURACY  AND  PRECISION  REIGN 

A  "LITTLE  JOURNEY"  THROUGH  THE  HAWTf-EYE  INSTRUMENT  DEPARTMENT 


EASTMAN  UNIVERSAL  COLORIMETER 


TUCKED  away  on  St.  Paul  Street  in 
the  Hawk-Eye  Works,  close  by  and 
overlooking  the  deep  Genesee  gorge,  is 
located  the  Instrument  Department.  In 
speaking  of  Hawk-Eye,  one  ordinarily 
thinks  of  lenses,  which  is  altogether  proper, 
for  contained  there  is  the  largest  supply  of 
high-grade  optical  glass  in  the  world;  glass 
of  seven  different  types  coming  from  four 
countries,  viz :  Germany,  France,  England 
and  the  United  States.  But,  to  get  dowTi 
to  our  story,  let  the  less-heard-of  Instru- 
ment Department  under  the  supervision 
of  the  genial  "Bill"  Vaeth  hold  sway  for 
the  present.  Under  its  roof  are  housed 
the  finest  machines  known;  each  being 
operated  independently  by  separate  motor. 
The  men  engaged  here  are  all  expert  in- 
strument makers,  and,  in  point  of  fact, 
make  up  one  of  the  best  groups  in  the 
world  today.  You  would  think  so  if  you 
could  see  the  "human  api)aratus"  that 
they  turn  out. 

Specifically,  it  was  here  that  the  Cine- 
Kodak  and  Kodascope,  the  amateur 
moving    picture    outfit,  were  developed; 


placed  in  their  hands  because  the  appa- 
ratus required  a  very  high  degree  of  pre- 
cision and  accuracy  in  its  construction. 

During  the  war,  there  was  a  demand 
for  an  instrument  for  use  in  marine  camou- 
flage. Our  capable  physicists  designed  an 
instrument  called  the  colorimeter  for  the 
purpose  of  exact  duplication  of  horizon 
color  in  the  paint  for  ships.  Here  is  where 
color  came  to  have  a  numerical  value. 
This  instrument,  shown  in  tiie  accompany- 
ing illustration,  was  produced  by  the 
Hawk-Eye  instrument  makers.  The  high- 
est degree  of  accuracy  being  attained,  it 
came  to  have  innumerable  commercial 
uses,  such  as  measurement  of  color  of  dyes, 
fabrics,  papers,  paints,  liquids,  glass,  etc. 
It's  too  bad  the  bootleggers  don't  possess 
colorimeters,  they  might  be  able  to  make 
stuff  that's  fool-proof.  To  duplicate,  you 
merely  read  the  numbers  off  the  scale  and 
use  when  needed. 

Out  of  this  idea  there  followed  many 
others  along  the  same  line  for  use  in  our 
own  laboratory  and  other  specialized  in- 
dustries.    To    comply,    the    Instrument 
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EASTMAN  DENSITOMETER 

Department  turned  out  the  Tint  Intensi- 
fier,  Color  Comparator,  Oil  Colorimeter, 
and  many  others.  These  are  also  invalu- 
able to  chemical  companies.  With  special 
attachments  they  have  been  adapted  for 
use  in  the  meat  industries  where  the  in- 
gredients of  by-products  such  as  lard  and 
oils  must  be  kept  at  a  rigid  standard.  In- 
cidentally, the  color  of  flour  is  measured 
now. 

Special  instruments  are  made  for  cotton- 
seed oil  makers  in  the  South.  Their  Oil 
Colorimeters  are  equipped  with  color 
wedges  for  limited  ranges  as  all  the  oils 
they  make  are  either  of  a  yellow  or  blue 
shade.     In  short,  the  chief  application  of

these  instruments  is  the  keeping  of  rigid 
color  standards  for  fine,  close  work. 

A  little  later  an  instrument  was  designed 
for  the  measurement  of  photographic 
densities.  This  apparatus  is  called  the 
Densitometer.  Just  consider  the  accuracy 
necessary  to  measure  the  density  of  the 
emulsion  of  your  film,  especially  as  the

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rays  of  light  must  of  necessity  go  through 
about  ten  sets  of  lenses  and  prisms. 

Th;?  very  latest  of  these  "Goldberg  pull- 
the-trigger"  effects  is  the  monochromatic 
sensitometer.  That's  the  jiet  name  for  it. 
The  operator  sets  the  automatic  switch 
according  to  his  fancy,  starts  the  motor, 
and  as  a  result  has  a  study  of  the  sensitiv- 
ity of  a   photographic  plate   under  one 


hundred  and  forty-four  different  condi- 
tions of  light. 

The  original  Instrument  Department 
was  a  one-man  affair,  all  the  work  being 
carried  on  by  the  said  Mr.  Vaeth.  Gradu- 
ally the  work  became  too  heavy  and  more 
men  were  added.  Its  growth  has  been 
rapid  and  its  usefulness  increased,  until 
now  it  is  twice  the  size  it  was  three  years 
ago,  and  still  growing. 


THE  CAT'S  COMPLEXION 


GATS  and  chickens,  and  the  other 
members  of  the  furred  and  feathered 
world  do  not  have  to  worry  about  their 
complexions,  because  if  left  to  themselves 
they  will  naturally  avoid  all  injurious 
things  in  the  way  of  food. 

We  humans,  however,  have  lost  this 
natural  protective  instinct  and  so  select 
our  foods  far  more  for  flavor  than  for  any 
real  benefit  to  our  bodies. 

Sweet  things  have  the  overwhelming 
call,  and  therein  lies  the  downfall  of 
many  a  promising  complexion. 

Natural  sweets,  as  contained  in  fruits, 
can  do  no  harm,  but  sugar  in  anything  but 
modest  quantities,  and  not  taken  into 
the  system  at  the  proper  time  is  cjuite  apt 
to  play  havoc  with  things. 

The  husky,  hard,  out-of-doors  worker, 
such  as,  say,  lumbermen  and  harvest 
hands,  may  consume  considerable  quan- 
tities of  sugar  in  foods,  such  as  pies  and 
doughnuts,  or  candy,  with  impunity.  On 
the  other  hand  people  living  an  indoor  life 
find  that  highly  sweetened  preserved 
fruits,  sugar  in  large  amounts  on  cereals, 
and  especially  candy,  sweet  chocolate, 
and  similar  sweets  when  eaten  between 
meals  will  bring  on  indigestion  and  kin- 
dred ills  sooner  or  later.  In  many  cases 
sugar  is  decidedlv  irritating  to  the  stom- 


ach, because  unless  much  diluted  with 
other  food,  or  with  water,  it  w^ill  cause 
trouble  by  taking  the  needed  water  from 
the  lining  of  the  stomach.  If  you  want 
to  know  how  it  acts  try  holding  a  piece  of 
hard  candy  in  one  side  of  the  mouth  for 
some  time  without  moving  it,  and  see  how 
dry  and  hot  that  particular  spot  becomes. 

If  you  want  to  have  a  good  complexion 
a  sensible  use  of  sweet  things  will  help 
you  get  and  retain  it.  Three  to  four 
ounces  of  sugar  per  day,  used  in  a  mixed 
diet  will  usually  be  digested  by  the  healthy 
adult  without  difficulty.  Very  few 
stomachs  when  empty  can  stand  the 
sugar  represented  by  a  lollipop.  The 
same  amount  of  sugar  diluted  with  water, 
as  in  a  glass  of  lemonade  will  do  less  harm; 
combined  with  flour  as  in  a  cookie,  still 
less.  The  best  way  is  to  make  it  a  part 
of  the  whole  meal,  using  it  in  several 
dishes,  in  sauce  and  desserts,  or,  if  as 
candy,  at  the  end  of  the  meal. 

If  you  want  to  have,  and  keep,  that 
"skin  they  like  to  touch,"  and  to  have 
and  retain  a  good  complexion  use  sugar 
as  nature  intended  you  should.  Use 
sugar  diluted,  (not  concentrated)  in  modest 
ciuantities,  with  your  meals  {not  between 
meals).  Fruit  meets  this  requirement 
best.  For  your  complexion's  sake — eat 
fruits  to  satisfv  vour  craving  for  sweets.

THE  LARGEST  OUTSIDE  STEAM 
LINE  IX  THE  COUNTRY 

WITH  increasing  production  it  be- 
came necessary  to  develop  greater 
power  facilities  at  Kodak  Park;  this 
presented  an  intricate  problem  to  our 
Power  Development  Department.  Rather 
than  increase  the  boiler  capacity  at  Kodak 
Park  East,  it  was  decided  to  run  a  steam 
pipe  line  from  Kodak  Park  West,  a  dis- 
tance of  nearly  a  mile.  The  principal 
difficulties  to  contend  with  were  loss  of 
pressure  and  temperature  due  to  the 
great  distance  to  be  covered  and  those 
peculiar  properties  of  iron  in  the  way  of 
expansion  and  contraction. 

This  was  the  largest  project  of  its  kind 
ever  attempted,  and  with  no  data  from 
previous  experience  the  finished  line  pre- 
sents a  remarkable  and  original  piece  of 
engineering.  The  construction,  complet- 
ed in  January  this  year,  accomjilished  just 
this:  A  pressure  of  iio  pounds  per  square 
inch  at  575  degrees  F.  at  Kodak  Park 
West  can  be  delivered  for  use  at  Kodak 
Park  East  at  the  rate  of  160.000  j^ounds 
per  hour  with  a  droj)  of  only  100  pounds 


pressure  and  l'-25  degrees  temperature. 
This  pressure  delivered  is  the  equivalent 
of  nine  boilers  at  Kodak  East. 

The  piping,  which  is  1'2  inches  in 
diameter  and  4.-1:00  feet  in  length  at  a 
temperature  of  575  degrees,  expands  four 
inches  in  every  100  feet.  Consequently  it 
was  laid  on  concrete  piers  with  cast  iron 
rollers  under  it  and  a  bend  i  shown  in 
picture)  placed  every  -400  feet  to  absorb 
the  16-inch  expansion  for  that  distance. 
This  line  was  put  together  while  at  nor- 
mal temperature  and  so  constructed  that 
the  bends  when  the  iron  is  fully  expanded 
are  of  8-foot  radius. 

The  maintenance  of  pressure  was  accom- 
plished by  sleeve  pipe  connections  welded 
five  ways.  Two  layers  of  magnesium 
compoiuided  with  asbestos  with  a  total 
thickness  of  three  inches  holds  the  heat 
in  the  pipe  so  that  in  the  winter  time 
snow  will  scarcely  melt  on  it.  Mark  this 
phenomenon — 575  degrees  Fahrenheit  and 
three  inches  away  the  temperature  is  be- 
low freezing;  and  no  loss  of  heat.  Eureka ! 
We  shall  now  investigate  the  manufacture 
of  magnesium-lined  overcoats  for  the 
comin<r  winter. 


Safety  First— Avoid  Accidents 
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SOME  day  somebody  else  is  going  to 
take  the  job  your  boss  holds;  if  that 
day  should  come  unexpectedly,  w  ould  you 
be  in  position  to  step  into  his  shoes? 

Somebody  will  he — why  not  you? 

In  our  vast  organization,  new  depart- 
ments are  frequently  created  and  some- 
body has  to  head  them,  and  we  never  go 
outside  the  company  when  an  advance- 
ment comes  unless  the  right  man  cannot 
be  found  within  it. 

The  only  way  to  advance  is  to  learn  the 
job  of  the  man  above  you.  Study  what 
he  has  to  do  and  how  he  does  it. 

In  studying  for  advancement,  do  not 
overlook  the  fact  that  every  boss  in  addi- 
tion to  a  knowledge  of  his  job,  must 
possess  executive  ability. 

A  man  may  have  amjile  knowledge,  but 
will  fail  as  a  boss,  if  he  is  not  long  on 
executive  ability. 

Boiled  down,  executive  ability  is  the 
art  of  getting  the  w  ork  done  promptly  and 
without  friction;  all  good  machines  work 
smoothly. 

In  studying  for  the  job  of  the  man 
ahead,  learn  not  only  what  has  to  be 
done  but  also  how  the  man  ahead  goes 
about  it. 

Very  frequently  when  the  man  ahead  of 
you  steps  up  another  notch,  he  will  be 
requested  to  suggest  his  successor. 

And  who  will  he  suggest?  He  will  sug- 
gest the  man   who   has   rarely,   if  ever. 


failed  him;  the  man  who  has  delivered  the 
goods;  the  man  who  takes  a  keen  and  in- 
telligent interest  in  his  work;  the  man 
who  can  always  be  depended  upon  to  fill 
in  during  some  one's  absence;  the  man 
who  doesn't  care  whether  the  clock  has 
hands  on  it  or  not;  and  the  man  who  gets 
along  well  with  his  fellow  employees. 

If  the  time  should  come,  would  the  boss 
suggest  you?

Perhaps  to  make  up  for  this,  you  better 
your  aim  and  toss  in  a  rusty  pen  point, 
or  the  pieces  of  a  broken  bottle,  or  some- 
thing else  with  sharj)  points  or  edges. 

After  you  are  through  for  the  day,  in 
come  the  folks  of  the  maintenance  squad 
to  clean  up. 

Some  of  them  are  not  as  young  as  you 
are,  and  their  eyesight  may  be  a  bit  im- 
paired, and  they  have  to  work,  and  work 
fast,  by  artificial  light. 

Those  little  pieces  of  paper  that  missed 
the  waste-basket — if  you  have  ever  tried 
you  know  how  hard  they  are  to  pick  up. 

In  emptying  the  basket,  suppose  the 
clean-up  man  encounters  that  rusty  pen- 
point  or  bit  of  broken  glass,  and  gets  a 
nasty  cut?

KNOW  YOUR  OFFICE 


Sometimes  we  fail  to  realize  the  developments 
which  are  brought  about  through  day-to-day 
changes.  Right  in  our  own  office,  we  have  a  good 
example  of  this.  Probably  few  of  us  know  that  in 
1913,  when  the  new  building  was  first  occupied, 
there  were  but  486  employees  in  Kodak  Office,  wiiile 
the  present  number  is  1,162. 

We  suggest  a  "Know  your  Office"  campaign  at 
this  time,  particularly  on  account  of  alterations  on 
the  7th,  8th  and  9th  floors,  involving  changes  in  the 
location  of  a  dozen  departments. 

The  departments  involved  in  the  change  have 
been  so  laid  out  that  they  have  expansion  room  to 
last  several  years.  Each  bay  was  so  planned  that 
the  location  of  every  desk,  telephone,  and  filing 
cabinet  was  definitely  provided  for  before  the  work 
began.  Plans  then  had  to  be  worked  out  to  provide 
temporary  quarters  for  those  departments  which 
were  occupying  the  floors.  This  necessitated  a 
schedule  of  three  moves.     And  right  here  we  want 


to  say  that  Bert  Hayter  carried  out  tliis  schedule 
without  a  single  paper  lost,  or  an  article  broken. 

We  surmise  that  the  "Know  Your  Office"  cam- 
paign may  occasion  considerable  crowding  around 
the  new  guide  boards  which  have  been  installed 
opposite  the  elevators  on  each  floor.  To  prevent 
this,  we  are  printing  a  summary  of  the  changes  made, 
together  with  a  directory  for  your  ready  reference. 

Two  departments.  Repair  and  Testing  and  Pack- 
ing, were  moved  to  new  locations  in  the  Camera 
Works.  The  6th  floor  is  now  occupied  by  the  Re- 
pair Office  from  the  8th  floor,  and  the  Stationery 
and  Records  Departments  from  tiie  9th  floor.  The 
7th  floor  lias  the  Planning  Department,  formerly  on 
13,  and  the  Patent  and  Development  Departments, 
formerly  on  the  -Ith  floor  of  tlie  "old  building." 
The  8th  floor  has  the  Service  Deijartment,  the 
Stenographic  Department  from  the  10th  floor,  and 
an  office  for  the  Eastman  Chemical  Corporation 
from  the  l-ith  floor.  The  Tabulating  Department 
kept  its  position  on  the  9th  floor  and  the  Stock 
Distril)ution  Department  was  moved  from  the  8th 
to  the  9th  floor.

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FRIENDLY  VISITORS 


THEY  tell  us  a  lot  about  how  to  keep 
well  and  fit  and  all;  about  accidents, 
and  the  art  of  being  careful — all  very 
good — but  that  disease  bug  does  come 
once  in  a  while  to  set  up  some  disorder  in 
the  human  anatomy.  And  it  isn't  every 
one  that  knows  what  A.  B.  C.  means, 
at  least  the  command  is  not  always  car- 
ried out.  You  see  it's  this  way:  ^yhen  the 
ounce  of  prevention  is  eliminated  there 
must  be  approximately  a  ])ound  of  cure 
to  take  its  place,  value  for  value.  Well,  a 
pound  of  medicine  will  help  some  but  it 
does  not  satisfy  the  injured  or  troubled 
mind — that  dread  feeling  of  distress,  those 
thoughts  of  resulting  consequences  to 
home  and  family.  The  friend's  the 
thing.  One  who  can  administer  hope  and 
joy  and  can  give  advice  when  you  are 
unable  to  help  yourself. 

That's  the  business  of  the  Visiting 
Nurse.  She  is  your  friend — let  her  help 
you. 

After  being  absent  from  work  for  five 
successive  days,  the  Visiting  Nurses  are 
notified  by  the  Employment  De])artment 
in  the  plant  of  that  fact,  and  a  call  is 
made  at  the  home  of  the  absentee.  She 
does  not  come  to  prescribe,  nor  to  remain 
on  duty  for  any  length  of  time.  She  is 
the  company's  mouthpiece  in  the  inquiry, 
"How  are  you  getting  along?"  "Can  I 
be  of  any  assistance  to  you?"  And  right 
here  lies  the  big  jjoint  of  this  story — the 
Visiting  Nurses  are  out  to  help  the  em- 
ployee. The  means  of  doing  so  are  numer- 
ous and  might  bear  mentioning  here. 

It  is  through  the  Visiting  Nurses" 
knowledge  of  your  case  that  recommenda- 
tion for  Sick  Benefit  is  made. 


When  the  occasion  arises  to  arrange  for 
a  room  at  a  hospital,  for  example,  the 
nurse  can  provide  quick  service  for  you, 
and  in  many  cases  by  proper  direction 
can  save  the  patient  considerable  time, 
money,  and  worry.  In  extreme  cases  of 
sudden,  severe  illness,  if  the  company  is 
notified,  the  nurse  will  make  a  call  as 
soon  as  the  fact  is  known. 

In  connection  with  these  calls  a  certain 
amount  of  co-operation  is  necessary  on 
the  part  of  the  employee.  If  no  one  is 
home  at  the  time  when  a  visit  is  made,  a 
slip  is  left  in  the  door  to  the  effect  that 
the  person  get  in  touch  with  the  nurse 
so  that  she  may  know  of  his  whereabouts. 
When  this  is  neglected,  there  is  no  way 
of  finding  the  person,  except  by  chance. 

Besides  these  "official  calls"  there  are 
many  other  services  performed.  In  case 
the  wife  or  any  members  of  the  family  are 
sick,  the  nurse  will  endeavor  to  help  if 
you  will  only  let  her  know  about  the 
condition.  They  have  accurate  informa- 
tion concerning  clinics  for  dental  work, 
removing  of  tonsils,  etc.  Perhaps  you 
have  some  other  worry;  something  that 
you  would  like  to  "get  off  your  mind." 
In  such  case  you  can  freely  confide  in  the 
Visiting  Nurse  and  be  assured  of  sym- 
pathy and  a  broad  understanding — and 
help.  The  nurses  are  in  their  office  from 
eight  to  ten  every  morning,  so  if  you  have 
any  difficulties  of  the  above  nature,  call 
them  by  phone  or  come  in  to  see  them. 

You  will  welcome  the  Visiting  Nurse 
when  she  calls  in  her  little  coupe,  and 
don't  forget  that  the  service  is  extended 
to  the  whole  household.

FROM  AUSTRALIA 

EVERY  once  in  a  while  some  interest- 
ing visitor  connected  with  our  organ- 
ization in  a  far  away  land  pays  us  a  visit, 
and  compels  us  to  brush  up  a  bit  on  our 
geography. 

One  of  such  recent  visitors  was  Mr.

HARROW  PAGEANT 

THE  Kodak  Ltd.  folks  were  engaged 
recently  in  a  huge  historical  pag- 
eant at  Harrow,  which  is  a  rather  small 
village  situated  on  a  hill  nearby  the 
Kodak  Ltd.  Works,  town  of  Wealdstone, 
Middlesex.  The  two  towns  are  bound 
up  with  many  old  traditions  and  further- 
more they  are  of  no  little  importance 
in  medieval  history  of  England. 

The  pageant  was  of  great  magnitude 
in  more  than  one  respect.  Over  three 
thousand  people  participated  in  some 
capacity  in  ten  separate  episodes.  The 
Kodak  factory  contributed  the  fourth 
scene  in  which  over  two  hundred  em- 
ployees took  part.  The  scope  of  historical 
representation  covered  a  period  of  twelve 
hundred  years.  Harrow,  it  is  noted,  is 
older  than  the  English  monarchy,  and  its 
life  has  been  connected  up  with  events 
of  great  national  importance  for  these 
twelve  hundred  years. 

The  pageant  gained  widespread  atten- 
tion throughout  England.  The  approxi- 
mate attendance  at  the  performances  was 
given  at  twenty-five  thousand. 

Such  histrionic  activity  shows  a  deal 
of  internal  organization  and  co-operation 
among  the  Kodak  employees  of  Weald- 
stone. They  have  made  an  enviable 
record  both  in  numbers  engaged  and  in 
dramatic  achievement. 

The  Harrow  Observer  and  Gazette  says 
of  the  pageant:  "The  Kodak  Factory, 
which  carried  out  the  whole  of  the  episode, 
is  to  be  highly  congratulated.  It  meant 
a  great  deal  of  consistent  work,  for  it 
should  be  emphasized  that  the  factory 
employees  themselves  made  the  whole  of 
the  dresses,  helmets  and  properties  of  all 
descriptions.  Their  work  was  a  standing 
example  of  having  a  job  to  do  and  doing 
it  well."

He  said,  "If  I  were  a  young  man  or  a 
young  woman  about  to  plan  my  career 
for  the  future,  I  would  first  study  myself 
carefully  in  the  effort  to  determine  the 
line  for  which  I  was  best  fitted. 

"I  would  search  out  my  weak  points, 
and  carefully  analyze  wherein  my  strength 
lay,  and  why.

THE  PRACTICAL  WAY 


IX  many  instances  the  new  employee  is 
familiar  with  the  type  of  machine  he 
has  to  operate,  and  with  the  work  to  be 
performed,  but  in  many  more  cases,  both 
the  machine  and  the  operation  are  un- 
familiar. So  unless  the  older  and  fully 
experienced  workmen  do  not  give  some 
thought  to  showing  the  new  employee  the 
safe  way  to  handle  the  job,  accidents  are 
bound  to  increase. 

Office  employees  are  of  course  not  sub- 
ject to  machine  hazards,  but  they  need 
the  protection  of  the  older  employees 
nevertheless. 

This  with  particular  reference  to  stair- 
ways and  elevators. 

Through  long  use  the  older  employees 
know  exactly  the  height  and  width  of  the 
stair  treads  and  just  where  the  stair  turns 
come,  and  so  sometimes  go  up  and  down 
faster  than  full  safety  would  warrant. 

The  older  employee  may  avoid  an  acci- 
dent in  such  cases,  but  if  he  in  the  en- 
deavor to  save  a  few  seconds  time,  goes 
too  fast  and  crowds,  or  speeds  up  a  new 
employee,  there  is  apt  to  be  an  accident — 


and  sometimes  a  serious  one  as  our  records 
show. 

If  the  older  employees  crowd  and  push 
into  the  elevators  and  indulge  in  any 
horseplay,  some  of  the  new  employees  are 
bound  to  follow  suit  with  good  chance  of 
an  accident. 

Lack  of  immediate  medical  attention  to 
seemingly  trivial  injuries,  such  as  small 
cuts  and  scratches,  very  often  results  in  a 
serious  infection;  here  again  the  older  em- 
ployee can  be  of  great  service. 

If  you  are  one  of  the  older  ones,  never 
neglect  these  small  injuries  yourself,  and 
see  to  it  that  any  of  the  new  employees 
with  whom  you  are  working  go  immedi- 
ately to  the  Medical  Department  for 
attention. 

Our  accident  cases  are  on  the  increase; 
under  increased  production  and  the  taking 
on  of  many  new  employees,  this  can  not  be 
entirely  avoided,  but  the  rate  can  be 
greatly  decreased  if  the  older  employees 
will  make  an  effort  both  by  example  and 
precept  to  put  the  new  employee  on  the 
right  track. 


T hinking-  costs  nothii^g',  i/et  creates  everythiiig- 
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THERE  is  no  mental  quality  of  j^reater 
value  in  the  molding  of  a  succes.sful 
career  than  tact. 

You  may  have  a  keen,  alert  and  at- 
tentive mind,  and  an  overwhelming  in- 
terest in  what  you  are  doing,  but  unless 
you  possess  tact  you  will  always  be 
handicapped. 

Tact  is  the  quick  or  intuitive  apprecia- 
tion of  what  is  fit,  proper  or  right;  a  fine 
or  ready  discernment  in  saying  or  doing 
the  proper  thing,  or  especially  in  avoiding 
what  would  of  end  or  disturb. 

The  tactful  person  is  ever  observant 
of  the  likes  and  dislikes  of  those  with 
whom  he  comes  in  contact.  It  is  less 
important  to  fail  in  doing  the  things  other 
people  like  than  it  is  to  do  the  things 
you  know  they  dislike. 

Very  many  people  have  certain  peculiar 
likes  and  dislikes  and  the  tactful  person  is 
always  on  the  lookout  for  these  and  gov- 
erns himself  accordingly. 

Many  a  young  man  has  marred  his 
chances  for  advancement  by  some  tactless 
blunder  and  all  the  while  serenely  uncon- 
scious that  he  was  making  a  tactical  error. 

Experience  will  teach  you  as  to  many 
of  the  things  business  men  dislike;  they 
do  not  wish  to  be  interrupted  when  read- 


ing or  signing  letters,  and  they  do  not 
like  to  be  disturbed  when  conversing  with 
some  one  else.  Others  are  particular 
about  having  .some  one  enter  their  office 
until  invited. 

Some  office  visitors  have  the  trick  of 
trying  to  place  them.selves  so  that  their 
face  is  in  the  shadow  while  the  man  at 
the  desk  has  to  face  a  strong  light;  others 
attempt  to  take  a  complete  visual  inven- 
tory of  everything  on  a  man's  desk,  and 
sometimes  cannot  refrain  from  handling 
objects  upon  it. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  determine  the 
things  pleasing  or  di.spleasing  to  the 
average  person  based  on  your  ow^n  per- 
sonal likes  and  dislikes,  but  the  truly 
tactful  person  goes  a  bit  farther  and 
includes  the  extra  particular  as  well. 


THEY  don't  make  watch  springs  out 
of  lead,  or  tin,  or  zinc,  but  out  of  steel. 

Lead,  tin  and  zinc  are  all  exceedingly 
useful  metals  in  their  w^ay  but  they  lack 
the  essentials  of  a  good  spring. 

The  watch  spring  is  the  driving  part 
of  the  mechanism  and  so  must  be  made 
of  the  metal  that  will  hold  its  temper, 
and  still  be  subject  to  the  discipline  of 
re-winding  and  perform  its  functions  un- 
der all  circumstances. 

Men  are  a  good  deal  like  metals;  all 
serve  a  purpose  but  there  is  only  one  type 
suitable  for  the  job  of  running  things. 

The  executive  type  of  man  must  be 
selected  from  good  stock,  must  be  able  to 
undergo  the  disciplining  necessary'  to 
enable  him  to  retain  his  temper  and  to 
go  ahead  with  what  he  has  to  do  under  all 
circum.stances.

WHEN  things  go  wrong,  and  you  get 
that  "Oh!  what's  the  use"  feeling, 
it  may  help  you  if  you  will  recall  to  mind 
what  an  old  laundress  used  to  remark 
when  something  went  askew^  with  her:

SCOTTISH  (iAMES  AND  TRACK  MEET  GREAT  SUCCESS 

TO  BE  MADE  AX  ANNUAL  EVENT  BY  THE  CLAN  MACXAUGHTOX  AXD  K.  P.  A.  A. 

Ideal  weather,  a  large  entry  list  composed  of  the 
pick  of  local  track  and  field  talent,  clever  dancers, 
li\ely  music  and  a  most  satisfactory  audience  com- 
bined with  tlie  cntluisiasm  of  those  in  charge  made 
the  Scottish  Games  and  Track  Meet  held  at  Edger- 
ton  Park  the  most  remarkable  affair  of  this  nature 
ever  staged  in  Rochester.  The  meet  was  held 
under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Kodak  Park  Athletic 
Association  and  the  Clan  MacXaughton,  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  members  of  both  organizations 
working  to  make  it  a  success. 

The  attendance  was  the  most  gratifying  point  of 
the  whole  affair.  It  was  expected  tiiat  for  the  first 
year  it  would  be  small  but  the  crowd,  which  con- 
tinued to  pour  into  tlie  stands  from  early  afternoon 
until  the  sports  were  well  under  way,  was  far  in 
excess  of  the  conservative  estimate  advanced.  The 
first  thrill  of  the  afternoon  came  with  the  entrance 
of  the  Johnston  Memorial  Pipe  Band  which  marched 
through  the  west  gate  and  around  the  field  to  the 
strains  of  an  oUl  Scottish  battle  march.  They  were 
followed  by  the  officials  of  the  meet  and  tlie  athletes. 
Among  the  former  were  Clarence  D.  VanZandt, 
Mayor  of  Rochester;  William  F.  Love,  District 
Attorney;  AYilliam  S.  Riley,  Commissioner  of  Parks; 
James  H.  Haste,  Manager  of  Kodak  Park  Works; 
Charles  E.  Bostwick.  Harry  Tozier  and  many  other 
prominent  citizens  of  Rochester.  Immediately  after 
this  ceremony  the  sports  program  was  launched. 

The  track  and  field  events  numbered  thirteen, 
several  of  them  being  run  off  in  heats,  due  to  the 
number  of  entries.  The  feature  number  of  the  day 
in  this  division  was  the  100-yard  dash  for  the  city 
championship.  William  "Jack"  Dunn,  former  U.  of 
R.  track  captain  and  Kotlak  Park  star,  running 
under  the  colors  of  the  Rochester  Atliletic  Club,  won 
this  race  and  the  first  leg  on  the  Charles  E.  Bostwick 
cup. 

"Ernie"  Warnock,  the  pride  of  Kodak  Park, 
starred  for  the  blue  and  white.  "Ernie"  without  ex- 
tending himself  defended  his  title  of  chamf)ion 
liigh  jumper  of  the  city,  winning  this  event 
against  several  good  men. 

In  the  girls'  relay  race  the  team  representing  tlie 
Hawk-Eye  Works  nosed  out  the  Kodak  Park  lassies 
for  the  Industrial  title,  and  in  the  only  otlier  Indus- 
trial event,  the  Tug-of-War,  tiie  Park  lost  to  "Bill" 
Kunz's  "Balco"  heavyweights  after  a  strenuous 
struggle.  Incidentally,  their  victory  carried  with 
it  a  large  silver  tro[)hy  offered  for  this  contest,  which 
will  repose  in  tlie  Bausi-h  &  Lomb  Assembly  Hall 
until  next  year,  wiien  they  will  be  called  upon  to 
defend  it.

WHO'S  WHO  IX  PICTURES 

William  Flanders  was  originally  a  Canadian,  and 
we  will  make  a  guess  that  in  his  boyhood  days, 
instead  of  playing  with  toy  trains,  he  made  belts 
and  probably  licked  the  gang  with  'em  too!  Before 
he  came  to  the  Camera  Works,  he  was  employed 
with  the  largest  belt-makers  in  the  western  part 
of  New  York,  part  of  his  duties  being  to  go  from 
]3lace  to  place  repairing  belts  in  machine  shops  and 
industries. 

If  there  is  one  thing  more  than  another  we  know 
very  little  about,  it  is  belts,  so  we  asked  ''Bill"  to 
enlighten  us.  We  discovered  that  it's  really  up  to 
Mother  Nature  to  make  the  finest.  The  strength 
of  a  belt  is  determined  by  closeness  of  the  "fibre," 
that  is,  the  toughness  of  the  "grain."  This  in  turn, 
is  governed  by  the  breed  of  cattle,  the  food  used, 
the  water,  the  climate,  the  age  of  the  animal,  and 
the  time  of  the  year  the  hide  is  removed  from  the 
carcass.  Hides  from  healthy  steers  are  most 
desirable  for  belt  material,  although  pigskin,  canvas 
and  rubber  are  sometimes  used  as  substitutes. 
Domestic  hides  are  far  preferable  to  foreign  ones, 
inasmuch  as  long  haulage  dries  out  the  hide.  The 
shorter  the  period  of  time  from  the  hoof  to  the  vats, 
the  better  the  hides  cure,  and  the  better  the  finished 
product  proves. 

We  tried  to  form  some  idea  as  to  how  much  belting 
was  installed  in  the  Camera  Works,  but,  after  look- 
ing over  the  Tool  Room  and  the  Screw  Machine 
Departments,  we  gave  it  up  as  too  long  a  job.

DO  THE  FOLKS  KNOW  THIS/ 

What  would  happen  if  tlie  folks  at  home  hati  a 
serious  calamity  that  necessitated  you  being  called 
from  work?  Do  they  know  your  foreman's  name, 
or  the  department  where  you  work.^ 

The  telephone  operators  are  very  busy  people. 
Thousands  of  "inside"  and  "outside"  calls  go 
through  the  exchange  each  day.  Of  course  the 
operators  know  the  employees  who  have  phones, 
but  we  can't  expect  tliem  to  know  wlio  the  people 


are,  and  where  they  work,  if  they  are  not  on  the 
factory  telephone  list. 

Suppose,  for  example,  a  telephone  call  comes  in 
that  ''James  Jones  is  wanted  at  once,  his  wife  is 
very  sick."  The  telephone  operator  having  no 
idea  where  James  Jones  works  (^or  there  may  be 
two  or  tliree  peojjle  of  tliat  name  working  here) 
calls  the  Employment  Office  for  location  or  depart- 
ment. All  this  takes  time,  and  minutes  may  count 
tremendously  in  serious  emergencies. 

Tell  your  folks  the  department  or  the  foreman's 
name  where  you  are  located,  or  better  still,  write 
it  on  a  card,  and  put  it  in  a  prominent  place  where 
they  can  easily  get  it.

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THE  CINE-KODAK 

OUR  NEWEST  BABY 

We  believe  that  it  will  be  of  considerable  interest 
to  the  people  of  our  own  plant,  as  well  as  to  our 
cousins  across  the  river  to  know  that  Hawk-Eyc 
has  added  another  item  to  its  list  of  precision  prod- 
ucts. This  latest  addition  is  an  amateur  motion 
picture  outfit.  The  camera  and  projector  are 
known  as  the  Cine-Kodak  and  the  Kodascope. 

The  Cine-Kodak  and  Kodascope  have  been  in 
the  process  of  development  for  several  years.  It 
was  only  recently,  however,  that  the  final  models 
were  approved,  and  the  necessary  steps  taken  to 
produce  the  outfits  in  quantity.  All  of  the  resources 
of  our  Research  Laboratory,  Development,  Engi- 
neering, and  Mechanical  Departments  were  jiressed 
into  service  so  as  to  insure  the  success  of  the 
undertaking. 

In  the  same  manner  that  the  hand  Kodak  served 
the  amateur  in  the  past,  .so  will  the  Cine-Kodak 
serve  him  in  the  future,  but  in  place  of  the  familiar 
still  pictures,  he  will  be  able  to  obtain  living  repro- 
ductions of  family  and  friends,  and  of  his  travels  and 
adventures.  The  Cine-Kodak  has  capacity  for  one 
hundred  feet  of  daylight-loading  film;  smaller 
spools  containing  50-foot  lengths  of  film  can  also  be 
used.  The  specially  designed/.  ,'3.5  Kodak  Anastig- 
nial  lens  with  which  it  is  equipped,  is  also  made  at 
our  plant.  By  means  of  this  lens  it  will  be  possible 
for  the  amateur  to  obtain  motion  pictures  of  the 
finest  quality  to  project  with  his  Kodascope. 

The  Kodascope,  as  the  projector  is  called,  weighs 
•■20  pounds,  and  will  accommodate  four  hundred 
feet  of  film  16  millimeters  wide.  This  is  the  equiva- 
lent of  one  thou.sand  feet  of  standard  motion  picture 


film  35  millimeters  wide  lasting  approximately  1(> 
minutes  on  the  screen.  It  is  equipped  with  a  lens 
liaving  a  focal  length  of  50  millimeters  capable  of 
projecting  a  picture  .SO  inches  by  40  inches  upon  a 
screen  18  feet  distant. 

To  follow  step  by  step  the  manufacture  of  the 
Cine-Kodak  and  Kodascope  from  start  to  finish  is 
most  interesting.  The  mechanisms  which  consist 
of  smoothly  running  cams,  gears  and  pinions,  which 
in  spite  of  the  chronometer-like  accuracy  of  manu- 
facture and  adjustment  are  sufficiently  sturdy  to 
insure  a  long  and  useful  life  to  both  the  Cine-Kodak 
and  Kodascope.  Each  part  is  individually  sub- 
jected to  a  rigid  inspection  before  it  is  passed  on  to 
the  assemblers.  Such  careful  inspection  is  neces- 
sary because  the  relation  between  the  optical  system 
and  the  mechanical  parts  must  be  perfect. 

The  finished  outfits  are  again  put  through  a  final 
test  before  they  leave  the  factory.  In  this  test 
actual  motion  pictures  are  taken  with  each  Cine- 
Kodak  and  a  reel  of  film  is  projected  with  each 
Kodascope.  This  is  done  in  order  to  determine 
whether  the  definition  of  the  lens  in  each  outfit  is 
satisfactory,  and  to  make  certain  that  the  respective 
mechanisms  have  been  properly  assembled.

With  the  largest  list  of  entries  in  the 
history  of  Kodak  golfing,  the  annual 
handicap  tournament  held  at  Genesee 
Valley  Park  on  September  8  goes  on 
record  as  a  blazing  success.

His  low  gross  of  78,  made 
under  adverse  conditions  which  affected 
nearly  every  one  else,  shows  his  great 
steadiness  and  consistency.  George  Willis, 
leading  .star  of  Kodak  Park,  finished  up 
with  an  82  for  second  ])lace,  which  is  very 
good  golf.  Al  Meyn,  also  from  the  Park, 
turned  in  a  card  of  88,  getting  third  low 
gross. 

Playing  in  just  one  under  a  hundred, 
M.  B.  Hodgson,  of  the  new  golfing  ele- 
ment, surprised  the  crowd  by  taking  first 
low  net  prize.     His  99,  which  was  a  bit 


under  his  loug-time  average,  when  let 
down  by  a  30  handicap  gave  him  a  lead 
by  one  stroke  over  the  70's  made  by 
"Johnnie"  Jones,  of  Kodak  Park,  and 
George  Henry,  of  Camera  Works.  Percy 
Gunn,  Kodak  Park,  tied  with  Al  Meyn 
of  the  Park  for  fourth  low  net,  each  hang- 
ing up  a  7L  Meyn,  however,  scored  an 
88  which  branded  him  as  third  low  gross. 
Freeman  C.  Allen,  Don  McMasters  and 
D.  A.  Burrell  tied  for  fifth  place,  all 
turning  in  a  net  of  73. 

"Johnnie"  Jones  and  Ralph  Boss  of 
the  Park  were  the  only  two  ])layers  to 
score  a  birdie.  According  to  regulations 
imposed  Boss  was  awarded  the  prize,  a 
golf  club  presented  by  A.  G.  Spalding 
and  Brothers,  on  account  of  having  more 
par  holes  to  his  credit  than  did  Jones. 

A  special  trophy,  donated  by  Sj^encer 
Hord,  sportsman  and  editor,  was  awarded 
to  J.  C.  Schultz  for  having  negotiated 
the  course  in  more  strokes  than  anyone 
else. 

Kodak  Park  headed  the  list  both  in 
number  of  entries  and  prizes  won.  The 
Office  rated  second  in  the  same  capacities.

YOU  glance  through  a  copy  of  the 
Kodak  Magazitie.  or  some  one  of  our 
catalogues,  and  frequently  see  our  adver- 
tisements in  the  magazines,  and  so  may 
liave  wondered  just  how  and  where  the 
illustrations  for  them  were  produced. 

As  our  enormous  business  concerns 
photography  almost  exclusively,  and  as 
pictures  tell  the  story  quicker  and  far 
better  than  words,  it  is  but  natural  that 
we  use  photographs  almost  exclusively 
in  all  our  advertising  matter,  and  other 
company  publications. 

With  the  exception  of  illustrations  for 
our  advertisements  in  newspai)ers  and 
other  publications  which  do  not  use  a 
fine  surfaced  paper,  and  where  diagrams 
or  charts  are  u.sed,  all  our  illustrations 
are  reproduced  from  photographs  by 
what  is  known  as  the  half-tone  process. 

The  method  of  reproducing  drawings 
and  diagrams  is  in  a  way  similar,  as 
will  be  explained  later,  and  all  these  are 
made  in  our  own  Engraving  Department. 

The  natural  expansion  of  the  chemical 
part  of  our  industry  led  to  a  demand  for 
chemicals  of  our  well-known  high  quality 
for  })hoto-engravers'  use. 

To  maintain  this  quality  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  we  know  ju.st  how 
our  chemicals  and  chemical  preparations 
perform  in  actual  use,  so  our  Photo- 
Engraving  Dej)artment  was  established 
with  a  two-fold  ])urpose  in  view. 

Primarily  this  department  exi.sts  as  a 
practical  testing  laboratory  for  the  photo 
engraving  products  we  make,  and  we 
could  find  no  better  test  than  in  the 
making  of  our  own  photo-engravings 
which  we  use  so  extensively. 

If  you  will  examine  one  of  the  engrav- 
ings in  this  issue  mider  a  reading  glass 
you    will   .see   that    it    is   made    up   of   a 


number  of  very  small  dots  of  varying 
size,  and  it  is  printed  from  what  is  known 
as  a  half-tone  plate. 

You  would  find  one  of  these  half-tone 
plates  of  decided  interest,  because  while 
the  picture  is  plainly  visible  you  could 
run  your  hand  over  it  and  scarcely 
detect  any  irregularities  on  its  surface, 
yet  it  is  capable  of  producing  in  the 
hands  of  a  skillful  printer  an  almost 
unlimited  number   of   good    impressions. 

Now  why  is  it  called  the  half-tone 
process  and  how  are  the  plates  produced? 

The  half-tone  process  is  so  called 
because  it  shows  the  middle  tones  of  the 
picture;  it  consists  not  only  of  solid 
black  and  white,  but  also  apparently 
contains  various  shades  of  gray.  Natur- 
ally as  there  is  only  white  paper  and 
black  ink  of  one  even  thickness,  any 
effect  of  tone  must  be  an  illusion.  The 
illusion  is  due  to  two  things,  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  ink  in  relation  to  the  paper, 
and  to  the  limitations  of  human  eyesight. 

As  we  said  before,  if  you  will  examine 
one  of  the  half-tone  illustrations,  you 
will  see  that  it  is  composed  of  tiny  dots 
all  of  the  same  color  but  of  difterent  sizes. 

The  dots  are  so  small  (there  are  '■2'-2.. 300 
to  the  square  inch  in  our  illustrations) 
that  the  naked  eye  cannot  distinguish 
them  separately.  Con.sequently,  if  there 
are  areas  where  the  dots  are  separated  by 
the  white  of  the  paper  the  effect  will  be 
neither  black  nor  white,  but  gray,  and 
the  gray  will  be  light  gray  where  the 
dots  are  small,  and  dark  gray  where  the 
dots  are  large. 

The  camera  employed  is  the  same  in 
principle  as  any  other  camera,  except  that 
the  picture  to  be  reproduced  is  photo- 
graphed through  what  is  called  a  line 
screen.     This     screen     consists     of     two 
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COATING  A  COLLODION  PLATE 

sheets  of  fine  glass,  on  which  for  making 
half-tones  such  as  are  used  in  the  Kodak- 
Magazine,  are  ruled  150  black  lines  to  the 
inch.  These  are  placed  together,  one 
set  of  lines  running  one  way  and  the 
other  set  crossing  them  so  that  together 
they  form  a  cross-lined  screen. 

This  screen  is  placed  in  front  of  the 
sensitive  plate  at  a  distance  so  that  when 
the  camera  is  in  focus  the  light  from  the 
darkest  parts  of  the  original  will  give  a 
very  minute  dot,  while  the  light  from  the 
brightest  high-light  will  spread  so  that 
the  separate  dots  just  overlap. 

The  wet  plate  collodion  process  is 
usually  employed  for  making  the  nega- 
tive, but  dry  plates  or  film  could  be  used 
just  as  well,  and  have  to  be  used  now  for 
special  purposes. 

The  next  process  is  to  place  the  com- 
pleted negative  in  contact  with  a  sheet  of 
highly  polished  copper  in  the  printing 
frame.  The  copper  has  been  previously 
covered  with  a  chemical  solution  which 
after  exposure  renders  all  portions  of  the 
negative  exposed  to  the  light  insoluble  in 
cold  water. 

The  exposure  is  made  by  arc  lamps 
instead  of  daylight  so  as  to  provide  both  a 
powerful  and  uniform  illumination. 

After  exposure  the  copper  })late  is 
bathed  in  cold  water  so  as  to  dissolve  out

all  portions  of  the  sensitive  coating  not 
affected  by  the  light. 

The  next  process  is  to  treat  the  copper 
plate  with  an  acid-resisting  varnish,  and 
then  it  is  heated  over  a  gas  plate  or  in  an 
electric  oven  to  harden. 

After  this  the  plate  is  j)laced  in  a  l)ath 
of  perchloride  of  iron  which  eats  away 
the  bare  copper  in  little  pits  which  cor- 
respond to  the  amount  of  light  admitted 
through  the  negative. 

For  some  sjiccial  purjjoses  further 
treatment  of  the  plates  is  necessary,  but 
in  ordinary  cases  the  copper  plate  is  now 
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TOOLIN(;  A  PLATE 

trimmed  to  size  and  all  waste  metal 
removed.  After  this  the  plate  is  mounted 
on  a  block 'of  wood  so  as  to  make  it 
"type  high"  and  then  the  half-tone  is 
ready  for  the  printer. 

The  process  of  making  plates  from  line 
drawings  such  as  the  department  head- 
ings in  this  magazine,  cartoons  and  charts, 
is  very  similar  to  that  employed  for  mak- 
ing "half-tones"  except  no  ruled  screen 
is  interposed  between  the  drawing  and  the 
negative  during  exposure,  because  there 
are  no  half-tones  in  the  copy. 

Engraving  plates  by  this  process  are 


usually  made  on  zinc  instead  of  copper 
because  it  is  less  expensive  and  serves  the 
I)urpose  equally  well. 

With  the  great  quantity  and  wide 
variety  of  illustrations  necessary  for 
illustrating  our  manuals,  booklets,  and 
other  advertising  matter,  to  say  nothing 
of  those  used  in  the  Kodak  Mcujazhie,  you 
can  see  that  our  Engraving  Department 
has  ample  material  for  its  testing  pur- 
l)oses,  and  incidentally  is  able  to  effect 
a  material  economy  in  the  cost  of  the 
work  to  us. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  only  the 
highest  quality  of  work  is  turned  out  by 
our  Engraving  Department,  and  in  sup- 
port of  this  we  have  received  many  com- 
mendatory remarks  on  the  quality  of  the 
illustrations  used   in  our  publications. 


"ROUTING."  OR  CUTTING  AWAY  THE

OLD  MAN  SMITH

Before 
returning  the  book  he  would  go  over  it 
several  times  in  order  to  absorb  all  the 
facts. 

Now  we  can't  all  be  Lincolns,  but  it  is 
])ossible  in  this  day  and  age  to  be  well- 
read  without  ha\'ing  to  walk  for  miles  to 
get  hold  of  the  right  sort  of  reading 
matter. 

Reading  good  books  increases  knowl- 
edge. Increased  knowledge  increases  earn- 
ing power;  it  tends  to  give  us  a  better 
perspective  of  life;  and  it  satisfies  one  of 
the  peculiar  characteristics  of  the  mind — 
curiosity. 

Those  are  the  prime  reasons  why  the 
Eastman  Kodak  Company  has  on  its 
shelves,  distributed  in  four  plants,  nearly 
10,000  volumes  of  all  descriptions  of 
reading  matter.  And  that's  not  all — there 
are  subscriptions  for  practically  every 
useful  magazine  in  existence. 

Kodak   Park   has   a    technical    librarv 


situated  on  the  ground  floor  of  Building 
3,  in  which  may  be  found  8, .500  volumes 
and  '-200  periodicals.  This  collection  is 
claimed  to  be  the  most  complete  photo- 
graphic library  in  existence.  Besides  the 
works  on  photography  there  are  scientific 
books  on  chemistry,  physics,  optics  and 
other  subjects  kindred  to  jjhotography. 

The  library  co-operates  with  the  LTni- 
versity  of  Rochester,  The  Bausch  &  Lomb 
Optical  Company,  Taylor  Instrument 
Company  and  many  other  local  indus- 
trial plants  in  the  loaning  of  magazines 
and  books  when  needed. 

At  the  State  Street  Offices,  on  the  13th 
floor,  a  business  library  is  maintained  for 
the  use  of  the  whole  office  force.  Among 
its  400  volumes  are  books  on  Advertising, 
Selling,  Personnel  Administration,  Export 
Trade,  Travel,  Economics,  Statistics, 
Accounting,  Tarifl^  and  Business 
Arithmetic. 

The  works  on  Accounting  are  the  most 
complete  to  be  found  anywhere. 

A  recent  addition  to  the  library  is  a 
set  of  new  encyclopedias.  There  are  also 
over  3,000  pamphlets  on  various  phases  of 
business,  and  47  services,  including  Fed- 
eral   Reserve    and    government    publica-

tions,  are  maintained.  The  average  circn- 
lation  per  day  for  19'-2'-2  was  93.08.  So  far 
this  year  the  average  is  140  per  day. 
Getting  better! 

The  Camera  Works  has  an  extension 
of  the  Rochester  Pubhc  Library.  It  has 
from  four  to  six  hundred  vohimes  of  fiction 
on  hand  which  are  changed  from  time  to 
time.  Also,  about  twenty-five  technical 
magazines  are  subscriljed  for  and  placed 
in  the  library,  located  in  a  corner  of  the 
cafeteria  for  use  of  employees.  The  libra- 
rian is  on  duty  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays  from  1^2  :.30  to  1 :00  o'clock.  ^ 


Hawk-Eye  workers  have  '2.50  books  of 
fiction  and  science  and  a  thirty- volume 
set  of  Encyclopedia  Britannica. 

It  has  been  gratifying  to  those  in 
charge  that  the  circulation  in  all  the 
branches  has  been  on  the  increase.  For 
those  employees  who  have  not  partaken, 
an  opportunity  to  brush  up  on  your  line 
of  work,  and  to  improve  your  status  is 
not  to  be  sniffed  at.  It's  too  good  to 
pass  up.

WHY  SHOULD  YOU  EAT  BREAKFAST 


T 


O  maintain  or  capture  good  health 


eating.  One  of  these  is  to  have  three 
meals  a  day,  and  have  those  regularly — 
morning,  noon  and  night  seem  to  be  the 
natural  times  for  these.  This  program 
gives  the  muscles  of  the  intestinal  tract  a 
needed  rest  of  an  hour  or  more  both  in  the 
morning  and  afternoon,  and  a  real  rest  of 
o  or  6  hours  during  the  night. 

Many  times  we  think  that  the  stomach 
(by  which  we  infer  the  whole  intestinal 
machinery)  can  work  all  day  and  most 
of  the  night  and  never  grow  tired.  That 
is  a  wrong  notion,  for  the  muscles  of  this 
part  of  the  body  get  over-tired  as  other 
muscles  do  if  over-worked,  often  refusing 
to  do  their  work.  If  they  lialked  more 
often  at  the  time  they  were  abused  we 
would  treat  them  with  greater  respect. 

Nature  gives  us  credit  for  having  more 
sense  than  we  sometimes  seem  to  possess. 
She  hopes  that  we  shall  learn  how  to  act 
and  gives  us  many  chances  but  if  we  give 
no  attention  ur  suffer  the  consequences. 

To  eat  a  right  breakfast  is  one  of  the 
fundamental  lessons  to  learn.  To  have 
simple,  wholesome,  nourishing,  warm  food 
before  you  leave  home  in  the  morning 
prejiares  you  for  your  day's  work.  To  go 
to  your  work  on  an  empty  stomach  means 
that  you  will  not  meet  its  demands  so 
easily,  efficiently,  nor  so  cheerfully  as  if 
fortified  by  an  adetjuate  breakfast.  We 
all  need  to  eat  a  proper  morning  meal. 

Do  you  ask  what  is  the  right  kind  of 
breakfast  to  eat?  Your  work  determines 
the  amount — and  to  an  extent  the  kind 
you  should  eat.  A  man  or  woman  who 
works  indoors  at  a  sitting  job  (it  may  be 
before  a  desk  or  it  may  be  l)efore  a  ma- 
chine, it  makes  no  difference)  moving  the 
muscles  of  the  hands  and  arms  principally 
needs  a  smaller  breakfast  than  the  man 
who  is  carrying  and  using  many  muscles 
in  his  body.  The  more  muscles  used  the 
more  fuel  (food)  you  should  give  your 
body.  For  a  man  (or  woman)  to  start  to 
work   in   the   morning  without   properly 


'\stoking  up"  is  criminal.  He  is  robbing 
his  own  body  of  something  very  j)recious 
— the  reserve  that  he  should  be  accumulat- 
ing and  conserving,  instead  of  using. 

Have  your  breakfast  simple,  one  that 
will  not  overtax  your  digestive  tract. 
Chew — don't  "bolt"  your  food.

YOUR  CHILDREN'S  MINDS 

DIRECTING  THEM  IN  THE  RIGHT  CHANNELS  THROUGH  GOOD  BOOKS 


EVERY  one  of  us  who  have  children 
hope  for  them  a  greater  measure  of 
success  and  happiness  than  we  ourselves 
have  attained. 

We  are  alert  to  see  that  their  thoughts 
are  directed  in  the  right  way;  to  see  that 
both  their  physical  and  mental  welfare  is 
])roperly  looked  after,  yet  many  of  us 
have  been,  or  are  still,  overlooking  the 
(luality  of  the  reading  matter  supplied 
them. 

The  average  child  is  a  great  reader, 
eagerly  devouring  almost  every  book  he 
can  get  his  hands  on,  and  unless  these  are 
carefully  selected  for  him,  his  ideas  are 
quite  apt  to  become  permanently 
distorted. 

Permit  us  to  briefly  quote  from  an 
article  by  a  children's  librarian  in  the 
Library  Journal: 

"Just  so  surely  as  America  neglects  to 
fill  her  children's  minds  with  good  ideas, 
just  so  surely  will  those  children,  a  few 
years  hence,  be  swayed  by  every  shriek- 
ing demagogue  and  yellow  journal  work- 
ing to  undermine  our  country." 

Speaking  of  the  right  sort  of  books  for 
children  to  read,  she  remarks: 

"Through  the  promiscuous  reading  of 
adult  novels,  he  will  never  know  the 
many  fine  and  wholesome  juvenile  books 
at  his  command,  and  he  is  becoming  old 
before  his  time   in  filliny;  his   mind  with 


plots  and  problems  which  he  cannot 
understand. 

"It  is  not  enough  to  give  a  child  a  book 
w^hich  we  may  consider  harmless.  We 
must  know  that  it  is  wholesome  and  has 
something  very  positive  to  recommend  it, 
for  there  are  too  many  juvenile  books 
which  appear  to  be  good  and  often  are 
written  by  authors  of  good  reputation, 
while  they  are  simply  adding  to  the 
menace  of  books  without  character  or 
ideals  which  continue  to  flood  the  book 
market." 

Here  is  another  thing  which  may  not 
have  occurred  to  you:  You  may  have  a 
ninnber  of  books  of  ju.st  the  sort  you  want 
yoiu"  children  to  read,  but  if  they  are  too 
ex])ensively  bound  or  too  elaborate  the 
children  will  be  afraid  to  handle  them, 
and  this  also  holds  good  of  books  with  an 
absolutely  unattractive  cover. 

If  you  are  interested  in  the  right  sort 
of  l)ooks  for  your  boys  and  girls,  you 
may  obtain  from  almost  any  bookstore 
in  the  city  without  charge  a  booklet 
entitled  the  "liookshclf  for  Bovs  and 
(;irls."

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WHO  IS  RESPONSIBLE? 


FOLLOWING  the  feeling  of  regret 
after  an  aceident  invarial)ly  there 
comes  the  thought,  could  the  accident 
have  been  prevented,  and  if  so  who  was 
responsible? 

In  very  many  cases  carelessness  or 
disobedience  is  the  cause  and  the  injured 
party  is  held  as  the  one  at  fault.  In  all 
other  phases  of  business  life  there  is  a 
dual  responsibility  between  the  worker 
and  his  superiors,  and  there  seems  to  be 
no  reason  why  this  should  not  embrace 
accident  prevention  as  well.  This  being 
the  case  the  responsibility  for  an  accident 
must  be  divided  between  the  injured 
employee  and  his  foreman. 

Every  foreman  knows  that  an  accident 
in  his  department  retards  production  just 
as  certainly  as  one  of  his  machines  break- 
ing down.  The  live  and  efficient  foreman 
will  constantly  watch  for  and  attempt  to 
prevent  a  break  in  the  human  element  of 
his  department  with  even  greater  interest 
than   he   does   with    his   machines.     The 


former  means  both  suffering  and  delay, 
the  latter  delay  only. 

Proper  supervision  will  do  more  to 
reduce  accidents  than  anything  else. 
Being  careful  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
rules  in  all  of  our  plants.  It  is  the  duty 
of  all  superintendents  and  foremen  to 
see  that  all  rules  are  obeyed,  and  to 
check  all  infractions  at  the  .start. 

The  moment  that  a  foreman  permits 
any  infringement,  or  any  lax  ob.servance 
of  a  rule  he  has  lost  control  of  his  depart- 
ment. It  does  not  follow  that  the  man 
in  a  supervisory  capacity  must  be  unduly 
severe  or  render  himself  unpopular.  On 
the  contrary,  you  will  find  that  the  l)est 
superintendents  and  foremen  are  popular 
with  their  men,  and  are  real  leaders  be- 
cause of  their  personality.  Such  a  man 
welds  his  dei)artment  into  a  harmonious 
industrial  family,  and  because  he  com- 
mands respect  both  for  himself,  and  for 
the  rules  under  which  the  department  is 
conducted,  avoidance  and  prevention  of 
accidents  automatically  follows. 


ADOPTING  AN  ORPHAN 


A  RECENT  issue  of  the  Rocheder 
Herald  contained  a  heart-stirring 
story  of  an  orphan.  This  same  "orphan" 
being  a  "1919  touring  car  with  starter, 
generator,  extra  shoe  and  tube,  and  only 
$150.00,"  according  to  the  advertisement. 
"Uncle  Ed,"  who  tells  the  story,  bit, 
and  adopted  the  orphan.  This  orphan 
developed  a  most  inconvenient  habit  of 
dying  by  the  roadside  practically  every 
time  it  was  taken  from  the  garage,  and 
usually  at  the  maximum  distance  from 
home  or  a  car  line.  "Uncle  Ed"  summed 
up  his  experience  as  follows:  $150.00  for 
the  orphan  bargain;  $70.00  for  a  new 
engine;   $35.00  for  tightening  up  bearings 


and  grinding  valves;  $20.00  for  re-boring 
cylinders,  and  putting  in  over-sized 
pistons;  new  coil  for  generator,  $'25.00; 
$10.75  for  two  new  points  for  timer,  and 
$30.00  for  new  tires  to  replace  two  that 
blew  up. 

"Ed"  had  six  rides  and  walked  home 
three  times.  On  his  last  ride  the  orphan 
died  half  way  to  Sodus  Point  and  "E^d" 
walked  six  miles  to  a  car  line,  and  then 
had  to  pay  fifteen  dollars  to  have  the 
"orphan"  towed  in.  "Uncle  Ed"  says 
that  the  next  time  he  invests  in  a  car  he 
will  pass  up  the  orphans,  stick  in  a  little 
more  money  and  buy  a  new  standard  car. 


When  "'fomorroir"  becomes  '^todajj"  are  you  ready  for  it? 
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PLAN  YOUR  IDEA  FIRST 


WE  frequently  have  suggestions  pre- 
sented for  consideration,  particu- 
larly those  relating  to  a  simplification  of 
method  or  imjirovement  of  product 
which  have  not  been  fully  worked  out. 

Again,  some  one  has  an  idea  and  talks 
it  over  with  a  number  of  other  people, 
and  perhaps  a  month  or  so  later  presents 
it  in  the  form  of  a  suggestion  only  to  find 
a  similar  suggestion  in  ahead  of  his. 

If  you  know  your  suggestion  is  a  good 
one,  and  want  to  have  it  put  in  operation 
speedily,  work  it  out  to  the  last  possible 
detail  before  presenting  it  and  describe 
your  idea  fully. 

If  you  do  not  feel  competent  to  put 
your  idea  clearly  in  writing,  take  it  to 
the  Secretary  of  your  Suggestion  Com- 
mittee and  he  will  l)e  very  glad  to  help 
you  put  it  in  shape,  or  if  it  is  of  a  technical 
nature,  he  will  direct  you  to  someone 
who  will  assist  you. 

Quite  possibly  the  author  of  the  follow- 
ing in  the  Texaco  Star  did  not  have  sugges- 
tions in  mind,  but  what  he  has  to  say  fits 
the  case  admirably: 

"One  way  to  ruin  a  good  idea  is  to 
tell  others  all  about  it  before  you  have 
put  it  into  some  definite  form.  Many 
sound  and  practical  ideas  are  dashed 
to  the  winds  by  their  originators  be- 
cause they  disclose  the  naked  plan 
before  it  has  been  put  into  writing  or 
worked  into  even  a  rough  form. 

"The  reason  for  this  is  ])sycholog- 
ical.  A  man  thinks  out  an  idea;  it  is 
worthy  and  workable.  But  before  he 
puts   the   proposition    in   black   and 


white,  before  he  has  it  planned  in  its 
different  angles,  he  goes  to  his  super- 
ior's office  and  tells  him  all  about  it. 
What  has  happened?  The  thrill  has 
passed,  the  secret  is  out;  the  plan  has 
been  divulged  before  any  real  work 
has  been  done  upon  it.  Even  if  the 
idea  is  adopted  the  originator  has  lost 
the  pressure  and  enthusiasm  which 
accompanies  an  undisclosed  idea.  He 
returns  to  his  desk  to  work  out  de- 
tails that  should  have  been  planned 
before  his  visit  to  his  superior,  and 
consequently  he  works  without  that 
expectancy  that  would  have  been  his 
before  the  disclosure. 

"Reverse  the  picture.  The  same 
man,  before  he  presents  the  idea  to 
his  superior,  works  the  plan  out.  He 
has  thought  of  it  in  its  different 
angles,  the  figures  and  data  have  been 
prepared.  He  presents  the  idea  in 
outline;  he  is  prepared  to  discuss  it, 
and  has  his  principles  all  set  to  refute 
objections.  If  his  plan  is  adopted  a 
great  part  of  the  labor  incident  to  it 
has  already  been  done.  The  need  for 
the  expectant  thrill  at  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  idea  has  gone,  and  in  its 
stead  is  the  enthusiasm  for  quick 
execution. 

"If  you  want  to  destroy  your  good 
ideas,  disclose  them  before  you  have 
elaborated  definite  plans.  If  you 
want  to  foster  them  and  see  them 
adopted,  work  out  the  facts;  keep 
your  secret  until  you  have  the  pre- 
liminary outline,  and  then  make 
your  presentation." 


//  you  were  to  ask  me  to  point  the  nearest  way  to  permanent  suc- 
cess for  a  young  man,  this  ivould  he  my  reply:  First,  learn  to  do 
the  smallest  thing  in  your  business,  then  work  to  get  yourself  in 

position  to  hare  some  one  do  it  for  you The  Silent  Partner. 
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WE  ga.sp  when  we  learn  the  amount 
of  the  gate  receipts  for  pugiUstic 
champion.ship  battles,  one  hundred  thous- 
and dollars  being  an  exceedingly  low 
figure. 

The  average  fight  fan  goes  to  see  a 
boxing  match  because  he  hopes  to  get  a 
thrill. 

Something  inherent  in  most  of  us 
delights  in  seeing  a  contest  of  physical 
skill,  and  especially  so  when  brains  are 
mixed  with  brawn. 

But  few  of  us  can  hope  to  attain  any 
championship  honors  physically  but  the 
field  is  vastly  wide  for  mental  ability, 
and  so  perhaps  we  can  after  all  profit  from 
this  standpoint  from  the  annals  of  the 
prize  ring. 

Listen  to  this  by  W.  O.  McGeehan  in 
the  Xeir  Vork  Herald: 

"On  the  night  before  the  fight,  Firpo 
was  trying  to  learn  to  count  ten  in  Eng- 
lish. Finally  he  succeeded  in  counting 
up  to  seven.  After  that,  he  was  told, 
comes  eight,  then  nine,  then . 

"  'Never  mind  what  comes  after  that,' 
said  Firpo.  'If  they  have  counted  to 
nine  and  1  do  not  comprehend  l)y  the 
time  I  have  asked  the  referee  what  he 
has  counted,  it  will  be  all  over.' 

"One  gathers  from  this  that  Firpo 
expected  to  be  knocked  down  more  than 


once.  Also  one  gathers  from  his  conduct 
in  the  ring  that  he  expected  to  (/et  up  every 
time  he  was  knocked  down.  He  did  and 
he  came  up  like  a  fighter. 

"At  Toledo  W'hen  the  huge  Willard  was 
felled,  he  came  up  bewildered,  reeling 
around  the  ring  and  trying  to  do  nothing 
but  cover  up. 

"Every  time  Firpo  dragged  himself 
from  the  canvas  he  came  up  fighting  and 
dashing  at  Dempsey,  not  blindly  but 
accurately  and  eft'ectively. 

"He  can  'take  it,'  as  they  say,  this 
Senor  Firpo." 

We  all  know-  that  sometime,  or  times, 
WT  all  will  have  to  take  a  wallop  that  will 
put  us  down.  So  jierhaps  we  can  take  a 
little  lesson  from  Firpo's  book  and  to 
figure  on  getting  up  and  to  keep  on  fighting.

TEAM  CAPTAINS  OF  K.  P.  A.  A.  BOWLING  LEAGUE 


POPULAR  ACTIVITY  REVIVED 


One  of  the  first  activities  promoted  by  the  K.  P. 
A.  A.  following  its  organization  was  a  departmental 
bowling  leagne.  At  first  it  was  decidedly  a  success 
but  after  a  few  years  interest  began  to  pendulum 
back  and  forth,  sometimes  great,  at  other  times 
almost  extinct,  until  at  tlie  beginning  of  the  19''2'-2- 
23  season  conditions  were  sucii  tliat  it  seemed 
advisable  to  discontinue  the  sport.

ON  OCTOBER  11 

In  view  of  the  .success  which  has  attended  the 
reguhir  monthly  dances  given  by  the  Kodak  Park 
Athletic  Association  during  former  years,  the  deci- 
sion to  contiiuie  these  parties  during  the  present 
season  was  not  at  all  unexpected.  In  some  respects 
the  policy  remains  as  in  the  past,  but  a  few  changes 
have  been  made,  which,  it  is  expected,  will  make  the 
parties  of  this  winter  even  more  popular  than 
heretofore. 

To  begin  with  the  manner  of  handling  the  arrange- 
ments will  be  somewhat  different.  During  the  past 
it  has  been  customary  to  have  a  different  chairman 
for  each  party.  It  was  this  person's  privilege  to 
select  from  among  his  friends  a  committee  to  assist 
him  in  conducting  the  affair  and  in  most  cases  the 
personnel  of  each  committee  was  changed.  This 
year  a  general  committee  has  been  selected  which 
will  have  in  charge  all  six  of  the  dances.  This 
committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  superintendents, 
has  selected  a  representative  in  each  department 
who  will  attend  to  the  distribution  of  the  tickets  for 
all  six  of  the  dances.  The  promises  of  co-operation 
on  all  sides  are  most  encouraging  and  the  October 
Dance  and  Masquerade,  given  on  Friday,  October 
19,  proved  the  sincerity  of  all  concerned.

CLARKNCE  IRVING  AND  HIS  NEW  "CHEV 
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WHAT  IS  A  PREVENTABLE  ACCIDENT? 


During  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year  there 
were  118  persons  at  Kodak  Park  who  suffered  in- 
juries sufficient  to  incapacitate  them  for  their 
regular  work.  Of  this  number  of  accidents,  seventy 
were  preventable. 

"What  is  a  preventable  accident  and  how  is  it 
determined  as  such.^" 

In  classifying  accidents  as  preventable  or  non- 
preventable  the  result  of  the  accident  is  secondary 
to  the  cause,  ^'ery  few  accidents  fall  in  the  pre- 
ventable class  through  the  absence  of,  or  lack  of 
sufficient  guards,  or  safety  rules.  In  almost  every 
case  the  cause  can  be  traced  to  carelessness  on  the 
part  of  some  individual. 

Each  accident  is  investigated  by  the  Safety 
Engineer,  Department  Superintendent,  Foreman 
and  other  interested  persons  immediately  after  it 
occurs  and  a  decision  made  as  to  the  cause.  The 
first  thing  considered,  as  stated  before,  is  the  cause 
and  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  it  could  have 
been  avoided,  is  settled. 

Some  of  the  points  gone  into  are:  Was  there 
evidence  of  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent 
or  Foreman.^  Did  the  Foreman  fail  to  assign  the 
injured  person  to  suitable  work  from  a  physical 
standpoint.^  Did  he  fail  to  instruct  him  properly 
regarding  rules,  regulations  and  possible  hazards 
or  to  supply  necessary  guards,  etc..^  If  he  is  guilty 
of  omission  on  any  of  these  points  the  accident  is 
preventable  through  his  neglect,  wherein  we  have 
the  human  element.

Can  the  injured  person  or  fellow  employee  be  charged 
with  neglect,  carelessness  or  thoughtlessness.^  Did 
he  violate  a  known  rule,  regulation  or  practice.^ 
Did  he  fail  to  use  guard  provided.^  Was  he  careless 
enough  to  oil  or  repair  some  part  of  the  mechanical 
equipment  while  it  was  in  motion,  or  did  he  neglect 
to  report  for  first  aid  medical  treatment  some  slight 
injury,  until  infection  developed.^  If  so,  it  is  a 
preventable  accident  and  again  we  have  the  human 
element. 

When  it  is  too  late  one  sees  many  ways  in  which 
the  accidents  could  have  been  avoided.  Quite 
often  the  injiued  person  readily  accepts  all  blame. 
He  is  satisfied  tliat  no  hazard  existed  under  the 
prescribed  regulations,  admits  a  violation  of  some 
rule,  or  failure  to  accept  the  protection  provided 
and  is  satisfied  that  had  he  given  the  matter  a 
moment's  thought  the  accident  would  not  have 
happened. 

Had  we  had  no  preventable  accidents  during  this 
period  our  record  would  show  48  instead  of  118, 
just  forty  per  cent  of  the  actual  number.  Realizing 
the  great  effort  the  company  is  making  to  provide 
safe  employment,  is  it  not  up  to  you  to  cooperate.' 
Keep  your  mind  on  your  work,  safety  of  yourself 
and  fellow  employees  and  not  be  guilty  of  thought- 
lessness. Obey  the  safety  rules,  use  guards  pro- 
vided as  they  are  intended  to  be  used,  and  help  make 
Kodak  Park  the  SAFEST  place  to  work.

CAMERA  WORKS  REPRESENTATIVES  AT  NATIONAL  SAFETY  CONGRESS 


Tlie  manaf^enient  of  tlie  Camera  Works  sent  six 
representatives  to  the  twelfth  National  Safety 
Congress,  which  was  held  in  Buffalo  from  Oetober 
first  to  fifth.  'J'hree  of  the  representatives  were 
appointed  to  attend,  and  three  were  elected  by  vote 
from  the  Camera  Works  students  of  last  season's 
Safety  School,  held  at  tlie  local  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

It  is  a  jjrivilege  to  attend  sncli  a  Conjircss,  which 
definitely  asserts  to  the  world  at  large,  that  all 
branches  of  professions  and  indnslries  in  America 
are  striving  to  eliminate  preventable  accidents. 
The  Congress  is  so  large  in  rei)rcscntatives  (about 
three  thousaiul  attending  tliis  year)  and  so  broad 
in  scope  that  it  is  ])ractically  inii)ossible  tocmpiia- 
size  one  feature  over  the  other.  The  pliase  most 
concerning  our  representatives  was,  of  course,  indus- 
trial safety,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  each  man 
has  come  back  with  a  broader  sense  of  duty,  a 
higher  ideal  in  safety  work,  and  the  "missionary  " 


.spirit  to  spread  safety  propaganda  among  fellow 
workmen. 

One  great  point  in  accident  reduction  is  particu- 
larly applicai)le  to  all  of  us,  and  it  re(|uires  no 
knowledge  of  safety  engineering;  that  is,  do  i/our 
share  by  helping  the  new  felloir  or  girl,  in  forming 
.sofeli/  hahit-f.  Sometimes  the  foreman  or  instructor, 
becau.se  of  stress  of  work,  cannot  give  the  new 
employee  all  the  time  ami  supervision  necessary  in 
safety  practice.  It  doesn't  consume  mudi  of  ymir 
time  to  jiass  the  good  word  along  to  your  new  neigh- 
bor. Tell  him,  or  her,  that  our  iiulustrial  gospel 
is  Safety  first,  last  and  all  tlic  time.  .\  great 
percentage  of  industrial  accidents  are  directly  due  to 
ignorance  of  wt)rking  conditions.  The  "old"  hand 
can  largel.N'  overcome  this  appalling  waste  of  human 
life,  liml)  and  mind  by  being  a  "good  fellow,"  and 
taking  the  newcomer  "under  his  wing."

There  is  no  logical  reason  why  the  Camera  Works, 
making,  as  it  does,  the  finest  types  of  amatem- 
cameras,  should  not  stage  the  finest  exhibit  of 
Kodak  pictures.  Having  that  in  mind,  we  are 
pleased  to  announce  the  First  Classified  Kodak  Com- 
petition of  the  Camera  Works. 

The  usual  method  of  conducting  photographic 
competitions  is  to  disregard  the  type  of  lens  or 
camera  used  by  the  exhibitor,  and  in  consequence, 
the  man  who  does  not  possess  a  high  priced  outfit 
has  less  chance  of  winning.  This  competition,  how- 
ever, is  unusual  for  we  intend  to  classify  entries 
according  to  the  t.>T)e  of  lens  used  in  making  the 
pictures.  In  this  way,  as  we  promised  in  last  month's 
issue  of  The  Kodak  Magazine,  "it  will  be  a  competi- 
tion where  even  a  Brownie  enthusiast  can  success- 
fully compete  with  the  more  advanced  photographer." 

The  Classified  Competition  is  divided  into  four 
distinct  divisions: 

Division  1.     All  film  cameras  with  single  lens. 

Division  2.     All  film  cameras  with  R.  R.  lens. 

Division  3.     All  film  cameras  with  anastigmat  lens. 

Division  4.     Panorams. 
(The  above  applies  to  cameras  manufactured  in  the 
Camera  Works  only). 

These  Divisions  in  turn  are  divided  into  four 
classes  of  summer  subjects,  all  of  which  call  for 
contact  prints  only . 

Class  1.  Portraits  or  groups  photograjjlied  by 
natural  light. 

Class  2.  Outdoor  views — marine,  woodland,  pas- 
toral, flowers. 

Class  3.  Outdoor  views — buildings,  streets, 
construction. 

Class  4.  Close-ups  of  architecture,  statues  and 
still  life. 

Special  Class.  Enlargements  (summer  subjects 
only)  any  process.  (These  must  be  mounted  on  thin 
flexible  mounts,  outside  size  not  to  exceed  14  x  18). 

RULES  GOVERNING  COMPETITION 

1.  This  competition  is  open  to  Camera  Works' 
employees  only. 

2.  Each  exhibitor  must  send  no  less  than  four, 
or  no  more  than  six,  prints  in  either  or  each  class. 
You  can  compete  in  each  Division  (providing  you 
have  the  type  of  camera  required)  and  in  each  class. 

3.  Each  group  of  prints  must  be  marked  with 
the  Division,  Class,  and  Exhibitor's  full  name,  cam- 
era and  lens  used. 

4.  Each  Class  and  Division  must  have  at  least 
three  exliibits,  otherwise  they  will  not  be  judged. 

5.  Winning  prints  become  the  property  of  the 
Industrial  Relations  Department,  and  can  be  used 
for  publicity  purposes. 

6.  All  negatives  must  be  exposed  by  competitor, 
but  can  be  developed  and  printed  or  enlarged  at 
outside  sources. 

7.  The  judges  decision  must  be  accepted  as  final. 

8.  All  entries  will  be  exhibited  at  least  one  week, 
and  must  not  be  claimed  before  the  exhibit  is  closed. 

9.  All  entries  must  reach  the  Industrial  Relations 
Department,  Camera  Works,  before  December  1st. 

10.  No  one  exhibitor  can  win  more  than  two 
first  and  second  prizes. 


ENTRY  FEES 

The  sum  of  ten  cents  must  accompany  each  group 
of  pictures  in  each  entry.  For  example,  an  employee 
sending  one  entry  (which  as  before  stated,  is  limited 
to  six  pictures),  in  each  Class  would  enclose  fifty 
cents. 

PRIZES 

All  entry  fees  will  be  used,  without  exception, 
towards  the  cost  of  the  prizes. 

The  C.  W.  R.  C.  has  allowed  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  Dollars  to  be  added  to  the  entry  fees  for 
cost  of  prizes.

Every  feature  of  an  up-to-date  studio 
is  covered;  the  reception  room,  the  busi- 
ness office,  the  camera  room,  dressing 
rooms,  and  the  necessary  workrooms  and 
laboratories,  and  all  in  full  operation. 

A  large  number  of  actual  sittings  are 
made,  the  results  being  shown  later  by 
means  of  lantern  slide  "stills." 

In  every  city  where  this  new  school 
has  been  given,  it  has  been  accorded  an 
enthusiastic  reception,  and  an  extended 
tour  is  planned  for  the  coming  year. 

This  school  is  but  one  of  our  many  ways 
of  backing  up  the  efforts  of  the  rest  of  you 
in  the  organization  with  whom  "good 
workmanship  has  become  a  habit." 


CASH  'EM  PROMPTLY 


WHEN  you  receive  a  check  on  a  bank 
you  are  expected  to  cash  it  within 
a  reasonable  time — say  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  you  receive  it. 

If  you  hold  a  check  longer  than  what 
could  be  construed  as  a  reasonable  length 
of  time,  you  do  so  at  your  own  risk. 

If  the  drawer  of  the  check,  or  the  bank 
itself,  should  go  bankrupt  or  go  into  the 
hands  of  a  receiver  before  the  check  is 
presented  for  payment,  you  would  suffer 
considerable  loss,  or  if  the  drawer  should 
die  before  the  check  is  presented  there 


would  be  at  least  a  long  delay  and  possibly 
some   loss. 

Aside  from  any  of  the  above  possibili- 
ties, it  is  a  business  courtesy  to  cash  all 
checks  promptly  so  that  the  drawer  of  the 
check  may  keep  his  accounts  in  order. 

It  is  very  annoying  to  a  business  man, 
or  organization,  to  have  to  hunt  through 
a  big  bunch  of  cancelled  checks  to  locate 
those  which  have  not  been  cashed  before 
he  can  reconcile  his  books  with  the  bank's 
statement  of  his  account. 

Cash  all  checks  promptly.

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FILM  STORAGE  BUILDING,  KODAK  PARK 

A  CONSERVATION  OF  SPACE 


ABOUT  two  years  ago  when  more  room 
^was  needed  to  make  and  store  film,  a 
problem  arose  on  account  of  the  lack  of 
space  in  the  vicinity  of  the  film  manu- 
facturing buildings. 

Usually  when  a  building  is  to  be  erected 
the  contractors  begin  by  excavating  for  a 
cellar  and  the  foundations.  In  this  case, 
however,  the  excavation  was  already 
completed  and  the  foundation  happened 
to  be  the  walls  of  the  huge  reservoir 
where  there  is  stored  five  million  gallons 
of  water  used  in  various  ])rocesses  con- 
nected with  the  manufacturing  of  film 
and  other  Eastman  products.  Xow  this 
reservoir  had  to  be  covered  anyw^ay  to 
keep  out  all  foreign  matter,  so  the  Film 
Storage  Building  was   constructed   right 


over  it.  The  building  not  only  makes  a 
good  cover  but  it  also  holds  a  goodly 
quantity  of  finished  film. 

This  construction,  besides  being  sig- 
nificant in  the  conservation  of  space  in  a 
fairly  congested  district,  is  conveniently 
located  with  respect  to  receiving  and 
shipping  facilities.  Being  a  storage  build- 
ing for  film  it  is  constructed  so  as  to 
eliminate  every  danger  from  fire.  For 
example,  the  top  floor  which  is  devoted 
to  the  storage  of  motion  picture  film,  is 
divided  into  seven  separate  fire-proof 
compartments,  each  heavily  insulated 
from  the  other.  A  possible  fire,  then, 
in  any  one  compartment  would  have  con- 
siderable of  a  job  to  get  any  farther  than 
the  limits  of  that  compartment.

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HE  LEFT  NO  WILL! 

UXFORTUXATE    OCCURRENCES    FROM    THIS    XEGLECT 


WE  have  had  several  cases  where  old 
employees  have  died  without  leav- 
ing a  will,  who  were  under  the  impression 
that  the  stock  for  which  they  applied 
while  employed  by  the  company  would 
go  to  their  widows  anyway. 

Unfortunately  this  is  not  the  case,  as 
the  stock  applied  for  by  a  deceased 
employee  is  subject  to  the  laws  governing 
intestacy. 

A\Tiere  there  are  no  children  this  is 
perhaps  not  so  serious  a  matter,  aside 
from  the  expense  and  delay  entailed  in 
settling  the  estate  of  a  person  who  dies 
without  leaving  a  will.  ^Mien  there 
happen  to  be  children  who  will  not  sign 
over  their  interest  to  their  mother,  then 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  she  can  claim  but  one-third  of  the 
property  of  the  deceased. 

Such  cases  are  indeed  unfortunate, 
and  doubly  so  because  they  are  so 
unnecessary. 

Every  adult  person  who  owns  real 
estate,  or  other  property  in  any  amount, 
should  make  a  will.  No  matter  how 
small  the  property  may  be  its  distribution 
after  death  should  be  provided  for  in 
order  to  avoid  trouble,  delay  and  expense 
to  relatives. 

Perhaps  the  class  of  persons  for  wliom 
it  is  least  necessary  to  make  a  will  is  the 
married  woman  who  has  no  property  of 
her  own,  but  she  should  be  careful  to 
make  a  will  in  case  the  home,  or  the  family 
bank  account,  should  be  in  her  name  only. 

Aside  from  the  unfortunate  incidents 
mentioned  in  the  beginning  of  this  article, 
here  are  further  reasons — and  good  ones — 
for  making  a  will. 

If  you  die  without  having  made  a 
will,  leaving  any  property  in  your  name, 
such  as  a  piece  of  real  estate,  a  bank 
account,  some  interest  in  Eastman  Kodak 
Company  common  stock  under  the  Stock 
Distribution  Plan,  or  any  other  property 
which  has  value  enough  to  be  worth 
thinking  about  at  all,  that  property  cannot 


he  legally  transferred  to  any  one,  or  he 
disposed  of,  or  used  by  any  one  as  his  own, 
or  the  income  from  it  he  obtained,  unless  an 
administrator  is  appointed  by  the  Surro- 
gate's Court. 

If  you  make  a  will  you  may  name  your 
o^Ti  executor  (the  person  who  shall  man- 
age your  estate),  whereas  if  you  do  not 
make  a  will,  that  person  (then  called  an 
administrator)  is  chosen  in  a  perfectly 
arbitrary  manner  in  accordance  with  his 
or  her  degree  of  relationship  to  you,  and 
that  person  might  be,  and  often  is, 
absolutely  unsuited  for  the  position  and 
would  like  to  avoid  the  worries  and 
responsibility  which  it  may  entail. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  you  make  a  will, 
your  executor  need  file  no  bond,  but  if 
you  do  not  make  a  wuU  your  adminis- 
trator will  be  required  by  the  Court  to 
file  a  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duty. 

You  may  provide  in  your  will  that  your 
executor  shall  have  power  to  sell  your 
real  estate.  If  no  will  is  made  and  there 
are  children  under  twenty-one  years  of 
age  a  court  proceeding  has  to  be  taken 
before  the  sale  can  be  made,  and  that 
involves  considerable  expense  and  delay. 

]\Iake  your  will  now,  while  you  are  well 
and  strong  and  in  full  possession  of  your 
faculties. 

]\Iost  of  the  wills  which  are  over- 
thrown or  attacked  in  the  courts  on  the 
ground  of  undue  influence  or  mental 
incapacity  are  made  by  persons  who  have 
begun  to  suffer  from  the  attacks  of  old 
age. 

A  will  may  be  changed,  or  an  entireh' 
new  one  made  at  any  time  during  your 
life,  so  do  not  put  off  this  important 
matter  because  you  think  conditions  may 
change  at  some  future  time. 

Whatever  you  do,  do  not  attempt  to 
manufacture  a  home-made  will. 

The  law  requires  that  a  will  be  executed 
and  witnessed  in  a  certain  prescribed 
manner  and  it  sliould  be  prepared  by  and 
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executed  in  the  presence  of  a  man  who 

knows  the  law's  requirements,  a  la^vyer. 

Do  not  put  off  this  all-important  matter 


and  so  cause  unnecessary  delay  and 
expense  and  perhaps  actual  privation 
and  want  to  some  loved  one.

PEOPLE  WHO  DO  NOT  LIKE  SUGAR 


MOST  of  us  would  be  willing  to  gamble 
that  a  liking  for  sugar  is  instinctive, 
but  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  taste  for 
sugar  is  acquired. 

Stefansson,  the  famous  Arctic  explorer, 
says  that  when  Eskimos  are  introduced  to 
the  prepared  foods  of  civilized  communi- 
ties, the  ones  they  first  accept  are  the 
"tasteless"  kind,  such  as  pilot  bread,  rice, 
or  flour  soup,  unsalted  and  unsweetened. 

Next  come  foods  with  a  "clean"  taste, 
such  as  tea  without  milk  or  sugar. 

The  foods  they  most  dislike  at  first  are 
those  with  a  strong  taste  of  salt,  such  as 
canned  corned  beef,  and  next  after  salti- 
ness they  dislike  sweetness. 

He  remarks — ^"I  should  not  be  afraid 
to  bet  a  hundred  to  one  that  any  Eskimo 
above  the  age  of  six  would  spit  out  candy, 
syrup  or  honey  or  anything  pronouncibly 
sweet,  the  first  time  he  is  given  an 
opportunity  to  taste  it." 

Sugar  is  disliked  by  Eskimos  until  they 
get  used  to  it.     Curiously  enough,  they 


get  used  to  salt  more  quickly  than  they 
do  sugar. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  sugar  is  an  extreme 
case  of  a  one-sided  food;  it  serves  only  as  a 
fuel,  and  may  replace  to  an  undue  extent 
other  food  materials. 

Sugar  and  corn  syrups  tend  to  crowd  out 
foods  which  yield  mineral  salts  and  dis- 
turb digestion  if  too  freely  used. 

Of  course  sugar  is  not  to  be  wholly  con- 
demned as  a  food,  it  is  only  its  misuse 
that  leads  to  trouble. 

The  very  best  way  to  obtain  the  proper 
amount  of  sugar  is  in  the  natural  way  by 
eating  fruit. 

When  you  eat  candy,  and  the  great 
majority  of  us  do,  do  not  eat  it  at  any  and 
all  times,  particularly  between  meals, 
because  it  then  has  a  most  disturbing 
effect.

RUNNING 

By  Leonard 

Witli  the  coming  of  summer,  Nature  puts  forth 
its  best  and  calls  insistently  to  all  of  us  in  its  own 
compelling  way.  And  in  all  its  varied  charms  at 
this  time  of  the  year,  there  is  perhaps  nothing  else 
to  compare  with  in  enjoyment  and  in  thrill  than 
that  to  be  obtained  in  a  canoe  trip  along  Nature's 
sparkling  waterways  and  foaming  rapids. 

One  looking  forward  with  expectations  of  such  a 
trip  finds  an  ideal  in  the  Genesee  River.  Rising  in 
the  plateau  section  of  southwestern  New  York 
State,  it  flows  north  through  a  series  of  deep  gorges 
and  falls,  passes  through  the  City  of  Rochester, 
and  then  empties  its  waters  into  Lake  Ontario. 
The  surrounding  country  is  a  wonderland  of  Na- 
ture's lavish  beauty.  Beginning  at  Portage,  an  old 
Indian  village  60  miles  south  of  Rochester,  the  river 
in  flowing  to  the  lowlands,  cuts  a  deep  winding  gorge 
through  the  hills  of  the  plateau.  This  gorge  has 
walls  of  stratified  rock  two  hundred  to  three  hun- 
dred feet  high  and  is  continuous  for  forty  miles  to 
the  village  of  Mt.  Morris,  where  the  canyon  widens 
into  a  valley  of  rolling  hills. 

In  the  heart  of  it  all  and  located  at  Portage,  is 
I^tchworth  Park,  a  magnificent  government  tract 
containing  among  other  things  of  interest,  three 
beautiful  falls  all  crowded  within  the  short  space  of 
three  miles  and  totalling  two  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  in  height.  This  tract  was  once  owned  by  the 
Seneca  Nation  of  Indians  and  their  history  is 
woven  about  the  valley.  A  wliite  woman  resided 
here  and  was  known  as  The  White  Woman  of  the 
(ienesee.  Kidnapped  wliile  still  a  child  she  grew 
uj),  lived  and  died  among  them  and  a  monument 
stands  there  erected  in  her  memory. 

To  the  canoeist  is  given  the  privilege  of  beholding 
tliis  gorge  in  all  its  rugged  splendor.  And  to  these 
daring  sportsmen  of  the  rapids,  one  Inmdred  and 
twenty-five  miles  of  twisting  river  offers  itself  and 
exhibits  every  phaseof  character,  from  rocky  canyons 
and  foaming  rapids,  to  lowlands  of  placid  waters. 

As  followers  of  this  great  sport  of  tiie  outdoors, 
we  (the  gang)  naturally  arrived  at  our  destination, 
Ix'tchworth  Park,  in  the  middle  of  the  good  old 
summer  time.  The  panting  train  came  to  a  stop, 
followed  l)y  the  unloading  of  our  equipment, 
friendly  good-byes  to  smiling  fellow  passengers, 
and  we  were  left  to  ourselves,  alone,  in  the  midst

of  this  wonderland.  Then  a  hike  with  the  canoes 
and  baggage  along  a  steep  downward  winding  trail 
through  woods  for  a  mile  and  the  pitching  of  camp 
on  a  sandbar  beside  the  river. 

The  day  was  ideal.  And  the  five  of  us  certainly 
made  up  a  merry  gang.  After  eating  a  little  chow 
we  looked  about  a  bit  and  found  the  country  was 
more  than  we  had  expected.  Trees  lined  the  banks 
about  us,  while  in  the  distance  both  up  and  down- 
stream, the  high  l)are  cliffs  could  be  seeu  standing 
like  sentinels  against  the  sky. 

A  refreshing  dip  and  we  were  off  in  our  bathing 
suits  to  investigate  the  canyon  above.  Crossing 
the  river  with  difficulty  several  times  by  holding 
to  each  other's  hands  we  made  our  way  along  narrow 
ledges  where  water  oozed  and  dripped,  around  sharp 
corners,  hugging  the  loose  shale  walls  closely,  swim- 
ming occasionally  when  necessary,  until  finally 
reaching  a  falls,  known  as  the  Lower  Falls.  Here 
our  progress  was  blocked  by  a  solid  wall  of  rock 
seventy  feet  high.  A  glistening  stream  plunged  over 
the  precipice  between  the  towering  cliffs  and  as  the 
afternoon  sun  neared  the  western  skies,  deep  shad- 
ows began  to  fall,  lending  to  it  all  a  sense  of  primeval 
splendor. 

On  the  way  downstream  we  entered  the  river  and 
madeuseof  a  natural  cluite  of  water  rusiiing  between 
narrow  channels.  Over  the  slippery  rocks,  up  and 
down  on  the  speeding  rollers,  hands  touching  tlie 
bottom  at  intervals,  the  whole  river,  wedged  into  a 
channel  only  thirty  feet  wide,  quickly  sweejjs  you  on. 
Finally  a  quarter  of  a  mile  farther  down  it  plunges 
into  a  deep  pool  where  tiie  water  seems  to  boil  and 
churns  you  about.  There  is  no  seeing  of  anytiiing 
in  this  wild  ride  of  the  rapids  and  a  real  thrill  is 
provided.  Rocks.^  No,  tlie  current  is  too  swift 
for  them  to  lodge,  and  so  the  bottom  is  just  a  smooth 
inclined  rock. 

Tlie  next  day  (Sunday)  we  started  for  a  visit  to 
the  park.  We  arrived  there  after  following  the 
railroad  tracks  that  wound  for  a  few  miles  along  the 
rim  of  the  gorge.  The  roar  of  tiie  water  is  plainly 
heard  and  presently  a  view  of  two  falls  i Middle  and 
rpj)er  Falls)  at  once  is  obtained — sunshine  trying 
to  peck  tlirough  a  curtain  of  clouds,  every  l)usli  and 
treetop  sparkling  with  tlie  raindrops,  and  in  tlie 
middle  of  it  all  two  glistening  curtains  of  silvery  falls 
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over  which  a  double  rainbow  now  bright  and  then 
dim,  hovers.  In  the  background  a  giant  of  a 
bridge,  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  feet  above  the 
water,  stands  with  its  huge  arms  spanning  the 
cliffs.  Such  was  our  first  glimpse  of  Letchworth 
Park.  It  rivals  Niagara  Falls,  not  in  size  or  volume, 
but  in  its  unsurpassed  beauty. 

Before  starting  back  to  camp  we  paused  for  a 
moment  for  a  last  farewell  look  from  Inspiration 
Point.  To  one  side  and  nestling  among  the  trees, 
the  library  and  museum  and  a  historic  Indian  coun- 
cil house,  can  be  seen.  Looking  about  the  river 
with  the  erosion  of  ages  carved  into  the  huge  cliffs, 
the  eye  catches  a  lonely  little  stream  falling  in  a 
silvery  ribbon,  down,  down,  to  finally  lose  itself  in  a 
spray  halfway  in  its  flight.  All  nature  seems  at 
rest  and  as  we  turn  away  at  last,  the  tliought  came 
to  our  minds  that  we  were  fully  repaid  for  our  efforts 
though  the  rest  of  the  trip  turned  out  to  be  a 
failure. 

The  second  stage  of  our  trip  began  Monday 
morning  with  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  miles  of 
river  journey  facing  us.  From  all  the  appearances 
we  anticipated  the  travelling  would  be  rough,  and 
so  everything  was  tied  in  the  canoes  with  stout  ropes 
and  we  all  were  dressed  for  the  occasion  wearing 
only  bathing  suits  and  old  shoes.  A  last  look  about 
the  scene  of  our  camp  and  we  were  off  in  the  swift 
current,  leaving  behind  us  many  pleasant  memories 
of  age-worn  cliffs,  beautiful  falls  and  thrilling  swims 
in  the  rapids. 

Things  of  an  exciting  nature  began  to  happen 
soon  after  our  start.  At  one  place  the  water  was 
sliallow  and  jagged  rocks  protruded  everywhere 
above  the  surface,  making  it  extremely  difficult 
to  pick  our  way,  and  here  the  boat  ahead  got  into 
trouble.  Suddenly  stopped  by  a  rock  it  swung 
broadside  to  the  current,  caught,  and  over  it  went 
with  the  boys  hanging  on,  and  down  the  rapid  to 
the  pool  below.  Pulling  out  the  canoe  it  was  found 
to  have  a  hole  two  inches  in  diameter  punched  clear 
through  the  wood  and  canvas.  That  was  tough 
luck,  but  a  little  adhesive  tape  over  the  hole  worked 
O.  K.  and  we  continued. 

The  first  five  miles  were  the  hardest,  we  having 
time  after  time  to  wade  through  places  where  the 
rocks  were  so  close  together  tliat  the  only  recourse 
was  to  get  out  and  walk  waist  deep  in  the  water 
holding  to  the  ends  of  the  boats  and  twisting  in  and 
out  of  the  rocks.  Our  wearing  shoes  was  justified 
and  we  heartily  wished  we  had  shinguards  as  well, 
for  the  rocks  were  of  sharp  shale  and  not  the  smooth 
boulder  variety. 

Finally  the  canyon  broadened  a  bit  and  we  were 
able  to  begin  shooting  the  rapids.  Making  better 
time  we  soon  arrived  at  a  place  where  a  silvery 
stream  (Wolf  Creek)  falls  from  high  up  the  precipice 
in  a  series  of  short  steps  and  then  at  last  plunges 
into  a  foam-covered  pool. 

All  along  the  way  the  scenery  is  incomparable 
and  in  places  the  rains  of  centuries  in  their  mad 
descent  have  worn  deep  furrows  and  ridges  into  the 
face  of  the  towering  cliffs,  while  above  the  trees 
seeming  to  hang  threateningly  over  the  brink,  look 
very  small  and  more  like  bushes  or  shrubs  rather 
than  full-grown  trees.  An  only  bridge  in  the  forty- 
mile  stretch,  nestling  in  a  green  and  verdant  valley, 
was  soon  left  behind,  the  rock  walls  again  hemming 
us  in  with  the  current  getting  swifter  and  the  rapids 
deeper. 


Racing  along  between  the  high  gorges,  rocks 
hidden  by  the  churning  waters  eagerly  reach  forth 
and  breathless  moments  follow  as  it  seems  the  frail 
craft  is  about  to  be  crushed.  A  twist  of  the  paddle 
and  the  danger  passes  by.  However,  sometimes 
comes  a  moment  when  in  spite  of  every  effort,  over 
you  go,  hanging  to  the  boat  the  best  you  can  and 
then  finally  recovering  in  a  pool  below,  only  to  begin 
again,  eager  for  another  thrill. 

The  shooting  of  a  rapids  in  deep  waters  carries  a 
thrill  all  its  own.  At  the  beginning  there  is  a  long 
downward  slant  of  swiftly  moving  water,  the  surface 
smooth  as  glass.  Then  follows  a  rapidly  increasing 
rate  forward  toward  the  ever-present  waves  at  the 
bottom.  One  shooting  such  a  rapids  for  the  first 
time  has  their  thoughts  centered  on  obstructions 
ahead  and  there  is  no  realization  of  the  speed  until 
a  sudden  glance  at  the  walls  whizzing  by  brings 
home  the  fact  that  the  boat  is  fairly  leaping  forward. 
Follows  a  plunge  through  the  waves  accompanied 
by  showers  of  spray  and  a  final  entrance  into  a 
clear  and  placid  pool. 

The  day  had  been  pleasant  and  about  noon  time 
several  airplanes,  entered  in  the  Toronto  to  New 
York  race,  had  passed  overhead  with  their  roaring 
planes  leaving  long  trails  of  smoke  behind  them. 
Soon,  however,  the  sky  became  overcast  by  dark 
threatening  clouds  and  a  deep  gloom  settled  about 
us.  Then  the  rain,  accompanied  by  thunder  and 
lightning,  began  to  fall.  Things  became  difficult  to 
distinguish  and  the  wind  whipped  up  by  the  falling 
rain  howled  in  the  rocky  pass  while  flashes  of  light- 
ning and  the  roars  of  thunder  reverberated  back 
and  forth. 

A  lull  in  the  storm  gave  us  our  opportunity  and 
we  stopped  in  a  woods  to  get  things  warmed  up. 
Hot  beans  and  bread  certainly  struck  us  hungry, 
weather-beaten  crew  in  the  right  spot.  Our  happy 
spirits  returned  tliough  the  rain  continued  and  kept 
pace  with  us  until  the  end  of  our  first  day's  journey, 
Mt.  Morris,  was  reached. 

This  place  we  arrived  at  after  making  the  forty- 
mile  stretch  in  a  little  over  six  hours,  that  including 
all  stops.  The  trip  had  been  more  strenuous  than 
we  had  expected.  Making  an  inspection  and  sum- 
ming up,  two  holes  and  a  number  of  turnovers  with 
innumerable  scratches  on  the  canoes  was  the  sum 
total  of  our  accidents  and  we  got  off  pretty  lucky 
at  that.  Everything  was  soaked,  and  all  of  us  being 
tired  and  hungry,  we  decided  we  wouldn't  make 
camp  and  instead,  we  ate  supper  in  the  village  and 
then  slept  like  tops  in  a  farmer's  barn  until  chased 
out  in  the  morning. 

The  canyons  of  the  previous  day  had  given  way  to 
rolling  hills  and  high  banks  of  clay,  while  the  rapids 
themselves,  though  swift,  were  not  so  formidable. 
The  twenty-five  miles  of  our  second  day's  journey 
was  soon  over  and  we  camped  at  the  village  of 
Geneseo  beside  a  dam  about  ten  feet  high,  a  thor- 
oughly tired  bunch. 

The  trip  made  the  summer  worth  while,  it  seeming 
to  stand  as  an  event  in  our  camping  trails.  Now 
that  it  is  gone,  the  trip  seems  like  a  magic  journey. 
But  in  the  springtime  when  the  canoes  are  dragged 
from  their  winter  lair  the  call  of  the  rapids'always 
comes.  It  lurks  in  the  background  and  reminds 
me  of  when  we  swam  and  rode  our  plunging  craft 
over  them,  and  I'm  going  back  some  day  to  try  it 
all  over  again;  yes,  just  once  more.

Their  usual  plan  is  to  talk  large  ])rofits, 
with  an  infinite  variety  of  specious  argu- 
ments and  to  so  enthuse  the  prospect  that 
he  will  part  with  his  good  money  before 
he  has  had  time  to  properly  investigate 
the  proposition.  They  make  every  en- 
deavor to  sell  on  the  first  call;  to  get  the 
money.  The  stock  salesman  is  not  al- 
ways himself  dishonest.  The  promoter 
may  have  convinced  him  of  the  soundness 
of  the  proposition  and  have  induced  him 
to  put  some  of  his  own  money  into  it. 
He  is  then  offered  a  high  commission  to 
sell  this  stock  to  his  friends  which  he  pro- 
ceeds to  do. 

Time  after  time  this  has  happened  right 
here  in  Rochester,  with  the  ultimate  re- 
sult that  the  salesman  has  lost  the  monev 


of  both  him.self  and  his  friends,  and  his 
friends  as  well. 

The  money  lost  in  this  way  in  Rochester 
amounts  to  a  .staggering  amount  each 
year,  and  there  is  absolutely  no  excuse; 
the  "investors"  have  no  one  but  them- 
selves to  blame.

To  all  outward  appearances  there  is 
very  little  difference  between  deep  con- 
centration upon  some  problem  in  hand, 
and  absent-mindedness,  yet  there  is  a 
heap  of  difference  in  the  results. 

The  ability  to  concentrate  leads  to 
real  results;  absent-mindedness  also  often 
leads  to  results,  but  usually  to  those 
unexpected  and  undesired.

SOCCER  CHAMPIONSHIP  PROSPECTS 
SHATTERED 

Kodak  Park's  only  chance  to  retain  some  of  the 
prestige  gained  during  last  season,  is  in  winning  the 
championship  in  the  Rochester  and  District  league. 

Through  their  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  General 
Electric  Club  of  Erie,  Pa.,  on  Sunday,  November  4, 
the  Park  was  eliminated  in  the  Northwestern  N.Y. 
S.  Competition.  As  the  result  of  the  Moose  4  to  1 
victory  over  the  Film-makers  on  the  eleventh,  the 
Kodaks  were  eliminated  from  the  National  Cup 
Competition.  The  R.  &  D.  therefore  remains  as 
our  only  salvation. 

No  definite  reason  can  be  advanced  for  the  re- 
verses suffered  to  date.  Kodak  Park  started  the 
season  with  even  a  better  club  than  that  which  won 
the  local  and  state  championships  last  season  and 
were  looked  to  to  repeat  in  1923-24.

"OUR  BOY  SCOUTS" 


ARTICLE  2 OBJECT. 

"It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  organization  to 
build  up  in  its  entire  membership  all  that  goes  to 
make  strong  moral  character  and  good  citizenship  by 
the  practice  of  the  principles  of  Scouting  as  set  forth 
by  the  National  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America." 

This  article  taken  from  the  Constitution  of  Troop 
50  (Kodak  Park  Unit),  of  the  Rochester  Council, 
Boy  Scouts  of  America,  sums  up  the  thought  back 
of  the  organization  of  the  Troop  when  it  was  formed 
in  March,  1919,  by  Harry  H.  Tozier.  Starting  with 
a  nucleus  of  some  half  dozen  boys  at  that  time. 
Troop  50  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
city  with  an  enrollment  of  about  sixty  boys  and  an 
average  attendance  this  year  of  fifty. 

The  paramount  lessons  that  the  officers  of  the 
troop  have  endeavored  to  instill  into  the  boys  are 
to  follow  out  the  Scout  idea  of  doing  at  least  one 
good  turn  a  day,  to  get  out  into  the  open  air  as 
much  as  possible,  to  learn  the  secrets  of  nature,  and 
to  adhere  strictly  to  the  Scout  Oath. 

The  oath  pledges  the  Scouts  to  "do  my  best,  to  do 
my  duty  to  God  and  my  country,  to  obey  the  Scout 
Laws,  to  help  other  people  at  all  times,  to  keep 
myself  physically  strong,  mentally  awake,  morally 
straight." 

Instruction  is  given  at  the  weekly  Tuesday  even- 
ing meetings  in  First  Aid,  Semaphore  Signalling, 
Knot  tieing.  Nature  Study,  Cooking,  etc.,  and 
periodical  tests  are  given  to  determine  the  efficiency 
of    the    boys    in    absorbing    these    subjects.     The 


Troop  has  had  its  share  of  success  in  competition 
with  the  other  Troops  of  the  city  and  has  several 
times  won  Divisional  championships  in  First  Aid, 
Knot  tieing  and  Signalling. 

The  indoor  talks  are  supplemented  by  hikes  taken 
every  two  or  three  weeks  and  by  a  week  or  two  spent 
at  the  summer  camp  of  the  Rochester  Council  at 
Canandaigua  Lake.  On  these  hikes  such  subjects 
as  Bird  Lore,  Tree  Cultiu-e,  Outdoor  Cooking, 
Compass,  Use  of  Knife  and  Axe,  Tracking,  etc.,  are 
discussed.  Interesting  speakers  have  been  giving 
talks  at  both  outdoor  and  indoor  meetings.  So  far 
this  fall  the  program  has  included  Paul  C.  Seel  on 
"Rose  Culture,"  and  Walter  D.  Marshall,  "Radio"; 
Harry  H.  Tozier,  "Astronomy,"  and  a  lantern  slide 
lecture  on  the  "Indians  of  New  York  State,"  by 
Wm.  Kellogg.

Out  of  courtesy  to  the  women  we  request  that  men 
refrain  from  smoking  in  the  reading  room.

The  fact  that  our  group  of  factory  buildings  can  be 
emptied  of  all  people  in  less  than  five  minutes  is 
sufficient  proof,  if  proof  be  needed,  of  the  value  of 
fire  drills.  The  several  great  fires  which  have 
occurred  during  the  last  decade  have  proved  that 
the  greatest  human  loss  was  not  from  actual  burning 
but  from  stampeding  and  confusion.  It  may,  at  the 
time,  seem  a  nuisance  to  leave  one's  work  and  fall 
in  line  for  fire  drill,  but  its  the  biggest  insurance 
you  carry  against  loss  of  life,  or  injury  from  possible 
mob  rushing  in  the  event  of  a  serious  conflagration. 
We — as  a  factory  organization — are  fortunately 
situated  so  as  to  obtain  fidl  benefit  of  city  fire  pro- 
tection, but,  in  addition  to  this  the  company  main- 
tains an  elaborate  fire-fighting  system  of  its  own. 
It  may  be  well,  at  this  time,  to  review  some  of  the 
precautionary  measures  with  which  the  factory  is 
equipped,  also  bearing  in  mind  that  equipment,  to 
be  effective,  must  be  intelligently  handled  and  that 
part  depends  upon  every  one  of  us. 

There  are  situated  at  convenient  places  sixty- 
three  fire  stations  throughout  the  buildings  com- 
prising the  Camera  Works.  Each  station  is 
equipped  with  one  fire-proof  and  one  water-proof 
blanket,  a  two  and  one-half  gallon  chemical  extin- 
guisher, a  pail  of  sand,  scoop,  a  dry  chemical  tube, 
a  pyrene  extinguisher,  an  axe,  sprinkler  head 
WTench,  and  an  alarm  box.  On  each  fire  station  is  a 
Bldg.

card  showing  the  officers  for  each  particular  station* 
consisting  of  captain,  assistant  captain,  lieutenant) 
hoseman,  sergeant,  extinguisher  squad,  blanket 
squad,  a.xe  squad,  and  sand  squad. 

There  are  sixty-four  positions  throughout  the 
factory  where  a  total  of  over  five  thousand  feet  of 
tested  hose  is  in  constant  readiness  to  supply 
unlimited  water.  Under  the  court  yard  is  a  huge 
tank  containing  two  hundred  thousand  gallons  and 
four  steel  tanks  on  the  roofs  have  an  additional 
capacity  of  eighty -eight  thousand  gallons.  Every 
ceiling  on  every  level  is  equipped  with  sprinkler 
systems,  and  automatic  valves  which,  being  suscep- 
tible to  heat,  are  released  in  case  of  fire,  allowing  con- 
tinual streams  of  water  tosprinkle  the  fireswept  space. 

Certain  departments  where  fire  hazard  is  greater 
than  the  average  are  especially  equipped,  and  have 
special  organizations.  Eighteen  inch  fire  walls  run 
between  each  building,  and  the  fire  doors  are  so 
arranged  that  there  is  little  chance  of  fire  spreading 
from  one  building  to  another.  The  Fire  Chief, 
"Sam"  Barons,  makes  continual  inspection  and 
tests  to  see  that  everything  is  in  working  order — 
in  fact,  everything  is  being  done  that  can  be  done 
to  make  our  lives  safe  from  burns  and  explosions. 
Every  employee  knows  this  fact  and,  if  he  is  the 
kind  of  employee  we  think  he  is,  is  ready  to  do  his  or 
her  full  share  towards  fire  prevention.

FRANK  BISNETT'S  CONTRIBUTION 
TO  SAFETY 

We  are  pleased  to  publish,  in  part,  an  excellent 
original  article  on  Safety  as  applied  to  Press  Work, 
which  contains  sound  advice  not  only  to  press 
operators,  but  to  everyday  safety  practice.  Our 
thanks  are  due  to  Frank  Bisnett,  and  we  shall  be 
pleased  to  receive  other  contributions  of  similar 
nature. 

"In  no  field  of  industrial  accident  prevention 
have  greater  strides  been  made  than  in  the  protec- 
tion of  punch  press  workers.  Not  only  have  marked 
advances  taken  place  in  design  of  presses,  but  there 
is  a  greater  appreciation  of  improvements  for  safety 
on  the  part  of  operators.  Wonderful  ingenuity 
has  been  displayed  these  latter  years  in  actual 
guarding,  in  die- making,  and  in  methods  of  feeding 
and  removal  of  material.  The  slogan  'Safety  First' 
is  being  universally  interpreted  by  both  employees 
and  employers  in  its  true  meaning,  and  is  being 
given  a  recognized  place  in  the  action  of  operations, 
the  design  of  tools,  and  their  subsequent  use. 

"The  most  difficult  type  of  job  to  be  considered 
is  the  intermittent  one.  .\  general  purpose  press 
must  be  u.sed,  and  extra  precaution  becomes  neces- 
sary. Possibly  the  best  positiv'c  type  of  guard  for 
this  purpose  is  one  which  incloses  the  ram,  leaving 
not  more  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  for  the  inser- 
tion and  removal  of  work.  Another  form  of  guard 
is  a  non-repeat  treadle  attachment,  wliich  prevents 
a  second  stroke  of  the  press  until  the  treadle  is  again 
depressed.  The  treadle  itself,  in  turn,  may  be 
guarded  against  accidental  tripping." 

Frank  has  summed  up  ideas  for  safe  methods  in 
the  following  suggestions: 

"A  little  more  forethought  in  the  design  of  dies, 
especially  regarding  beveling  the  front  part  for 
better   clearance." 

"Using  an  eye  bolt  for  lifting  purposes." 
"Studying  the  possibility  of  incorporating  a  guard 
on  the  die  itself.  " 

"Wiping  dies  clean  of  grease  to  minimize  danger 
of  dropping." 

"Care  by  the  die-setter  to  see  that  guards  are  in 
position." 

"More  appreciation  of  the  value  of  neatness  as  a 
safety  device,  evidenced  by  the  proper  stacking  of 
raw  and  finished  materials." 

"A  prompt  cleaning-up  of  scrap,  to  reduce  trip- 
ping, and  in  consecjuence,  cuts  and  scratches.  " 

"A  little  more  supervision  in  the  way  of  coaching 
the  new  operator  to  get  full  benefit  from  guards, 
and  follow  safety  practices." 

Frank  points  out  that  "the  greatest  hazard,  as 
proven  by  records,  is  from  power  puncli  presses. 
Second  in  importance  is  the  danger  from  cuts  in 
handling    sheet    metal." 

Great  stress  is  laid  on  the  benefits  derived  from 
attending  the  Safety  School  at  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

A  particularly  important  paragraph  is  this  one: 
"If  you  are  operating  a  press,  and  notice  a  click, 
and  also  that  the  press  comes  down  in  'jumps' — 
STOP!"  Another  jewel  of  advice  is  "Don't  think 
you  can  work  faster  than  the  press." 

We  regret  we  are  imable,  through  lack  of  space, 
to  publish  the  article  in  its  entirety.  The  next  best 
thing  we  suggest  is  for  ijou  to  see  Frank  liisnett, 
and  we  know  lie  will  l)e  glad  to  lend  you  his  practical, 
well  composed  story  on  this  important  subject.

hundreds  of  thousands,  the  saving  would  be  in- 
creased just  that  much.  The  Suggestions  Depart- 
ment is  never  too  busy  to  look  into  the  merits  of 
even  the  saving  of  a  fraction  of  an  inch  of  material 
or  the  elimination  of  one  screw  or  rivet.  Its  the 
liftle  things  that  go  to  make  up  the  big  ones.  Don't 
neglect  an  idea  V)ecau.se  it  appears  to  be  too  small. 
"Joe"  Kreuzer  is  over  one  hundred  dollars  richer 
because  he  worked  up  a  small  idea  to  a  big  one.

TOO  OLD  TO  STLT)Y? 

(We  are  indebted  to  "Old  Colony  News  Letter"  for 
mucli   of  tlie  following  article) 

"One  of  my  chief  regrets,"  said  a  man  of  forty 

the  other  day,  "is  that  I've  outgrown  the  student 

period   of   life  without   having   made   a   study   of 
history." 

The  fact  of  admitting  that  he  was  past  "the 
student  period"  indicates  an  impression  that  he  is 
growing  old,  yet  he  probably  would  resent  being 
told  so,  for  he  is  a  live  wire  physically,  but  old  ment- 
ally, for  he  has  ceased  to  believe  he  can  change  his 
habits.  No  man  is  so  old  that  he  cannot  take  up 
some  new  branch  of  learning  or  some  new  activity. 
Age  is  not  reckoned  in  years  in  business  or  industry, 
but  as  a  state  of  mind.  Of  course  mental  alertness 
will  not  prevent  a  man  from  dying,  but  it  will  keep 
him  from  growing  old. 

There  are  hundreds  of  examples  on  record  where 
men  long  counted  past  the  age  of  acquirement, 
astonished  the  world  with  wisdom  gained  after  the 
half-way  mark  of  our  allotted  span.  Noah  Webster 
studied  seventeen  languages  after  he  was  fifty 
years  old.  The  "Tiger  of  France,  "  Clemenceau, 
is  WTiting  good  fiction,  among  other  writings,  at  an 
age  of  four  score  years.  Gladstone  became  Premier 
of  England  for  the  fourth  time  at  eighty-three. 
John  Wesley  held  the  helm  of  Methodism,  and 
preached  daily  at  eighty-eight.  Titian  painted  his 
greatest  picture  at  ninety-eight.  Ludovico  wrote 
the  memories  of  his  time  at  the  extraordinary  age  of 
one  hundred  and  fifteen. 

History  abounds  in  examples  of  men  and  women 
who  scoffed  at  their  years,  and  became  famous 
through  their  own  efforts  long  after  the  accepted 
"student  period." 

In  the  year  1900  out  of  a  group  of  seven  thousand 
eminent  men  listed  in  "Who's  Who  in  America," 
only  si.rfeen  per  cent  icere  under  forty  years  of  age. 
Doesn't  that  prove  the  fallacy  of  thinking  one's  self 
too  old  to  study.^  Opportunities  present  themselves 
a  thousandfold  greater  in  these  days  than  in  our 
fathers'.  If  a  man  wants  to  study,  there  is  no 
question  of  age.  Most  of  us  admit  that  our  real 
period  of  learning  starte<l  after  our  school  days,  and 
he  who  thinks  he  is  past  learning  is  left  far  behind 
in  life's  race.  The  hours  of  labor,  especially  in  our 
own  industry,  are  such  that  we  can  work  and  still 
have  time  for  recreation  and  study.  Educational 
institutions  are  anxious  to  increase  the  knowledge 
of  the  worker  as  well  as  the  schoolboy.  Make  an 
analysis  of  yourself,  find  out  what  you  need  most 
to  know,  and  consult  the  principal  of  a  recognized 
educational  institution.  You  can  obtain  books 
describing  various  courses  from  the  Industrial 
Relations  Department,  and  we  will  be  glad  to  help 
you  prove  that  no  one  is  so  old  that  he  has  passed 
the  opportunity  for  greater  knowledge  and 
application.

WELL,  this  season's  play  is  all  over 
so  far  as  we  are  concerned  in  this 
northern  climate,  and  henceforth  until 
the  grass  comes  up  green  again  next 
spring  the  play  will  be  conducted  around 
the  fireside  by  word  of  mouth.

THE  HOME  OF  KODAK  IN  MEXICO  CITY 


JOINING  our  own  country  with  a 
boundary  line  of  1,800  miles  it  seems 
a  bit  strange  how  little  most  of  us  know 
about  Mexico,  our  sister  republic  on  the 
South. 

Mexico  is  a  country  of  varied  contrasts 
in  every  respect,  both  physical  and  social. 
A  wide  variety  in  climate  from  the 
tropical  to  almost  below  the  temperate; 
rugged  mountains,  vast  plains  and  sandy 
lowlands;  ignorance,  superstition  and 
poverty  on  the  one  hand,  and  a  high 
degree  of  culture  and  breeding  on  the 
other. 

Mexico  embraces  an  area  of  7(57, Ooo 
square  miles,  and  is  one  of  the  richest 
countries  in  the  world.  It  produces 
annually  about  0  ])er  cent  of  the  world's 
output  of  gold,  .'}()  per  cent  of  its  silver,  5 
per  cent  of  its  co])per  and  Vl  per  cent  of  its 
lead.  There  are  also  plentiful  deposits  of 
petroleum  and  as{)halt.    But  few  countries 


equal  Mexico  in  the  variety  of  its  vege- 
table and  fruit  products,  which  include 
coffee,  cotton,  tobacco,  oranges,  lemons 
bananas  and  a  host  of  others. 

Pre-historic  legends  have  it  that  INIexico 
was  first  settled  about  the  year  754,  and 
the  City  of  Mexico  was  an  Aztec  city  in 
the  year  1325.  The  present  City  of 
^Mexico  was,  however,  founded  in  13.37. 
The  population  of  Mexico  is  above  fifteen 
million.  It  has  never  been  possible  to 
take  an  accurate  census  for  a  number  of 
reasons  so  this  figure  is  only  an  approxi- 
mate one. 

The  growing  importance  of  our  business 
in  this  exceedingly  promising  country  led 
to  the  extablishment,  a  little  over  a  year 
ago,  of  Kodak  Mexicana  Ltd.,  with  head- 
quarters in  Mexico  City  under  the  man-

The  city  contains  many  beautiful  and 
imposing  buildings,  and  has  numerous 
public  squares  and  gardens. 

The  building  forming  the  home  of 
Kodak  Mexicana  Ltd.,  is  a  bit  different 
from  our  style  of  connnercial  structures  as 
you  will  see  by  the  illustration.  On  page 
2  you  will  find  the  picture  of  "Duke"  and 
his  staff,  including  two  other  Rochester 
boys,  Jacques  Roberts  and  Jose  Tristan. 
The  young  ladies  of  the  staff"  certainly 
measure  up  to  Kodak  standards  for  in- 
telligence and  good  looks.

ACTUAL  CASES 


FOR  safety  reasons,  the  railroads  do 
not  permit  any  one  excepting  those  on 
duty  to  ride  with  a  locomotive  engineer, 
and  persons  who  have  business  on  engines 
are  forbidden  to  distract  his  attention. 
It  is  frequently  seen  that  automobiles 
and  trucks  are  filled  to  capacity  and  the 
drivers  are  so  crowded  that  access  to  the 
brakes  and  gear  shift  lever  is  impeded: 
the  conditions  under  such  circumstances 
may  be  so  distracting  that  when  an  emer- 
gency arises,  a  crash  is  likely  to  occur  as  a 
result  of  this  interference.  If  similar 
conditions  existed  on  passenger  locomo- 
tives disastrous  wrecks  would  probably  be 
as  numerous  as  crossing  accidents. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  System  has 
often  operated  an  entire  year  without  a 
passenger  being  killed  in  a  train  accident, 
but  it  is  likely  that  if  locomotive  engineers 
treated  their  res|)onsil)iIity  for  the  safety 
of  passengers  as  lightly  as  many  drivers  of 
automobiles  do,  this  record  could  not  have 
been  made. 

The  report  cites  a  number  of  cases  of 
shocking  disregard  of  automobile  drivers 


for  the  safety  of  themselves  and  those 
with  them.  Among  them  are  the 
following : 

An  automobile,  occupied  by  8  persons, 
running  35  miles  per  hour,  ran  into  the 
side  of  a  locomotive  standing  on  a 
crossing,  all  the  occupants  being  injured. 

An  automobile,  occupied  by  4  persons, 
was  driven  into  the  24th  car  of  a  freight 
train,  killing  3  and  seriously  injuring  the 
other. 

An  automobile,  occupied  by  the  driver 
and  4  men  companions,  was  driven  into 
the  side  of  a  freight  train  standing  on  a 
crossing. 

The  driver  of  a  motor  truck  attempted 
to  drive  across  tracks  ahead  of  a  passenger 
train  after  other  automobiles  had  stopped. 
The  truck  was  struck,  one  person  being 
killed  and  one  injured. 

An  automobile  was  stopped  at  a  cross- 
ing on  signal  of  the  crossing  watchman, 
when  another  automobile  running  at 
high  speed  knocked  the  standing  car 
directly  into  the  path  of  the  approaching 
train;  one  person  was  killed  and  another 
injured.

FINISHING  CINE  FILM 


MOTION  pictures  as  a  form  of  amuse- 
ment and  as  an  educational  force, 
have  enjoyed  a  develoj^ment  never  before 
attained  in  such  a  short  time  by  any  other 
enterprise.  MilHons  upon  milHons  of 
people  all  over  the  world  every  day  in  the 
week  go  to  see  movies,  and  yet  motion 
pictures  as  we  now  see  and  know  them, 
only  date  back  to  about  1905. 

Since  we  are  the  largest  manufacturers  of 
motion  picture  film  in  this  country,  it  is 
not  strange  that  we  should  know  something 
about  the  intricacies  of  the  industry. 
There  are  three  distinct  divisions  in  mo- 
tion picture  production.  The  first  is  the 
studio  with  its  big  outlay  of  scenery, 
properties,  etc.,  its  director,  cameraman, 
and  actors.  The  second,  the  laboratory 
where  the  negatives  are  developed,  prints 
made,  and  the  film  assembled;  and  the 
third  is  in  the  theater  where  the  finished 
product  is  projected.  We  are  in  no  way 
concerned  with  the  first  step — only  Holly- 
wood knows  about  that,  but  because  we 


manufacture  the  film  it  is  necessary  to 
maintain  actual  apparatus  for  the  various 
processes  of  finishing  and  projecting,  so 
that  the  product  may  be  kept  up  to  the 
rigorous  standard  required,  and  so  that  it 
may  be  continually  improved.  It  is  thus 
that  the  Cine  Film  Finishing  Depart- 
ment, an  offshoot  of  the  Research  Labora- 
tory, comes  into  being. 

In  order  to  insure  clearness,  the  making 
of  motion  pictures  may  be  compared  to 
the  making  of  "stills."  The  man  with 
the  Kodak  is  the  studio;  the  laboratory 
process  is  the  developing  of  the  negative 
and  printing  on  paper;  the  result  he  gets 
is  pasted  in  an  album  or  hung  on  the  wall 
— that's  the  screen. 

After  the  "show"  is  taken,  the  negative 
film  is  sent  to  the  laboratory  to  be  de- 
veloped. It  is  first  wound  on  a  rack  or 
reel,  put  in  a  developing  solution,  fixed, 
and  washed  in  tanks.  Then  it  is  trans- 
ferred to  drying  reels  where  it  is  spun 
around  until  perfectly  dry.     Tlie  drying 
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DEVELOPING  TANKS 

room  must  be  kept  at  a  relatively  high 
humidity  to  keep  the  film  pliable.  This 
is  done  by  automatically  spraying  moist- 
ure into  the  air. 

The  film  is  then  taken  off  of  the  big- 
reels  and  rewound.  The  next  step  is  to 
cut  and  assemV)le  the  negative  into  two  or 
four  hundred  foot  rolls,  giving  it  the 
proper  continuity  according  to  the  auth- 
or's conception  of  the  story.  All  the 
blemishes,  fogged  strips,  and  imperfec- 
tions are  removed,  the  scenes  are  cut 
down  to  the  right  length  and  unavoidable 
duplications  extracted.  Then  too,  the 
titles  are  put  in  place  and  the  film  is 
spliced  together  on  a  semi-automatic 
splicer.     The  pieces  are  put  together  with

a  cement,  and  when  set  cannot  be  pulled 
ajjart,  neither  can  a  splice  be  detected  on 
the  screen. 

Next  comes  the  charting  and  timing 
operations.  Yesteryear  it  was  necessary 
to  rely  on  the  good  judgment  of  highly 
paid  men  to  assign  exposure  times  to  the 
different  scenes.  Of  late,  however,  this 
is  done  by  a  semi-automatic  machine 
called  a  sensitometer.  A  test  strip  is 
made  for  every  scene,  just  as  you  would 
test  the  exposure  for  a  Kodak  negative. 

The  machine  makes  nine  test  exposures 
of  each  scene  of  the  negative  and  after 
this  test  the  film  is  developed.  The  cor- 
rect exposure  for  each  scene  is  indicated 
by  a  number  on  the  picture  selected.   For

a  1,000  foot  reel  of  film,  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  assign  as  many  as  a  hundred 
different  exposures  to  various  sections  of 
the  negative.  The  process  of  "timing"  is 
the  most  critical  operation  involved,  be- 
cause it  determines  largely  the  quality  of 
the  finished  pictures. 

The  positive  process  which  comes  next, 
is  not  entirely  unlike  making  regular 
photographic  prints.  There  are  two  main 
differences,  however,  which  are  necessary. 
The  positive  must  be  made  on  a  transpar- 
ent base  so  that  when  light  goes  through 
it,  the  image  on  the  silver  sheet  will  be 
perfectly  clear.  Also,  because  of  the 
great  length  of  the  reels,  the  printing 
process  must  be  fast  and  efficient. 

The  negative  is  threaded  in  the  printing 
machine  along  with  the  positive  stock  and 
arranged  so  that  they  come  in  contact  at 
each  separate  picture  and  in  front  of  the 
aperture  through  which  the  exposure  is 
made.  The  amount  of  light  used  is  con- 
trolled by  a  special  rheostat  which  is  pre- 
viously set  by  placing  metal  pegs  into 
holes  according  to  the  exposure  numbers 
on  the  chart.  A  little  notch  made  in  the 
side  of  the  negative,  which  denotes  a 
change  of  scene  operates  a  device  on  the 
machine  to  change  the  light  as  the  rheo- 
stat is  set. 

This  positive  film  is  developed  and 
dried  in  the  same  manner  as  the  negative, 
then  after  being  rewound,  it  is  toned  or 
tinted  according  to  specifications.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  here,  that  over  80%  of 
the  film  is  now  colored  to  do  away  with

the  harsh  black  and  white  pictures  that 
used  to  give  us  a  headache  to  watch. 

Before  the  positive  is  ready  to  be  pro- 
jected, it  must  be  polished  and  waxed. 
This  is  done  on  one  machine  which  buffs 
oft'  all  spots  and  any  possible  foreign 
matter.  Wax  is  applied  in  fine  lines  near 
both  outer  edges  of  the  film  for  lubrica- 
tion purposes  in  the  elimination  of  friction 
while  passing  through  the  projector. 

All  of  this  done,  the  film  is  ready  for  in- 
spection on  the  screen,  and  there  ends  the 
work  of  the  laboratory. 

One  reel  of  film  which  is  a  thousand 
feet  in  length,  lasts  about  ten  minutes  on 
the  screen;  a  good  show  usually  lasts  two 
hours,  so  upwards  of  12,000  feet  pass 
through  the  projector.  This  means  that 
over  190,000  separate  pictures  are  shown, 
there  being  sixteen  exposures  to  the  foot 
on  standard  film.

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A  NEW  CATCH  FOR  THE  UNWARY 


THE  men  who  live  l)y  their  wits  are 
most  resourceful.  When  their  old 
schemes  fail  to  produce  they  are  quick  to 
devise  a  new  one  to  separate  the  unwary 
ones  from  their  money. 

The  fake  stock  promoter  and  his  sales- 
men have  not  been  finding  things  quite  so 
easy  due  to  the  publicity  their  activities 
have  been  receiving,  but  at  least  one 
trickster  has  come  forward  with  a  new 
one.  He  lets  it  become  known  in  a  most 
casual  manner  that  he  has  inside  knowl- 
edge of  stock  market  operations  and  is  a 
member  of  a  pool  to  purchase  certain 
stocks  w^hich  are  bound  to  go  up. 

He  is  apparently  most  secretive  re- 
garding the  whole  plan,  and  is  seemingly 
regretful  that  in  a  moment  of  confidence 
he  has  allowed  any  information  to  slip  out. 
Then  he  just  sits  back  and  waits.  Sooner 
or  later,  and  most  usually  sooner,  some  of 
the  people  to  whom  he  has  confided  the 
information  ask  to  get  in  on  the  proposi- 
tion. Finally  he  consents,  but  with  the 
warning  that  if  they  do  go  into  it  they  are 
speculating  as,  of  course,  he  and  his 
friends  are  not  infallible.  However,  he 
has  a  plan  that  will  protect  them  from  any 
possible  loss.  He  has  a  bunch  of  bonds, 
let  us  say  Rock  Island,  which  he  will 
deposit  in  a  bank,  together  with  an  agree- 


ment that  if  his  plans  do  not  work  out  in 
ninety  days  the  bank  is  to  hand  over  the 
bonds  to  his  co-investor.  He  points  to 
the  market  quotations  on  Rock  Island 
bonds;  they  can  be  turned  into  cash  at  any 
time  and  so  the  proi)osition  seems  air- 
tight. 

What  the  would-be  investor  does  not 
know  is  this:  a  good  many  highly  prosper- 
ous companies  whose  securities  are  now 
to  be  rated  for  safety  next  to  public  bonds, 
in  their  earlier  days  passed  through 
periods  of  deepest  depression,  and  some 
were  even  down  and  out.  Thus  it 
happens  that  there  are  in  existence  many 
defaulted  bonds  of  the  older  issues. 
There  are  crooked  dealers  in  these  w^ares, 
and  so  it  is  not  difficult  for  our  pool 
promoting  friend  to  get  hold  of  a  block  of 
them  for  a  very  nominal  sum.  It  is  also 
easy  to  locate  a  pen  expert  who  will  erase 
and  re-date  these  worthless  bonds. 

To  the  "come-ons"  these  bonds  have 
every  appearance  of  the  real  thing;  they 
accept  them  as  ample  protection  and  hand 
over  their  good  money.  It  is  needless  to 
say  that  the  friendly  promoter  has  van- 
ished by  the  end  of  the  ninety  days  period, 
and  the  "investor"  is  in  for  a  sad  few 
moments  when  he  attempts  to  realize  on 
his  bonds. 


WHERE  THE  DAMAGE  FALLS 


If  you  are  unhappy  or  uncomfortable 
mentally  or  physically,  you  cannot  give 
the  best  that  is  in  you  either  in  thought 
or  labor. 

This  is  such  a  self-evident  fact  that  it 
seems  scarce  worth  the  recording,  but  in 
every  organization  you  will  find  persons 
with  a  distorted  or  perverted  sense  of 
humor  who  delight  in  saying  things  to 
make  some  one  else  uncomfortable. 

Invariably  you  will  find  those  would-be 
humorists  in  the  non-success  class,  they 
are  one  of  the  mighty  army  of  "yes"  men 
and  their  shafts  are  directed  usually 
against  some  one  of  whom  they  are 
jealous. 


In  indulging  in  the  momentary  glow 
of  self-satisfaction  at  some  "Parthian 
shot"  they  overlook  entirely  the  fact 
that  they  are  doing  damage  to  themselves. 

In  many  cases  this  shaft  falls  harmless 
but  there  are  times  when  some  cruel 
remark  strikes  home  and  the  efficiency 
of  the  person  against  whom  it  is  directed 
is  destroyed  for  the  time  being. 

Lowering  the  efficiency  of  any  one 
individual  effects  the  w^hole  organization, 
and  upon  the  results  of  the  organization 
depends  the  success  of  every  individual 
comprising  it. 

So  in  the  end,  he  of  the  sarcastic  mind 
does  the  most  damage  to  himself. 
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TELL  THE  SECRETARY 


THE  success  of  the  Suggestion  System 
lies  in  co-operation.  If  you  have 
had  a  suggestion  rejected  and  you  do  not 
feel  satisfied  with  the  decision,  tell  the 
Secretary  of  the  Committee  about  it, 
and  if  he  cannot  explain  the  decision  to 
your  satisfaction  he  will  re-investigate  it 
for  you. 

It  has  happened  that  a  suggestion  has 
been  rejected  and  then  perhaps  six 
months  or  a  year  later  a  similar  suggestion 
has  been  adopted.  On  the  surface  this 
would  seem  unjust  but  you  must  take 
into  consideration  a  number  of  things. 
Our  organization  is  always  undergoing 
expansion,  and  many  things  suggested 
would  in  time  be  done  as  a  matter  of 
course.  Frequently  conditions  change  so 
that  an  idea  that  would  have  been  im- 
practical, say  a  year  before,  could  now  be 
profitably  adopted.  With  the  wide 
variety  of  suggestions  offered  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  so  index  them  that  all 
suggestions  offered  in  the  past  can  be 
checked  up  with  similar  ones  offered  a 
year  later.  Usually  this  is  possible,  but 
not  always. 

Some  suggestors  become  impatient 
because  they  do  not  receive  an  immediate 
report  on  their  suggestion.  In  practically 
every  case  the  suggestion  is  referred  to 


more  than  one  person.  A  copy  of  the 
suggestion  is  sent  to  every  person  whom 
the  Secretary  feels  would  have  some 
knowledge  regarding  it,  and  he  cannot  act 
until  these  people  report  upon  it.  All 
of  the  people  to  whom  suggestions  are 
referred  are  busy  with  their  regular 
work  and  so,  sometimes,  the  suggestion 
must  wait  until  they  can  find  the  time 
to  look  into  it.  Again  certain  experiments 
may  have  to  be  made,  or  some  matters  in 
connection  with  the  suggestion  looked 
up,  and  collecting  all  this  necessary 
information  takes  time. 

Sometimes  the  idea  is  not  clearly  j)ut 
and  if  it  is  of  a  technical  nature  the  Secre- 
tary may  not  l^e  aware  of  this,  and  sends 
it  out  as  presented,  and  so  it  may  be  de- 
layed or  rejected  for  this  reason.  If  you 
feel  that  you  cannot  express  your  idea 
clearly  do  not  hesitate  to  consult  with  the 
Secretary  of  your  Suggestion  Committee, 
and  he  will  he  glad  to  helj)  you  in  presen- 
ting it  in  the  best  possible  shape. 

Remember,  always,  that  the  Secretary 
is  your  friend,  and  that  at  all  times  he 
will  be  glad  to  aid  you  in  every  possible 
way  in  getting  your  ideas  across,  or  in 
making  further  investigation  if  you  feel 
that  vou  have  cause  for  dissatisfaction. 


OH,  WHAT'S  THE  USE? 

A  young  man  ran  for  the  legislature  of  Illinois,  and  was  badly  swamped. 

He  next  entered  business,  failed,  and  spent  seventeen  years  of  his  life  paying 
up  the  debts  of  a  worthless  partner.

It  might  be  w'ell  for  us  as  individuals 
to  do  the  same.

"whereases"  to  put  it  over. 

Let  us,  however,  take  stock  of  what  wc 
want  to  do  and  our  equipment,  physical 
and  mental,  for  doing  it. 

We  all  want  to  do  better  for  ourselves 
this  year  than  we  did  last  year,  but  we 
sometimes  forget  that  we  will  have  to  do 
better  for  every  one  else  to  accomplish 
anything  for  ourselves. 

The  job  we  have,  no  matter  what  it  is. 


is  a  partnership  affair;  we  are  dependent 
upon  others,  and  others  upon  us. 

It  takes  just  ordinary  common  sense  to 
realize  that  we  must  not  only  keep 
ourselves  fit  in  every  way,  but  that  we 
must  do  all  we  can  to  see  that  those  with 
whom  we  work  are  equally  well  equipped. 

We  cannot  expect  one  hundred  per 
cent  efficiency  in  ourselves  or  in  any  one 
else,  but  we  can  do  a  lot  in  raising  the 
average. 

If  we  have  the  will  to  do,  we  cannot 
help  but  stick  a  bit  closer  to  the  job;  to 
be  in  shape  every  day  to  give  the  best 
that  is  in  us;  to  avoid  wasting  our  time, 
or  the  time  of  those  around  us,  and  to  do 
only  the  things  we  know  we  ought  to  do.

A  NOVEL  :\IETHOD 

THE  correspondents  in  our  Service  De- 
partment receive  a  good  many  amus- 
ing letters  from  perplexed  amateurs,  some 
of  which  are  in  line  with  the  following  in- 
cident reported  by  "The  Photographic 
Dealer."

KODAKS  WIN  THREE  OF  FIRST  FOUR  BASKETBALL  GAMES 


With  basketball  as  usual  occupying  a  very 
prominent  position  on  the  K.  P.  A.  A.  sports 
calendar  we  point  with  pride  to  the  accomplishments 
of  oiu-  1923-24  team.  Although  a  successful  season 
was  anticipated  at  the  start,  the  team  has  given  us 
some  surprises  and  has  earned  the  support  of  the 
Park  en  masse. 

This  team  is  composed  almost  entirely  of  em- 
ployees of  our  plant,  it  having  been  decided  at  the 
start  of  the  season  to  confine  participation  in  the 
activity    as    far    as    possible    to    members    of    the 


Association  which  it  represents.  Every  one  knew 
that  there  were  several  good  players  at  the  Park  but 
after  the  first  game  we  found  that  they  were  even 
better,  very  much  better,  than  anticipated.  It  was 
the  original  intention  to  restrict  the  selection  of 
opponents  to  the  industrial  teams  of  Rochester  and 
vicinity  but  the  ease  with  which  our  boys  disposed 
of  the  Newark  club,  brought  the  desire  to  try  for 
higher  honors  and  the  fast  Tuscarora  Indian  team, 
a  rival  of  many  years  standing,  was  taken  on  at 
Lewiston.     Kodak   lost   by   foiu-   points   but   this 
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proved  to  be  a  "moral  victory"  witli  the  result 
that  the  team  journeyed  to  Batavia  the  following 
week  and  took  into  eamp  by  a  very  big  margin  a 
team  which  included  in  its  schedule  such  clubs  as 
tlie  famous  liuffalo  Hewitts. 

In  the  return  engagement  with  liie  Indians  at 
Kodak  Park,  our  team  ran  wild,  winning  .51  to  -29. 
In  this  game  "Steve"  Garvin,  the  Kodak  center, 
held  Harry  Patterson,  the  lanky  redskin  j)ivot  man 
to  three  baskets  while  he  in  turn  accounted  for  nine. 
"Steve"  scored  "iS  points  in  this  contest  and  finished 
by  calling  it  "just  a  fair  night." 

In  the  four  games  played  to  December  30, 
Kodak  has  three  victories  to  its  credit  and  only  one 
defeat,  having  scored  1G9  points  to  91  by  their 
opponents.

DR.  NIELS  BOHR 

December  5,  Professor  Niels  Bohr,  University  of 
Copenhagen,  Denmark,  visited  the  Research 
Laboratories  at  Kodak  Park.  Professor  Bohr  is  the 
originator  of  the  famous  theory  of  Spectrum 
Emission,  which  is  based  upon  the  concept  of 
C}uanta  or  doses,  as  it  were,  of  energy.  During  the 
last  ten  years  this  originally  unfamiliar  assumption 
has  been  verified  a  great  many  times  in  the  cases  of 
many  elements,  thus  giving  Professor  Bohr  a  great 
satisfaction,  perhaps  greater  and  deeper  than  that 
of  winning  the  Nobel  Prize  of  $40,000,  which  was 
given  to  him  a  short  time  ago. 

During  his  brief  stay  in  Rochester  he  found  time 
to  address  the  chemists  and  physicists  of  the  city. 

Professor  Bohr  marveled  at  the  wonderful 
applications  of  science  which  he  said  were  in 
evidence  wherever  he  looked  in  Kodak  Park.  The 
many  phases  of  fundamental  scientific  work  which 
are  under  investigation  in  the  Research  Labora- 
tories particularly  appealed  to  him.

"The  machinery  consisted  of  one  power  press,  one 
foot  press,  two  lathes,  three  drill  presses  and  one 
shaper."

The  Workman's  Compensation  Act  costs  the 
people  a  vast  sum  to  recompense  loss  caused  by 
industrial  accidents.  Almost  every  industry  spends 
thousands  of  dollars  yearly  teaching  safe  practice. 
So  mucli  money  could  be  put  to  other  use  if  we 
made  up  our  minds  to  think  of  safety  as  a  part  of 
everyday  religion.  Safety  pays  in  dollars,  it  pays  in 
bettering  conditions,  it  pays  in  saving  life,  limb  and 
suffering.

Nine  hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars  of 
unnecessary  loss  every  time  the  clock  ticked  one 
minute.  One  life  lost  every  half  hour,  and  the 
great  majority  of  those  were  of  women  and  children. 
We,  the  most  enlightened  and  progressive  country 
in  the  world,  to  have  such  a  record  is  not  only 
pitiful,  but  disgraceful.  Isn't  it  our  duty  to  correct 
it? 

Carefidness  can,  and  must  be  cultivated.  Get 
together  with  your  family  and  hold  a  regular 
Safety  conference.  Get  to  know  the  greatest 
hazards,  and  figure  out  how  to  avoid  them.  What 
about  your  kitchen  stove  flues?  Are  they  fire-proof? 
Have  you  a  metal  or  asbestos  mat  under  and  around 
your  stove?  Are  your  children  thoroughly  imbued 
with  the  danger  of  tampering  with  the  coal  and  gas 
stove?  Where  does  the  wife  keep  matches?  How 
about  when  you  smoke?  There  are  so  many  points 
in  fire  prevention  you  and  the  folks  can  discuss. 
Where  is  the  nearest  fire  alarm?  Can  the  folks 
reach  you  by  telephone?  Do  they  know  your 
telephone  number?

K.  O.  R.  C.  PARKING  STATION 

Officers  of  the  K.  O.  R.  C.  report  that  the  business 
of  the  parking  station  on  State  Street  just  beyond 
the  Rochester  Candy  Works  is  very  satisfactory. 
Much  of  the  original  plan  has  been  carried  out 
already  and  improvements  are  gradually  being 
made.  The  station  will  be  open  all  winter  with  a 
man  in  attendance  as  usual.  In  the  spring  as  more 
cars  are  driven,  the  whole  lot  will  be  opened  up  so 
that  there  will  be  plenty  of  room  for  every  one. 

The  caretaker  opens  up  at  7.30  A.  M.  and  remains 
at  the  station  until  about  six  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Charges  for  parking  are  $2.50  per  month  or  if  it 
is  not  used  steadily — 15  cents  a  day.  Gasoline, 
oils,  greases,  and  alcohol  are  sold  at  K.  O.  R.  C. 
prices  which  come  somewhat  lower  than  regular 
filling  stations.  It  might  be  noted  also  that  auto 
accessories  can  be  purchased  at  discount  prices  by 
getting  a  K.  O.  R.  C.  order  from  Mr.  Herbert  of  the 
filter  stock  room. 

Credit  whicli  was  formerly  extended  to  members 
at  the  filling  station  has  lieen  withdrawn  on  account 
of  the  expense  entailed  in  tlie  keeping  of  the  books. 
Present  arrangements  have  it  so  that  tickets,  $2.50 
each,  can  be  purchased  at  the  station,  or  cash  can 
be  paid  for  supplies  and  transient  parking.  Monthly 
statements  for  parking  will  be  sent  out  as  usual. 

It  is  recjuested  by  tlie  officials  in  charge  that 
persons  buying  gas  or  oil  do  so  eitiier  in  the  morning 
upon  coming  in  or  during  tlie  noon  period  rather 
than  in  the  evening  so  as  to  avoid  blocking  the  exit 
when  every  one  is  coming  out.  Members'  coopera- 
tion in  this  respect  will  be  greatly  appreciated.

THE  CINE  KODAK  PLAYS  A  NEW  ROLE  AT  THE 
FOLMER-CENTURY  WORKS 


A  new  field  of  use  has  been  discovered  for  the 
Cine  Kodak  in  reproducing  the  elements  of  a 
production  operation  at  the  Folmer-Century 
Works. 

In  order  to  test  out  a  certain  theory  in  this  regard, 
we  had  our  Cine  Kodak  man,  Mr.  Tuttle,  photo- 
graph Merianus  Mason  when  he  was  creasing  the 
leather  on  one  of  our  Graflex  camera  cases.  The 
photograph  shows  Mr.  Tuttle  turning  the  crank  of 
the  Cine  Kodak  wliile  Mr.  Mason  is  creasing.  Mr. 
Mason  is  creasing  the  morocco  leather,  which  covers 
all  Graflex  cases,  with  a  burnishing  tool.  This  tool 
is  heated  by  the  electric  hot  plate,  which  will  be 
noted  in  the  photograph  near  Mr.  Mason's  left 
elbow.  This  operation  requires  a  degree  of  skill  and 
the  design  is  done  with  an  exactness  that  demands 
close  attention  to  his  work.  The  main  source  of  light 
depended  upon  is  daylight,  and  artificial  light  in 
conjunction  is  used  to  supply  the  high  lights. 

The  result  obtained,  when  projected  with  the 
Kodascope,  shows  every  motion  made  in  performing 
this  operation,  also  the  characteristic  movements  of 


the  operator  in  handling  tiie  piece  of  work  in 
question.  The  pictures  are  made  at  the  rate  of 
sixteen  per  second. 

This  will  no  doubt  open  up  a  new  field  of  useful- 
ness for  the  Cine  Kodak,  as  the  projected  pictures 
might  serve  two  purposes;  first,  to  preserve  the 
elements  of  the  operation  for  future  reference; 
second,  as  a  means  of  eliminating  waste  motion  in 
industry,  which  would  mean  a  saving  to  the 
company  and  increased  earnings  to  the  operator. 

The  application  of  the  Cine  Kodak  can  very 
easily  be  seen  in  other  lines  of  industry,  and  the 
ease  with  which  the  actual  pictures  can  be  made  by 
one  unskilled  in  the  art  of  motion  picture  photo- 
graphy is  really  surprising.  The  ligliting  arrange- 
ment is  one  that  can  be  made  in  quite  a  simple  way 
and  does  not  require  any  special  fittings  outside  of 
reflectors  with  the  proper  nitrogen  Mazda  lamps 
of  approximately  500  c.  p.,  these  lamps  being 
connected  directly  to  the  lighting  mains,  first  being 
assured  that  the  fuses  are  adequate.  In  the  case  in 
question,  which  is  shown  in  the  photograph,  no 
additional  wiring  was  required.

THE  PUSSY-FOOTER 

"4  PUSSY- FOOTER  is  on  the  run  so 
-/A.  much  that  his  feet  get  mighty  sore,"  so 
remarks  John  Siddall  at  the  commence- 
ment of  one  of  his  inimitable  articles  in 
the  American  Magazine. 

In  explanation,  he  goes  on  as  follows: 

"The  other  day  I  had  luncheon  with  a 
big  banker,  who  told  me  that  some  of  his 
young  men  have  gone  up  the  ladder  like 
firemen  at  a  foiu'-alarm  blaze,  while 
others  have  made  about  as  much  of  a 
dent  on  the  institution  as  a  spoonful  of 
jelly  dropped  on  a  granite  pavement. 

"The  trouble  with  these  jelly  boys," 
he  said,  "is  that  they  never  learn  to  face 
facts.  When  something  hard  or  dis- 
agreeable comes  up  they  begin  to  pussy- 
foot around  looking  for  an  easy  way  to 
get  by.  If  they  would  go  at  it  and  ttirough 
it,  they  would  have,  at  worst,  only  a  bad 
half-hour  or  half-day.  By  trying  to  side- 
step it  they  let  themselves  in  for  days, 
or  weeks,  or  months  of  worry. 

"A  difficult  prol^lem,  squarely  met,  is 
never  as  bad  as  it  looks;  but  a  problem 
put  oft'  keeps  growing  like  a  snowball 
rolling  down  hill.  The  man  I  like  to 
promote,"  he  continued,  banging  the 
silver-topped  salt  cellar  on  the  table,  "is 
the  man  who  faces  facts — who  recognizes 
the  mathematical  affinity  between  cause 
and  effect.  I  want  men  who  will  admit 
that  a  spade  is  a  spade. 

"Some  men  try  to  kid  themselves  into 
thinking  that  a  spade  is  nothing  but  a 
nice  little  silver  spoon.  They  try  to  kid 
me  into  the  same  belief.  The  man  who 
doesn't  delude  himself,  or  attempt  to 
delude  anyone  else,  is  pretty  nearly 
priceless. 

"My  banker  friend  put  his  finger  on 
one  of  the  weakest  spots  in  human  nature. 
P^very  one  of  us  is  tempted  sometimes  to 
pass  out  half-baked,  under-done,  double- 
diluted  stuff — 'seconds'  and  cheap  sub- 
stitutes instead  of  first-grade  straight 
goods.  Most  of  us  do  it  because  it  is 
'the  easiest  way.'  And  then  we  sit  back 
to  wonder  why  we  don't  get  ahead." 
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PHOTOGRAPHY  PLAYS 

FROM  astronomy  to  zoology  you 
%vill  find  it  difficult  to  locate  a 
profession,  trade,  or  industry  in  which 
photography  does  not  play  a  part,  and 
very  frequently,  an  important  one.

The  professional  portrait  j)hotographer 
records  for  all  time  the  faces  of  our 
loved  ones,  and  preserves  for  posterity 
those  prominent  in  affairs  the  world  over. 

Last  and  by  no  means  least  is  that  vast 
and  ever  growing  army  of  amateur 
photographers  to  whom  the  Kodak  is 
constantly  revealing  new  delights.

A  VACATION  TRIP  WITH  A  CAMERA 
By  Frances  DiTCHfUKN 

Isn't  the  entire  year  a  grand  vacation  to  one  who 
loves  the  outdoors  and  just  simply  cannot  refrain 
from  recording  with  a  camera  memories  of  its 
beauties  and  thrilling  grandeur?  During  a  vacation, 
even  for  the  only  a  few  weeks  in  the  summer,  we 
can  profit  greatly  by  drawing  on  the  abundance  of 
beautiful  scenes  that  are  available  and  by  the 
inspiration  that  invariably  comes  to  the  seeker  for 
them.  There  are  always  so  many  slants  at  the  creeks, 
bridges,  woods  and  clouds,  as  well  as  at  all  activities 
so  characteristic  of  country  life,  that  one  can  almost 
say  there  is  not  a  part  of  the  country  or  of  natures 
paths  not  worthy  of  exploration. 

To  keep  ones  spirits  youthful  there  is  nothing 
quite  so  beneficial  as  travel.  Recently  I  was 
invited  to  accompany  a  party  on  a  short  trip 
through  the  southern  and  central  part  of  this  state, 
with  the  privilege  of  taking  as  many  pictures  as  I 
chose.  I  eagerly  accepted  this  invitation  and  we 
left  Rochester  on  one  of  those  gloomy  days  which 
promised  nothing  in  pictures.  We  followed  the 
road  through  mist,  but  there  was  a  feeling  of  awe, 
as  imexpected  scenes  loomed  up.  Here  and  there 
were  stately  elms,  oaks  or  hickories  fitted  against 
the  hazy  patterns  of  grain  fields  scarcely  visil)le  in 
the  distance.  The  small  hills  appeared  and  im- 
perceptibly increa.sed  in  height  and  frequency  as  we 
came  nearer  to  Mt.  Morris. 

From  there  it  is  every  ones  desire  to  follow  the 
quiet  dirt  road  leading  up  to  the  High  Banks  where 
some  of  the  rocks  seem  to  be  so  soft  that  they 
crumble  readily  when  exposed  to  air,  and  flake  off 
in  small  chip-like  particles.  Looking  from  these 
banks,  which  are  two  hundred  or  more  feet  high, 
over  the  scene  between  you  and  the  distant  horizon, 
you  are  apt  to  lose  yourself  in  wonder  and  ad- 
miration. The  huge  rocks  shout  behold  my  majesty, 
})ehold  my  power  and  yet  the  sparkling  stream 
l)eh)w  laughs  at  their  boasting  as  it  ripples  along 
gradually,  unceasingly  wearing  them  away  and 
carrying  the  small  particles  of  gravel  on  in  its  course. 
The  Genesee  River  winding  between  these  banks, 
sometimes  in  rather  al)rupt  curves,  makes  tiie  piioto- 
graphing  of  rare  pictures  a  real  pleasure. 

Four  or  five  miles  above  the  lower  end  of  the 
gorge,  the  space  between  the  banks  widens  and  in 
it  is  Smoky  Hollow  and  Gardeau  Flats,  once  the 
estate  of  ^lary  Jemison,  an  Indian  cai)tive  when  a 
young  girl,  an  Indian  liy  adoption  and  tlie  survivor 
of  two  Indian  husbands.  She  is  known  in  iiistory 
as  the  "white  woman  of  the  (ienesee."  Her  gra\e 
and  memorial  are  in  what  is  now  known  as  Letch- 
worth  Park. 

From  (iardeau  Flats  the  gorge  again  narrows, 
about  two  miles  aliove  them  the  banks  are  iiighest, 
probably  four  or  five  lumdred  feet  and  in  places 
almost  vertical.  Then  on  to  Letchworth  Park  witii 
its  thousand  acres,  its  jjrimitive  woods,  its  vertical 
high  banks  ranging  two  or  three  hundretl  feet  higii, 
its  ra])ids  and  triple  water-falls,  an  old  Indian 
Council  House,  and,  too,  the  highest  railroad 
bridge,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  in  the  state. 


We  bid  farewell  to  this  great  park  hoping  our 
pictures  will  truthfully  show  some  of  natures 
sublime  acliievements  there.  As  the  landscape 
blended  into  a  soft  gray  and  the  purple  hills  were 
left  far  behind,  we  realized,  how  true  it  is  that  the 
grandeur  of  a  mountain  is  best  appreciated  at  a 
distance,  when  it  is  silhouetted  against  the  western 
sky. 

The  joy  of  seeing  so  many  beautiful  spots,  enabling 
one  to  break  away  from  the  common  place  effects, 
should  make  any  photographer  eager  to  seek  farther 
and  I,  for  one,  was  keen  to  go  on.  After  leaving  the 
park  our  attention  was  attracted  by  the  children 
playing  around  a  farm  house.  We  also  made  some 
good  pictures  of  antiques  found  in  the  house  and 
stole  a  few  shots  of  the  farmer  as  he  was  busy  with 
his  work.  From  there  we  went  on  over  hills 
and  through  valleys  about  eighty  miles  to  Corning 
and  then  to  the  Big  Flats  of  the  Chemung  Valley, 
the  tobacco  growers  paradise  of  Southern  Xew 
York.  Here  the  Chemung  Ri\er  abruptly  leaves  the 
broad  valley  and  in  a  narrow  gorge  cuts  through 
the  hills  to  Elmira  where  it  enters  the  broad  valley 
again. 

There  seemed  to  be  many  places  of  interest  and 
beauty  to  visit  in  and  around  Elmira.  The  summer 
home  of  "Mark  Twain"  was  a  very  interesting 
place  and  Sullivan's  monument  as  it  sentinels 
many  surrounding  \alleys  proved  to  be  a  very 
picturesque  spot. 

We  came  to  a  placid  little  stream  beside  which 
stood  a  great  oak  tree.  There  we  sat  down  on 
convenient  rocks  or  on  the  bank  to  eat  our  lunch. 
Can  you  picture  us  sitting  there  peering  up  into 
the  great  sturdy  branches  of  the  overshadowing 
oak,  while  the  leaves  of  the  tree  clapped  their  hands 
at  recalling  what  a  mere  acorn  had  become.^ 

Going  north  toward  the  Thousand  Islands, 
through  Syracuse,  with  its  salt  works  and  university, 
and  many  smaller  towns  is  a  trip  not  soon  to  be 
forgotten.  Imagine  what  a  climax  to  leave 
Alexandria  Bay  in  a  i)oat  and  sail  through  groups  of 
islands  which  for  natural  beauty,  variety  of  scenery 
and  changing  aspect  are  unsurpassed  and  whose  like 
is  not  to  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  world.  At  every 
angle  the  eyes  are  met  by  rocky  banks  or  stately 
groves — islands  are  everywhere;  islands  where  the 
tireless  ingenuity  and  careful  workmansliip  of 
artists  and  arcliitects  have  reared  structures  of 
quaint  and  deliglitful  form.  Millions  of  dollars  have 
l)een  lavislied  on  summer  homes  fashioned  to  suit 
tiie  owners"  whims  and  ideas  of  beauty  and  comfort. 
Medieval  castles  nestling  in  primitive  forests  or 
overhanging  the  c|uiet  stream  give  it  a  charm  of 
myriad  fairy  islands  which  makes  it  seem  to  the 
imagination  a  veritable  paradise.  The  remainder  of 
the  tri[)  back  to  Rochester  was  through  a  productive 
farming  count r>-  along  tlie  shore  of  Lake  Ontario. 
From  among  tlu'  wealth  of  natural  and  artificial 
beauty  displaye<l  the  accompanying  views  have 
been  selected,  which  will  always  recall  a  delightful 
trip  aud  a  pleasant  vacation. 
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WHO  PAYS  FOR  IT? 


IF  your  neighbor  has  a  fire  who  pays  the 
insurance?  Why,  the  insurance  com- 
pany, of  course,  you  reply.  Yes,  but  who 
pays  the  insurance  company?  Losses  are 
paid  out  of  the  premiums  collected  from 
all  policy  holders,  so  the  policy  holder 
pays  not  only  for  the  protection  of  his 
own  property  but  for  his  proportion  of 
losses  as  well. 

The  cost  of  insurance  is  merged  into 
the  price  of  nearly  every  article  of  food 
we  eat,  of  clothing  we  wear,  and  of  equip- 
ment we  use.  In  this  country  the  common 
assumption  is  that  every  man  who  has  a 
fire  is  unfortunate  and  to  be  pitied.  In 
Europe,  a  person  having  a  fire  is  looked 
upon  as  a  public  offender,  and  must  make 
restitution  according  to  the  existing  lia- 
bility laws. 

This  is  without  question  one  reason 
why  fire  losses  average  less  than  fifty 
cents  per  capita  in  European  countries, 
while  in  the  United  States  and  Canada 
they  average  more  than  $2.50  per  capita. 
Of  our  annual  fire  loss  of  $350,000,000  or 
more,  almost  ninety  per  cent  was 
preventable. 

Carelessness  is  responsible  for  the 
majority  of  the  fires  in  this  country,  and 
if  all  of  us  were  to  exercise  the  necessary 
and  proper  precautions  most  of  this  enor- 
mous yearly  loss  would  be  avoided,  and 
our  insurance  premiums,  and  the  cost  of 
many  articles  we  purchase  would  be  much 
lower. 

Modern  industrial  and  commercial 
organizations  are  giving  much  thought  to 
the  proper  protection  from  losses  by  fire. 
Sprinkling  systems,  and  other  prevention 
methods  are  installed  and  maintained, 
but  no  system  no  matter  how  complete 
can  compete  with  the  carelessness  of  the 
individual.  Not  only  from  a  sense  of  duty 
but  from  the  standpoint  of  personal  safety 
and    economy   everyone    should    take    it 


upon  himself  to  avoid  doing  the  careless 
things,  and  to  do  the  things  he  knows  he 
should  do  to  i)revent  the  enormous  yearly 
loss. 

Fires  in  dwellings  are  mostly  caused 
through  carelessness  or  through  ignorance 
of  many  of  the  causes.  One  of  the  hardest 
things  to  convince  the  average  housewife 
is  that  oily  rags  stowed  away  in  a  closet 
are  a  source  of  grave  danger  from  spon- 
taneous combustion.  Very  many  danger- 
ous fires  result  from  this  cause.  Oily  rags 
should  either  be  burned,  or  stored  in  a 
metal  container  out  of  doors.  The  same 
precaution  should  be  observed  regarding 
oily  waste  in  your  garage. 

Before  attaching  electric  irons,  vacuum 
cleaners,  or  other  electrical  devices  to  your 
lighting  circuit  or  sockets,  consult  an 
electrician  as  to  the  ability  of  your  wiring 
to  stand  the  additional  load.  Electric 
wiring  systems  are  designed  to  carry  only 
a  certain  amount  of  current,  and  if  over- 
loaded may  cause  a  fire.  Very  many  fires 
have  been  caused  by  leaving  electric  irons 
with  the  current  on.  Disconnect  imme- 
diately when  through  using. 

Avoid  using  stove  polish  which  con- 
tains benzine  or  any  other  inflammable 
liquid.  Starting  a  fire  with  kerosene  has 
been  the  cause  of  numerous  fatalities. 

Do  not  use  gasoline  or  naphtha  for 
cleaning  or  washing.  There  may  be  safe 
methods,  but  gasoline  is  altogether  too 
tricky  to  take  chances  with. 

Another  common  cause  of  fires  and 
fatal  accidents  is  the  practice  of  hunting 
for  a  gas  leak  with  a  naked  flame.  Use 
an  electric  flash  lamp. 

To  avoid  fires  inspect  your  home  fre- 
quently from  cellar  to  garret,  and  see  to 
it  that  any  things  that  are  unsafe  be 
made  safe. 

Carelessness  is  your  worst  enemy  as 
regards  safety  from  fire.

The  spiritual  world  is  that  wonderland 
created  by  the  poets,  the  artists,  the 
musicians,  the  dramatists,  the  novelists 
of  our  race,^  the  seers  and  the  prophets. 
Its  foundations  were  laid  for  us  by  the 
author  of  that  august  epic  of  creation 
in  Genesis;  that  world  was  enlarged  by 
Homer,  who  added  new  races,  new  cities, 
and  the  immortal  gods  of  Greece;  Hero- 
dotus enriched  its  population;  Caesar 
annexed  Gaul  and  extended  its  boundaries 
beyond  the  Rhine;  Sir  Thomas  ]\Ialory 
added  valiant  knights  and  fair  ladies; 
Scott  gave  us  King  Richard  and  Saladin. 
Dante  peopled  a  heaven  and  hell,  and 
Milton  revealed  to  us  Satan  and  the 
hosts  of  militant  angels.  Shakespeare 
added  a  company  of  men  and  women  who 
are  indeed  ourselves  writ  large.  Kipling 
added  a  jungle  with  ever-living  animals; 
Hit  chins  a  desert;  Masefield  an  antarctic 
storm. 

The  kings  and  queens  of  the  world 
look  at  us  from  the  canvasses  of  Titian, 
Velasquez,  and  Van  Dyck;  its  beautiful 
women  and  children  from  the  canvasses 
of  Raphael  and  Sir  Joshua;  Rembrandt 
and  Franz  Hals  show  us  its  merchants 
and  craftsmen.  Millet  its  patient  workers 
in  the  open  fields,  and  Landseer  its 
animals.  Its  birds  and  l)utterflies  and 
flowers  sing  and  dance  and  bloom  forever 
in    the    nature    books.     The    wondrous 


skies  of  that  world  are  revealed  to  us  by 
Turner;  its  shady  nooks  by  Corot;  its 
rippling  streams  by  Thaulow.  In  that 
land  the  music  of  Beethoven,  ]\Iendel- 
ssohn,  and  Bach,  of  Handel,  Wagner, 
and  Brahms,  may  be  heard  at  any 
moment. 

But  leisure  is  the  most  dangerous  of 
gifts  in  the  hands  of  those  who  do  not 
know  how  to  use  it  wisely.  When  men 
and  women  spend  their  leisure  hours  in 
idleness,  in  vicious  gossip,  in  illicit  drink- 
ing and  gambling,  in  sexual  indulgence 
and  reckless  joy-riding,  the  more  leisure 
they  have  the  worse  it  is  for  them  and  for 
everybody  else.  They  depreciate  in  value; 
they  become  a  menace  to  society;  a 
burden  to  us  all. 

Character  is  determined  partly  by 
what  a  man  does  for  a  living;  but  more 
largely  by  what  he  does  with  his  leisure 
time.  Science,  invention,  and  big  busi- 
ness, and  a  more  equable  distribution 
of  the  products  of  industry,  will  surely 
give  to  us  an  increasing  amount  of  leisure. 
What  will  we  do  with  it? 

He  may  be  doomed  to  tend  a  tyrannous 
machine,  to  be  a  mere  cog  in  the  wheels 
of  a  great  industry.  He  may  be  forced  by 
circumstances  to  grind  all  his  days  in  a 
Philistine  prison,  but  the  eyes  of  his 
immortal  soul  need  not  be  blinded,  nor 
his  spirit  broken  at  the  wheel.  Whatever 
his  occupation,  free  and  rich  and  happy 
he  may  live  in  companionship  with  the 
great  spirits  of  all  time,  if  he  has  been 
taught  to  make  a  right  use  of  his  leisure 
hours. — Trained  Men.

WORKABLE  ideas  seldom  spring  up 
full  bloom;  they  are  far  more  usually 
the  result  of  concentrated  thought. 

Workable  ideas  are  worth  money;  they 
are  the  kind  that  creep  into  the  pay 
envelope. 

The  man  who  can  produce  workable 
ideas  must  possess  thinking  and  reasoning 
powers  above  the  average. 

The  ability  to  think  and  reason  clearly 
is  largely  a  matter  of  education  and  most 
of  our  education  must  come  from  the 
knowledge  acquired  by  others. 

The  man  who  confines  his  thoughts  as 
to  the  easiest  way  to  get  through  his  day's 
work,  and  to  a  careless  reading  of  the 
news  items  in  his  daih^  paper,  seldom 
produces  workable  ideas. 

The  editorial  staff  of  Forbes  ^Magazine 
seems  to  have  an  unusual  facility  for 
collecting  bits  here  and  there  that  are 
decidedly  thought  stimulating.  Here 
follow  a  few  of  them  from  a  recent  issue : 

"What  constitutes  the  diflference  be- 
tween the  success  and  the  failure?" 

"The  successful  man  usually  is  in  the 
right  place  at  the  right  time,  and  does  the 
the  right  thing.     The  failure  isn't." 

"An  elderly  man  was  left  to  watch  the 
gate  of  a  corral  containing  a  bunch  of  wild 
horses.  The  horses  spied  the  gate  open 
for  the  moment,  and  in  spite  of  all  the 
man  could  do  the  horses  got  out  before  he 
could  close  the  gate. 

"A  younger  man  working  with  him 
asked  him  why  in  blazes  he  hadn't 
stopped  them,  adding:  Tf  I  had  been 
there  I  would  have  stopped  them.'

"If  it  was  important  enough  for  him  to 
think  about  it,  and  to  issue  instructions 
about,  then,  clearly,  it  was  important 
enough  for  the  subordinate  to  attend  to 
properly. 

"A  little  thought  would  bring  home  to 
employees  that  no  business  would  be  run 
successfully  if  the  subordinates  were  to 
exercise  their  own  judgment  as  to  whether 
the  instructions  of  a  superior  were  to  be 
filled  or  neglected. 

"When  you  cluck  to  a  thoroughbred,  he 
gives  you  all  of  the  speed  and  strength  of 
heart  and  sinew  he  has  in  him.  When 
you  cluck  to  a  jackass,  he  kicks." 

Here  are  a  few  more  good  thought 
stimulations  from  Office  Optimism: 

"Jobs  are  held  down  between  8  and  5. 
Careers  are  built  between  5  p.  m.  and 
midnight." 

"Every  day,  every  week,  some  part  of 
our  time  should  be  put  into  our  futures." 

"And  bear  in  mind  that  you  don't  have 
to  be  twice  as  good  as  the  other  fellow  to 
be  considered  twice  as  good."

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I  AM  an  old  man  and  have  had  many 
troubles,  most  of  which  never  hap- 
pened." Just  who  was  the  author  of  the 
foregoing  we  do  not  know  but  it  contains 
a  lot  of  food  for  thought. 

Worry  kills  far  more  people  than  work, 
and  most  of  our  troubles  are  imaginary 
ones  anyhow — they  never  happen. 

— But  when  some  real  trouble  arrives, 
and  you  feel  that  you  just  cannot  see  the 
way  out,  take  a  lesson  from  the  splendid 
courage  and  fighting  spirit  of  "Christy 
Mathewson.  the  former  famous  star 
pitcher  of  the  New  York  "Giants."  At 
the  height  of  his  career,  and  seemingly  in 
perfect  physical  condition  he  developed 
an  obstinate  cough  which  did  not  respond 
to  treatment.  Upon  examination  he  was 
told  that  he  w'as  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis, affecting  one  lung  seriously,  and 
the  other  to  a  lesser  degree,  and  that  no 
hope  could  be  held  out  for  his  recovery. 

Did  he  give  up  and  accept  the  decision 
as  inevitable?  He  did  not;  the  fighting 
spirit  that  made  him  famous  was  still 
strong — far  too  strong  to  accept  defeat 
without  a  battle.  He  went  to  Saranac 
and  it  w^as  twenty-five  months  before  he 
was  able  to  make  his  first  short  trip  to 
the  outside  world. 

In  making  his  courageous  fight  for 
health  he  displayed  the  same  keen 
intelligence    that    made    him    famous    in 


baseball;  he  obeyed  the  rules.  For  months 
he  had  to  remain  practically  motionless, 
being  allowed  only  to  move  his  arms  from 
the  elbows  down,  and  he  obeyed. 
Recently  he  said;  "If  you  are  going 
through  with  a  job  you  ought  to  put  your 
best  effort  into  it.  If  it  takes  tw^enty-four 
hours  a  day  to  be  on  it,  then  you've  got 
to  he  on  it."  And  this  w^as  the  spirit  that 
pulled  "Christy"  through. 

If  trouble  comes  your  way  just  re- 
member "Christy"  Mathewson  and  fight 
it  out. 


MOST  people  take  an  unfair  ad- 
vantage when  they  ask  your 
opinion  regarding  something  by  stating 
what  they  think  about  it  first. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are  not  very 
many  people  who  really  want  your 
opinion;  what  most  of  them  are  looking 
for  is  a  confirmation  of  their  own. 

Realizing  this  is  perhaps  wdiy  so  many 
of  us  try  to  ascertain  what  the  other 
fellow  wants  us  to  say  rather  than  to  at 
once  express  just  what  we  think. 

Of  course,  there  is  the  chaj)  who  is 
"just  naturally  contrary"  and  who  was 
never  known  to  agree  with  any  one  else 
on  anything,  but  we  all  respect  the  man 
who  is  not  afraid  to  say  wdiat  he  thinks.

YOUNGEST  MEMBER  OF  K.  P. 
PIONEER'S  CLUB 

Reviewing  the  names  of  the  members  of  the 
Kodak  Park  Pioneer's  Chib  we  came  across  that  of 
WilHani  Zimmerli.  On  investigating  liis  record  we 
find  that  Mr.  Zimmerh  is  the  youngest  man  in  the 
club. 

"Bill,"  as  he  is  intimately  known,  began  work 
at  the  tender  age  of  1'^  and  for  five  years  ''tried  out" 
several  positions.  Finally  in  1898  he  was  overcome 
with  an  attack  of  patriotism  and  quitting  his  job 
attempted  to  join  the  U.  S.  Army  that  lie  might 
have  a  part  in  the  Spanish  American  war  which 
was  raging  at  that  time.  Because  of  liis  youth  he 
was  rejected  and  the  next  step  was  to  secure  for 
himself  another  position. 

Rumor  has  it  that  on  a  certain  very  warm  day  in 
the  early  summer  of  that  year,  June  27  to  be  exact, 
"Bill"  set  out  to  walk  to  the  lake  for  a  little  swim.

KODAKS  SHOW  CLASS  BY  DEFEATING 
GENEVA  EAGLES 

The  most  noteworthy  accomplishment  of  the 
Kodak  Park  basketball  team  durino;  the  past  month 
was  the  decisive  defeat  administered  to  the  crack 
Geneva  Eagles  team  at  Kodak  Park.

Kodak  has  scored  260  points,  an  average  of  37  per 
game  against  176  by  her  opponents. 

The  reason  for  the  good  showing  being  made  is 
that  the  boys  have  developed  a  smooth  running  club 
with  team  work  the  outstanding  feature.  "Steve" 
Garvin  at  center  is  leading  scores  to  date  with  80 
points  while  "Jimmy"  Weigand  is  second  with  67. 
Both  these  men  have  scored  an  equal  number  of 
field  goals  (31),  Garvin  having  had  more  chances 
from  the  foul  line. 


With  the  unusually  large  number  of  Industrial 
teams  in  the  field  this  season,  the  race  for  tlie 
cliampionship  should  be  an  interesting  one.  The 
use  of  professional  players  on  plant  teams  has  practi- 
cally been  discontinued,  most  of  the  teams  using 
only  regular  employees.  This  has  no  doubt 
stimulated  interest,  and  with  six  or  seven  clubs 
competing  for  the  Industrial  title  some  good 
contests  should  result.

ACCIDENTS  DIE  TO  NEGLECT  MOST 
NUMEROUS  IN  19^3 

Reviewing  the  Kotlak  Park  accidents  for  the 
twelve  months'  period  ending  December  31,  19^. 
Class  30:  Burns,  Cuts,  Infections,  Poisons,  etc.,  as 
usual,  lead  by  a  large  mnnber.  Thirty-three  per 
cent  of  the  year's  total  appear  in  this  group. 

Some  of  these  were  "true  "  accidents  although  the 
greater  number  were  the  result  of  carelessness  or 
neglect  on  the  part  of  the  employees  in  failing  to 
olitain  medical  treatment  until  complications  had 
developed. 

Next  in  order  are  those  under  Class  10:  Materials 
falling  and  dropping,  and  Class  ■2.5:  Falling, 
tripping  and  slipping.  These  two  groups  account 
for  another  thirty-four  per  cent  leaving  but  one- 
third  of  the  actual  number  of  acciilents  for  the  year 
to  be  distributed  among  the  remaining  sixteen 
classes.  Of  the  latter  strains,  pushing,  lifting, 
pulling,  etc.,  rank  next  with  a  total  of  thirteen. 

In  June  the  peak  was  reached.  The  record 
remained  fairly  consistent  until  November  when  the 
figure  again  went  up.  At  this  time  an  appeal. 
signed  by  our  Manager.  James  H.  Haste,  was 
circulated  among  the  employees  which  met  with  a 
most  gratifying  response,  the  result  being  that 
December  was  the  best  month  of  the  year.

The  group  of  people  as  pictured,  each  received  a 
personal  certificate,  worded  as  above,  as  proof  of 
their  interest  in  safety,  not  so  much  as  a  personal 
matter,  but  in  the  interest  of  the  community  at 
large.     These    students    have    gone    on    record    as 


becoming  missionaries  for  safety  practice  in  the 
shop,  at  home  or  wherever  they  may  be.  "Safety 
is  common  ground  on  which  all  wise  men  meet." 

The  school  conducted  by  the  Chamber  is  a  very 
practical  and  interesting  way  of  learning  the 
fundamentals  of  Safety.  .  Too  few  people  take 
advantage  of  the  school,  and  we  congratulate  the 
group  on  their  interest  in  taking  this  opportunity 
for  rendering  public  service. 


HOW'S  YOUR  SCORE; 


Possibly  the  greatest  pride  a  group  of  workmen 
can  have  —  outside  of  tlieir  actual  production  —  is 
a  perfect  mark  on  their  accident  record. 

The  greatest  menace  industry  lias  is  accidents, 
and  an  accident  is  something  that  is  absolutely 
individual,  that  is,  no  amount  of  education,  or 
talking,  or  reading,  can  produce  safety  without  the 
whole-hearted  cooperation  of  the  individual.  To 
use  a  current  phrase,  "its  up  to  you." 

While  accidents  are  individual  as  to  occurrence, 
tlicy  are  general  as  to  disaster.  Not  only  does  the 
individual  suffer  pain  and  sometimes  dis- 
figurement, but  his  family  suffers  from  loss  of  wages; 
taxpayers,  because  of  money  paid  for  accidents 
under  the  Workmen's  Compen.sation  Act;  and 
industry,  because  of  the  loss  of  the  man's  production. 


The  Board  tells  the  story  of  success  or  failure 
along  accident  record  lines  by  days  of  each  month. 
For  instance,  no  accidents  occurring  in  January  in 
your  particular  department,  or  group,  would  be 
recorded  as  twenty-seven,  the  number  of  working 
days  in  that  month.  If  an  accident  occurred,  for 
example,  on  the  tenth  working  day,  that  particular 
department  or  grou])  would  lose  credit  for  those  ten 
days,  and  start  again  at  zero. 

Five  groups  rang  up  a  perfect  score  for  19'-23. 
Safety  and  Sanitation,  Stock  Record  and  Foreign 
Shipping,  Inspection,  Tool  Supervision,  Office  and 
Dining  Room. 

This  year  we  are  looking  forward  to  every  group 
registering  "no  accidents."  We  can  do  it.  Every 
one  will  admit  that,  but  let's  prove  it.

WHO'S  WHO  IX  PICTURES 

Tliere  are  two  men  in  our  organization  who 
probably  see  more  of  our  people  who  are  employed 
in  this  plant  than  all  the  rest  of  us  put  together. 
They  are  Joseph  McVeigh,  custodian  of  Building 
No.  9  entrance,  and  Otto  Merkcl,  who  lias  cliarge 
of  the  entrance  and  exit  in  iJuilding  No.  4.  We 
have  sjjoken  of  "Joe  "  under  the  caption  of  "Who's 
Who"  in  a  previous  issue,  and  this  month  we  are 
telling  you  something  about  Otto. 

During  the  year  eighteen  himdred  ninety-six,  the 
Camera  Works  was  in  need  of  expert  wood  finishers, 
for  twenty-eight  years  ago,  a  great  many  cameras 
were  not  covered  with  leather,  as  they  are  today, 
Otto  was  apprenticed  in  tliat  line,  so  readily  proving 
his  merit,  he  worked  for  Frank  Dreiniiller  for 
fourteen  years.  Since  that  time  he  has  been  part 
of  the  Kodak  Assembly  organization,  his  chief  duty 
being  the  spraying  of  finishing  materials  on  Kodaks. 

Otto  was  born  in  Rochester,  of  Cierman  parentage, 
and  is  the  liappy  father  of  seven  children.  He  is  an 
ardent  Knight  of  St.  John,  his  picture  having 
appeared  in  local  newspapers  with  church  <lignitaries. 

Ri'calling  his  early  (hi\s  with  the  Ivistuian 
Company,  he  c<)inj)ared  the  tremendous  dilfcrences 
of  working  conditions  as  then,  and  now  existing. 
"Sixty  hours  each  week,"  he  told  us.  "Seven  until 
si.x,  Saturday  inckuled."  "One  man  brought  around 
the  wages  for  the  entire  shop,  and  it  was  about  a 
([uarter  to  se\en  Saturday  night  wlien  he  reached 
our  gang.  Work!  Those  were  the  days  of  real  hard 
labor.  The  sliades  were  kept  drawn  to  ])revent  us 
from  wasting  time  looking  out  of  the  windows,  " 
coutimi'ci  Otto,  and  to  modify  his  remarks,  he 
added:  "Ihit  then,  I  guess  we  were  a  pretty  hard 
bunch    to    manage,    because    there    was    no    such 


system  of  law  and  order  in  indu.stry  as  we  have 
today,  and  no  industrial  relations  ideas  either." 
Asked  as  to  his  opinion  of  the  truth  of  "good"  in 
the  "good  old  days,  "  Otto's  answer  was  not  com- 
[jlimentary  to  earlier  years.  "More  workmen  have 
automoljiles  now  than  had  bicycles  in  those  days, 
and  as  for  houses,  conveniences,  and  clothes, 
twenty-five  years  ago  seems  way  back  in  dark 
ages."  And  we  guess  Otto  isn't  so  far  wrong  in 
his  philosophy.

KEEPING  UP  TO  DATE 


Bookkeeping  in  some  form  or  other  is  as  old  as 
commerce,  and  commerce  commenced  shortly  after 
Mother  Eve  swapped  her  conscience  for  an  apple  in 
the  garden.  For  nearly  two  thousand  years  previous 
to  the  nineteenth  century,  bookkeeping  methods  had 
vuidergone  very  little  cliange  until  Yankee  ingenuity 
evolved  a  way  to  do  it  by  machinery. 

The  Kodak  Company  is  usually  abreast  of  the 
times  and  has  already  installed  five  Ikirroughs  book- 
keeping machines  of  the  latest  pattern.  About  half 
of  the  ledger  posting  is  now  done  by  machine  and 
other  leflgers  are  being  prepared  to  change  over  to 
the  new  system. 

The  change  has  not  been  made  without  careful 
consideration.  About  six  months  ago,  F'reeman 
Allen  of  the  ('redit  Department  and  Henry  Hrinker 
of  the  Bookkeeping  Department  visited  a  number  of 
large  firms  where  the  machines  are  in  use  and  made 
a  survey  of  the  results  being  producefl.  Their 
findings  justified  a  trial  and  while  results  are  not  all 


that  they  theoretically  should  be,  they  are  working 
fairly  well. 

One  of  the  main  difficulties  is  a  lack  of  trained 
operators,  but  this  lias  been  overcome  by  training 
five  of  our  own  girls  and  the  Bookkeeping  Depart- 
ment now  boasts  of  four  mighty  snajjjjy  operators, 
Helen  Smith,  Mary  Lynd,  Bessie  Leonard  and 
Matilda  Horn.

WHEN  GOOD  AIR  IS  BAD 


IN  the  era  of  the  hair  cloth  sofa  and  the 
whatnot,  with  a  sea  shell  souvenir  of 
the  Centennial  occupying  the  place  of 
honor,  night  air  was  supposed  to  possess 
some  highly  noxious  quality. 

Before  retiring  for  the  night  all  windows 
and  doors  were  tightly  closed  to  keep  out 
this  unseen  pestilence,  and  if  any  one  had 
"inflammation  of  the  lungs"  as  pneumonia 
was  called  in  those  days,  he  was  deposited 
in  an  air-tight  super-heated  room  because 
outside  air  would  surely  kill  him. 

We  have  to  a  large  extent  outgrown  this 
foolish  superstition  regarding  the  effect 
of  the  night  air  and  have  come  to  realize 
that  pure  fresh  air  is  always  beneficial. 

Most  of  us  believe  in  a  thorough  ven- 
tilation of  the  places  where  we  live  and 
work,  but  there  still  exists  a  misimder- 
standing  as  to  the  Cjuality  of  the  air,  and 
with  particular  reference  as  to  the  quan- 
tity of  moisture  it  should  contain. 

Death  Valley,  California,  is  the  driest 
desert  in  the  United  States. 

We  don't  think  of  a  desert  as  the  most 
healthful  and  pleasant  place  in  which  to 
live;  yet  the  air  in  many  of  our  homes  is  as 
dry  as  that  of  Death  Valley. 


We  do  not  let  in  enough  fresh  air  and 
we  do  not  keep  the  air  moist  enough. 

^Mien  the  air  is  warm  and  abnormally 
dry,  as  it  is  in  many  steam  or  furnace 
heated  homes,  it  causes  an  increased 
evaporation  from  every  moist  surface. 

Such  air  is  equally  unfavorable  in  its 
effect  on  the  skin  and  mucous  membrane, 
since  it  tends  to  make  them  dry  and  crack. 

Owing  to  this  constant  evaporation 
with  its  taking  away  of  heat,  the  too  dry 
atmosphere  may  cause  a  sensation  of 
chilliness  even  though  the  temperature 
may  be  72°  F.,  the  maximum  for  health. 

If  you  want  to  avoid  colds,  and  similar 
discomforts,  see  to  it  that  the  air  you 
breathe  is  kept  both  fresh  and  moist,  and 
at  a  temperature  not  exceeding  TO^F. 
Make  sure  that  the  water  pan  in  your 
furnace  is  kept  filled.  Keep  a  pan  or 
pail  of  water  on  or  near  your  stoves, 
registers  or  radiators. 

Grow  large-leaved  plants  in  the  house. 

— ^And  keep  a  window  open  to  some 
extent  even  in  mid-winter  so  that  the 
moist  outside  air  may  modify  the  indoor 
dryness.  Above  all  things,  keep  a  window 
open  in  your  sleeping  room  at  night.

A  TRUE  "Knight  of  the  Open  Road" 
is  our  "Doc"  Haskell  who  has  the 
job  of  properly  planting  our  familiar 
"There's  always  a  picture  ahead — Kodak ' ' 
signs  along  our  highways  from  coast  to 
coast. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  "Doc"  and 
his  truck  mate,  Sercu,  have  been  covering 
the  highways  through  the  South  and  West, 
and  certainly  have  met  with  adventure. 

"Doc's"  official  reports  are  far  from 
formal,  and  form  most  interesting  and 
entertaining  reading. 

Nothing  ever  seems  to  bother  him  or 
his  "side-kick;"  if  something  goes  WTong 
they  always  seem  to  find  a  way  out,  and 
proceed  on  their  way  rejoicing. 

A  recent  report  from  Southern  Cal- 
ifornia will  afford  you  a  good  idea : 

"We  met  with  our  first  real  accident 
Friday  afternoon  just  as  the  sun  had  gone 
down  behind  the  distant  mountains. 
Unfortunately,  it  happened  on  the  desert 
fourteen  miles  from  the  nearest  town. 

"Friday  afternoon  we  had  a  puncture 
which  I  had  repaired  at  Desert  Center 
which  is  a  wide  place  in  the  road  forty-six 
miles  from  one  towTi  and  jSfty  miles  from 
the  next  one.  It  has  three  houses,  a 
store  and  lunch  room,  and  a  filling  station. 
During  the  afternoon  we  had  two  'blow- 
outs' which  left  us  without  a  spare  tire. 

"One  of  the  tires  was  but  little  better 
than  junk,  but  I  hoped  that  by  slow  and 
careful  driving,  we  could  make  the  next 
town  on  the  one  flat  tire. 
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"After  driving  about  three  miles  the  rim 
buckled  and  came  off  and  then  the  wheel 
broke. 

"While  we  stood  viewing  the  damaged 
wheel  and  cussing  our  luck  and  scratching 
our  heads,  hoping  for  a  brain  throb,  a 
tourist  drove  up  and  wanted  to  know  if  he 
could  be  of  assistance. 

"He  had  a  big  touring  car  loaded  with 
four  people  and  baggage,  but  he  allowed 
Sercu  to  ride  on  the  running  board  to  the 
next  town  to  get  a  new  wheel. 

"I  remained  with  the  truck  because  of 
the  danger  of  having  the  truck  stripped  if 
left  over  night  without  a  guard. 

"As  the  truck  was  out  in  the  highway 
just  over  the  brow  of  a  slight  down-grade, 
the  tail  light  could  be  seen  for  only  a  short 
distance,  so  I  didn't  dare  to  go  to  sleep 
for  fear  of  some  reckless  driver  nudging 
the  truck  in  the  rear. 

"^^^len  I  heard  a  car  coming  I  went  uj) 
the  road  and  signalled  them  to  stop. 

"Midnight  came  and  no  Sercu  but  a 
very  cool  breeze  came  along  and  so  I 
skirmished  around  and  collected  some  dry 
branches  of  brush  and  trees  from  a  dry 
river  bottom  nearby  and  made  a  fire.  A 
pot  of  coffee  together  with  some  canned 
goods  and  crackers  I  had  on  hand  pro- 
vided a  satisfying  midnight  lunch. 

"I  could  hear  coyotes  barking  in  the 
distance.  I  had  no  fear  of  one  attacking 
me,  but  if  one  had  started  for  me  I  would 
have  shown  him  what  real  speed  was. 

"Towards     morning     a     faint     yellow 
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crescent  of  a  moon  sliowed  itself  and  in  an 
hour  or  so  the  glorious  sun  rose  and  the 
winter  of  my  discontent  was  made  glorious 
summer. 

"Nine  o'clock  came  and  no  sign  of  my 
'buddy'  and  the  new  wheel,  so  I  had 
breakfast  and  everything  tasted  sur- 
prisingly good.  Still  alone  at  one  o'clock 
and  so  I  prepared  another  meal  which  I 
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think  would  have  done  credit  to  a  ]\Iabel 
Stanton  lunch  in  the  Camera  Works. 

"At  four  o'clock  Sercu  showed  up  with 
the  new  wheel,  so  we  tidied  up  the  camp, 
put  on  the  wheel  and  were  on  our  way." 

This  is  but  one  of  "Doc's"  numerous 
adventures  and  we  wouldn't  be  surprised 
to  see  him  put  them  into  book  form  some 
day. 


A  WAY  OUT 


ANY  editor  will  tell  you  that  the 
hardest  thing  he  has  to  do  is  to 
write  an  editorial.

such  an  ignorant  lot?'  And  he  dismissed 
them. 

"At  the  next  meeting,  on  putting  the 


same  question,  he  got  the  answer,  'Yes, 
we  do,'  hearing  which  he  said,  'It  is  no 
use  wasting  time  and  breath  if  you  know 
as  much  as  I  do.     Good  morning.' 

"The  third  time  the  people  thought 
they  had  him.  And  they  answered  the 
usual  question  with  'Some  of  us  do  and 
some  of  us  do  not.'  The  Pundit  then 
said,  'Let  those  who  do  know  tell  those 
who  do  not,'  and  he  closed  his  book  and 
went  home.

HOW  I  SPENT  MY  VACATION

Early  in  the  spring  when  the  buds  are  coming  out 
on  the  trees  is  the  time  I  begin  to  think,  "Where 
shall  I  go  this  year  for  a  vacation?"  Sometimes  I 
plan  to  go  to  some  big  city  near  the  ocean,  but  when 
the  weather  gets  hotter  and  hotter  my  enthusiasm 
for  the  cities  gets  cooler  and  cooler,  and  then  I 
think  of  the  beautiful  lakes  and  scenery  up  in  the 
Adirondacks  and  the  cool  breezes  up  there  in  the 
great  outdoors  and  I  just  cannot  resist  the  call  of 
the  wild.  So  in  August  my  partner  and  I  went  to 
Old  Forge.  We  rented  a  light  canoe  and  made  our 
start  down  the  Fulton  Chain.  We  padtlled  tlirough 
First,  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Lakes  to  Inlet. 
Got  the  supplies  we  needed,  then  portaged  to  Sixth 
Lake.  You  have  to  be  careful  when  paddling 
through  Sixth  Lake  on  accounts  of  the  stumps,  logs, 
etc.,  and  in  my  estimation  it  is  a  daylight  proposi- 
tion. We  made  oiu-  camp  the  first  night  on  Seventh 
Lake.  There  are  some  nice  camp  sites  on  Seventh 
Lake,  and  the  fishing  is  good,  so  we  lingered  a  day 
there  and  enjoyed  ourselves. 

The  next  day  we  portaged  from  Seventh  to  Eighth 
Lake.  Eight  Lake  is  accessible  only  by  portage  on 
either  end  and  on  that  account  is  a  gem  unspoiled. 
Visionary  Indians  in  birch  bark  canoes  seemed  to  be 
gliding  on  the  water  and  I  just  lingered  and  let  my 
imagination  roam.  After  a  day's  sojourn  we  con- 
tinued our  journey  through  Brown's  Tract  Inlet. 
We  emerged  into  Rawuette  Lake.  The  first  thing 
that  attracts  your  eye  is  Blue  Mountain.  Its 
formation  resembles  an  elephant  and  says  I  to  my- 
self, "I'm  going  to  climb  up  your  back."  We 
looked  around  and  found  a  good  camping  site.  We 
put  up  our  tent,  cooked  our  supper,  got  out  our 
Kodaks  and  film  and  everything  ready  to  take  the 
early  morning  steamer  for  Blue  Mountain,  which  we 
boarded  next  morning. 

We  arrived  at  the  Marion  River  carry,  and  were 
transferred  via  the  rightly  named  "Rickety, 
Rackety  Railway,"  advertised  as  the  shortest  broad 
gauge  railroad  in  the  world,  to  another  steamer  at  the 
other  end  of  the  carry.  After  taking  on  the  pas- 
sengers, the  steamer  nosed  its  way  through  a  tor- 
tuous channel  into  the  Eckford  ciiain  of  Lakes, 
including  Utowana,  Eagle  and  Blue  Mountain 
Lakes.  I  believe  there  is  not  a  more  beautiful 
vision  of  lovely  scenery  to  greet  the  eye  of  a  tourist 
anywhere  than  the  view  you  get  from  the  steamer, 
as  it  travels  through  these  lakes,  .\fter  climbing 
Blue  Mountain  and  viewing  the  wonderland  from 
the  top  we  returned  by  the  same  route  and  reached 
our  camp  at  the  close  of  a  perfect  day. 


After  a  day's  fishing  and  loafing  around  we 
paddled  through  Raquette  Lake  to  Forked  Lake 
carry,  portaged  to  Forked  Lake,  paddled  through 
to  the  end,  then  portaged  to  the  state  lean-to  at  the 
head  of  Long  Lake.  Buttermilk  Falls  is  close  by  so 
we  hiked  there  and  took  photographs.  Returning 
to  the  lean-to.  we  found  that  more  canoeists  had 
arrived,  so  we  all  went  out  and  got  balsam,  fixed 
our  beds,  had  a  good  meal,  lit  our  pipes  and  swapped 
stories.  Some  of  the  boys  were  "Over  There" 
during  the  war,  and  had  some  interesting  expe- 
riences to  tell  us. 

Continuing  our  journey  we  paddled  to  Long  Lake 
village,  which  is  one  of  the  prettiest  little  villages  I 
have  ever  seen.  It  nestles  at  the  foot  of  high  hills. 
After  buying  supplies  we  paddled  to  the  end  of 
Long  Lake,  then  down  the  Rawuette  to  the  port- 
age, visited  the  Raquette  River  Falls,  found  a  good 
spot  to  set  up  our  tent,  made  a  good  meal  and  went 
to  bed  early.     We  were  tired  but  feeling  fine. 

The  next  day  we  canoed  to  Axton,  portaged  to 
Upper  Saranac,  canoed  to  Bartlett's  carry,  then 
carried  to  the  river.  The  scenery  along  the  river 
between  Bartlett's  and  Middle  Saranac  Lake  is  very 
beautiful.  We  paddled  through  Middle  Saranac 
Lake  to  the  southeast  corner  where  the  trail  to  Mt. 
Ampersand  begins.  We  camped  over  night  in  the 
state  lean-to  at  the  foot  of  the  trail,  and  early  next 
morning  started  up  Mt.  Ampersand.  It  is  easy 
going  until  you  come  to  the  Conservation  Station, 
where  the  sign  reads  "One  mile  to  the  top."  But — 
that  last  mile  is  the  steepest  climb  of  any  mountain 
in  the  Adirondacks.  It  is  almost  a  continuous 
stairway  made  of  pine  trees  nailed  together  with 
short  pieces  nailed  on  to  form  steps.  As  you  climb 
up  you  will  see  signs  on  the  trees  with  inscriptions 
written  on  telling  you  to  "Cheer  up,  the  worst  is  yet 
to  come."  "One-Half  mile  to  the  top."  "Lord 
help  us."  On  one  it  said  "Only  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
to  Heaven,  Thank  God.  "  But  after  you  reach  the 
top  you  get  one  of  the  finest  views  in  the  Adiron- 
dacks, for  you  are  right  in  the  midst  of  the  highest 
mountains,  Mt.  Marcy,  Mclntyre,  Whiteface  seem 
to  be  quite  close,  and  a  host  of  others  almost  as  high. 

The  Saranacs,  Raquette  River,  and  Long  Lake 
are  all  spread  out  before  your  eyes  and  to  the  lover 
of  the  great  outdoors  it  is  a  feast.  You  forget  all 
about  the  hard  climb,  and  we  retraced  our  steps 
feeling  well  repaid  and  glad  we  made  the  trip.  We 
paddled  down  the  beautiful  Saranac  River  into 
lower  Saranac  Lake.  We  found  a  nice  camp  site 
on  an  island  and  remained  there  the  rest  of  our 
vacation. 
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WHEN  YOU'RE  ON  YOUR  OWN 


"^T^HIS  talk  about  budgets  is  all  very 

-L  well  for  a  man  with  a  family," 
laughed  a  pretty  girl  the  other  day,  "but 
I'm  on  my  own  and  I  never  bother  to 
plan."  The  sympathetic  smile  that  went 
around  the  little  group  of  men  and  women 
she  was  with,  showed  that  others,  too, 
shared  her  opinion. 

But,  you  see,  while  earning  money  is  a 
business,  spending  is  a  business,  too, 
though  we  do  not  so  often  think  of  it  that 
way.  And  it's  a  good  thing  to  see  that 
the  second  step  is  done  as  efficiently  as  is 
the  first. 

One  of  the  ciuestions  you  ask  any  busi- 
ness man  about  his  company  or  factory  is, 
"how  much  money  did  you  make  last 
year?"  ^Yllat  figure  do  you  expect  him  to 
tell  you?  His  total  intake?  No.  You  are 
not  the  least  interested  in  his  gross  re- 
ceipts; you  want  to  know  his  net  profit; 
you  want  the  figure  that  represents  the 
amount  he  had  left  after  all  expenses  were 
paid. 

Ask  yourself  that  same  question,  "how 
much  money  did  you  make  last  year?" 
and  what  figure  comes  to  your  mind? 
Your  total  income  of  course!  Unfortu- 
nately our  thinking  about  personal  finance 
is  so  muddled  that  we  don't  apply  business 
ideas  to  our  own  incomes.  What  you 
"made"  last  year  is  the  amount  of  money 
you  had  left  after  all  your  expenses  were 
paid.  That  amount  is  your  profit  on 
your  own  skill.  Now  are  you  a  six,  or  a 
ten,  or  twenty  per  cent  investment? 

While  each  person  can  control  his  or 
lier  own  spending,  it  is  obviously  harder 
for  a  man  with  a  family  to  have  much 
profit  left  from  his  income  than  it  is  for  the 
person  who  has  only  personal  needs  to 
consider.  The  family  man  has  obliga- 
tions to  others  which  must  have  due  con- 
sideration. But  when  you  are  "on  your 
own,"  there  is  no  one  else  to  plan  for  and 
your  personal  business  has  the  best 
possible  chance  of  paying. 

But  curiously  enough,  exactly  the  re- 
verse is  true;  the  more  obligations  a  man 


has  (within  reasonable  limits,  of  course) 
the  better  paying  business  he  makes  of 
himself,  l^ecause  he  realizes  that  the  very 
first  step  toward  success  is  to  make  him- 
self a  paying  concern.  He  may  not  say  it 
that  way,  he  will  likely  just  say  he  wants 
to  "get  ahead" — but  it  means  the  same! 

The  first  step  in  getting  ahead  is  to 
spend  money  wisely.  Mere  saving  is  no 
virtue.  Money  circulates  for  spending 
and  upon  our  skill  in  spending  for  the 
comforts  of  today  and  the  security  of 
tomorrow  will  depend  our  health,  success 
and  happiness. 

Now  what  are  the  things  we  must  have? 
First  a  clean,  wholesome,  comfortable 
place  to  live.  If  your  family  is  near  so 
you  live  at  home,  there  will  be  comforts 
and  doubtless  some  obligations  not  found 
elsewhere  and  the  board  will  be  a  fair 
share  of  the  actual  expense.  Many 
parents  do  not  like  to  take  board  money 
from  daughters;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped 
such  a  girl  will  have  enterprise  enough 
to  lay  aside  for  investment  the  amount 
she  otherwise  would  spend  for  board. 
Perhaps  some  day  she  will  need  this  very 
sum  to  care  for  the  parents  who  are  so 
recklessly  generous  now.  Or  in  any  case, 
the  added  capital  will  help  while  the 
money  used  for  mere  spending  would  soon 
vanish. 

If  you  board  regularly  at  one  place, 
that  expense  will  be  a  fixed  sum.  If  you 
eat  here  and  there  at  restaurants,  selecting 
your  own  food  in  a  hurry  sometimes,  it 
will  be  worth  while  to  study  up  a  bit  on 
just  what  foods  are  best;  much  of  your 
chance  of  advancement  depends  upon 
physical  fitness  and  quick  mental  reactions 
and  these  in  turn  depend  directly  upon 
diet.  So  the  food  we  eat  has  a  very  close 
relation  to  progress.  Every  day  there 
should  be  some  fruit,  some  green  stuff  and 
some  milk  in  the  menu;  meat  and  sweets 
should  be  eaten  only  in  moderation. 

How  much  money  shall  one  spend  for 
clothes?      That   depends.     If  a   girl  can 
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make  pretty  underthings  in  odd  bits  of 
time  (and  it  isn't  hard  work  if  one  sticks 
to  simple  designs  and  avoids  much 
trimming  or  tedious  handwork);  if  she 
has  taste  in  getting  together  a  wardrobe 
that  will  harmonize;  if  she  keeps  her  shoes 
on  trees  and  her  coats  and  frocks  on 
hangers  and  brushes  off  the  day's  dust 
every  night,  she  can  look  well  dressed  on  a 
relatively  small  sum.  But  if  she  is  for- 
ever spending  her  money  for  the  newest 
and  most  extreme  mode,  for  colors  that 
are  striking  rather  than  becoming  and 
fabrics  that  are  novel  rather  than  w^ell 
made;  if  she  thinks  she  must  buy  every 
single  garment  ready  made  and  much 
trimmed,  she  will  empty  her  pay  envelope 
and  look  like — well,  you've  seen  her  and 
she's  past  describing! 

Every  girl  likes  things  as  dainty  and 
pretty  as  possible,  but  the  girl  with  good 
taste  gets  as  many  charming  clothes  as 
she  can,  but  hangs  on  to  her  sense  of  pro- 
portion and  keeps  some  money  for  other 
sorts  of  pleasant  things,  too. 

Along  with  the  consideration  of  the 
expense  of  living,  eating  and  being  clothed 
comes  the  thought  of  money  for  invest- 
ment. How  much  money  should  be  laid 
aside  each  month  for  this  use.  Invest- 
ment is  capital  in  your  own  private  busi- 
ness and  is  a  vitally  important  considera- 
tion. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  each  person 
will  make  a  definite  plan  and  stick  to  it! 
No  one  gets  ahead  very  fast  by  saving 
the  money  that  is  left — usually  there  isn't 
any!  The  way  to  save  is  to  save  it  first. 
To  take  it  out  of  the  income  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  month  and  then  get  along 
on  what  is  left.  The  monthly  purchase  of 
company  stock  oft'ers  an  ideal  plan  for  this 
sort  of  investment  for  one  may  have  the 
happy  assurance  that  each  hundred 
dollars  saved  is  put  to  work,  safely,  at  a 
good  rate  of  interest.  Also,  there  is  no 
loss  of  time,  hunting  around  for  a  reliable 
investment,  a  most  important  point. 
Successful  saving  is  balanced  saving — 
neither  so  much  that  physical  or  mental 
fitness  suffers  nor  so  little  that  one  lives 
from  hand  to  mouth  with  nothing  ahead. 


Successful  investing  is  equally  well 
planned  and  })rovides  for  present  emer- 
gency and  future  capital. 

After  all  these  serious  phases  of  living 
are  planned,  there  should  be  some  money 
left  for  advancement  and  for  fun.  Ad- 
vancement money  will  be  for  a  vacation, 
or  night  school,  for  good  books  or  an 
occasional  concert.  Fun  money — well, 
that  goes  for  things  you  like  to  have  but 
cannot  truly  say  you  need.  If  you  want 
to  check  up  on  your  spending,  add 
together  the  money  you  spend  for  ad- 
vancement and  luxuries  and  see  how  that 
compares  with  the  money  you  invest.  If 
you  are  successful,  your  profit  (that  is, 
your  investment)  ought  to  be  as  much  or 
nearly  as  much  as  your  advancement  and 
luxury  spending. 

As  a  general  thing  men  need  slightly 
more  for  social  expenses  than  girls  do  and 
girls  need  rather  more  for  clothing,  but 
the  totals  for  necessities  keep  pretty 
much  the  same,  so  opportunities  for  in- 
vestment are  about  equal. 

There  is  a  joj^ful  independence  that 
comes  with  having  a  pay  envelope  of  one's 
very  own.  And  this  joy  is  greatly  in- 
creased when  one  knows  that  the  money 
skillfully  earned  is  going  to  be  so  wisely 
spent  that  it  will  bring  good  health, 
pleasant  evenings  and  days,  friends  and 
books  and  also  a  reserve  that  will  assure 
the  continuance  of  these  good  things  in 
the  future. — Bell  Telephone  Xews.

We  have  worked  hard  and  faithfully  to 
make  our  plants  a  safe  place  in  which  to 
work,  but  there  seems  to  be  a  decided  lack 
of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  some  em- 


ployees regarding  our  efforts  in  this 
direction. 

Seemingly  the  time  has  come  for  more 
drastic  action  in  the  way  of  penalties  for 
those  causing  easily  avoidable  accidents. 

The  entire  plan  of  modern  accident 
prevention  is  for  the  protection  and  safety 
of  those  employed,  the  Company  profiting 
only  indirectly  through  increased  effi- 
ciency. 

There  will  be  no  let-up  in  our  efforts  to 
prevent  accidents,  and  also  hereafter  there 
will  be  no  letting  up  on,  or  letting  off 
with  only  a  reprimand,  those  who  are  the 
direct  cause  of  a  preventable  accident 
through  fooling  or  horseplay.

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WHAT  DOES  YOUR  BABY  PUT  IN  HIS  MOUTH 


WITH  over  eleven  thousand  people 
in  our  employ  in  this  country  there 
are  a  whole  lot  of  small  youngsters  who 
call  some  one  of  us  "Daddy,"  or  will  when 
they  get  old  enough  to  talk.  Quite 
naturally,  we  want  to  see  everyone  of 
these  youngsters  grow  up  to  be  strong 
and  healthy  men  and  women,  because  in 
all  probability  a  good  many  of  them  will 
be  Kodak  workers  later  on. 

Science  has  enabled  the  medical  pro- 
fession to  successfully  ]>revent  or  combat 
most  of  the  diseases  incident  to  childhood, 
but  so  far  no  sure  method  has  been  de- 
vised to  avoid  carelessness  on  the  part  of 
parents. 

A  recent  article  in  Hygiea  on  the  work 
of  the  Bronchoscopic  Clinic  of  Phila- 
delphia, leads  us  to  ask  this  ciuestion: 
"What  Does  Your  Baby  Put  in  His 
Mouth?"  and  to  follow  it  with  a  few 
words  of  caution  on  how  to  avoid  a  number 
of  very  serious  dangers.  The  director  of  the 
Clinic  states,  "We  have  dozens  of  tacks 
that  we  have  taken  out  of  the  lungs,  most 
of  them  are  of  the  brass-headed  type 
which  seem  particularly  attractive  to 
children  as  a  plaything.  Small  toys  such 
as  jackstones,  whistles  and  tiny  metal 
animals  are  well  represented  in  our  collec- 
tion of  objects  removed  from  the  throat, 
stomach  and  lungs." 

Children  should  be  taught  not  to  put 


inedible  substances  smaller  than  a  spoon 
in  the  mouth.  Coins  are  filthy  things  to 
})ut  in  the  mouth,  and  may  get  lodged  in 
the  throat.  Teething  rings  are  objection- 
aV)Ie,  but  a  coin  as  a  "tooth-cutter"  is 
worse.  It  is  careless  to  allow  a  child  to 
run  or  jump  with  anything,  even  food,  in 
its  mouth.  Bal)ies  should  not  be  put  on 
the  floor  to  amuse  themselves  until  after 
the  floor  is  cleared  of  all  small  objects 
such  as  tacks,  seeds  or  bits  of  coal. 

Children's  toys  should  be  inspected  for 
small  loose  parts,  such  as  eyes,  buttons, 
fragments  of  metal  and  wood. 

Babies  should  not  be  allowed  to  play 
with  corn  kernels,  coffee  berries,  seeds, 
small  marbles,  jackstones  and  the  like. 

Children  under  two  years  of  age  should 
never  be  given  peanuts,  peanut  candy  or 
any  other  kind  of  nut  candy.  They 
cannot  chew  the  nuts,  and  are  liable  to 
choke  on  them  and  draw  them  into  the 
lungs. 

Don't  set  a  bad  example  to  baby  by 
holding  a  straight  pin  or  a  safet}'  i)in  in 
your  mouth. 

If  you  see  a  foreign  body  on  the  tongue 
take  it  out;  but  if  it  has  gone  down  back 
of  the  tongue,  don't  trj^  to  reach  it  with 
your  fingers,  send  the  patient  to  a  phy- 
sician. 

A  button  box  is  a  dangerous  plaything 
for  children;  so  is  a  string  of  beads. 


GET  A  CLOSE-UP! 


THERE  is  a  story  told  of  a  verbose 
Scotch  minister,  who  one  Sunday 
noticed  a  man  sleeping  soundly  during 
the  sermon.  Horrified,  the  Preacher 
stopped  and  shouted  out,  "Stan'  up, 
Sandy  McGuckin,  stan'  up!"  The  una- 
bashed Sandy  stood  up  and  answered 
back,  "Luk  nearer  hame,  Meenister." 
The  Minister  looked — there,  in  the  very 
front  pew  was  the  wife  of  his  bosom — fast 
asleep ! 

It  would  be  a  good  plan  if  we  all  gave 
an  occasional  look  "nearer  hame,"  to  see 
if  we  are  awake.

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AUXILIARY  FIRE  ALARM  BOX 
RING  TYPE 

On  more  than  one  occasion  in  the  past  it  has  been 
demonstrated  that  some  us  us  do  not  know  the 
proper  method  to  pursue  in  sending  in  an  alarm  of 
fire.  This  matter  has  caused  Chief  Ruckoldt, 
head  of  the  Kodak  Park  Fire  Department,  to  feel 
that  a  few  words  of  instruction  and  guidance  will 
not  be  amiss. 

Try  to  form  a  mental  picture  of  what  to  do  in 
the  event  that  you  should  be  the  one  to  discover  a 
fire  somewhere  on  the  plant.  First  of  all,  keep  cool 
and  retain  your  presence  of  mind  to  the  fullest 
degree.  Go  to  the  nearest  box  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  fire  and  follow  directions  as  indicated  on  the 
instruction  card. 

There  are  three  different  types  of  call  boxes  lo- 
cated about  the  plant;  the  master  box,  auxiliary 
box  and  the  drill  signal  box.  The  master  box  is 
the  large  red  box  located  outside  of  certain  buildings. 
On  these,  instructions  are  printed  in  white  letters; 
"Break  Glass  and  Pull  Lever  Down."  The  lever 
does  not  move  very  far,  only  about  one  quarter  of 
an  inch  and  one  pull  is  sufficient.     These  instruc-

tions  should  be  sufficient  but  if  you  wish  to  make 
sure  that  the  mechanism  is  working,  place  your  ear 
close  to  the  box  and  you  will  detect  a  buzzing  sound 
that  will  convince  you. 

Of  the  auxiliary  boxes  which  are  placed  at  dif- 
ferent locations  inside  the  buildings,  there  are  two 
designs.  The  old  type  is  the  small  red  box  with  the 
window  in  the  door.  On  this  box  no  instructions 
appear  but  beside  it,  suspended  by  a  chain  is  a 
metal   hammer   which   should   readily   suggest   the

first  operation  to  be  executed  in  sending  in  the 
alarm.  Inside  the  window  is  a  small  ring  on  the 
end  of  a  chain  and  after  the  glass  has  been  shattered 
with  the  hammer,  pull  downward  on  this  ring  until 
it  stops.  Nothing  will  be  gained  by  tearing  it  out 
by  the  roots  as  several  people  have  done  in  the  past. 
As  in  the  case  of  the  outside  box,  one  pull  is  suffi- 
cient. The  other  auxiliary  box  is  the  new  push- 
button tjTJe  on  which  are  instructions  to  "Break 
Glass  and  Push  Button."  The  hammer  is  provided 
here  also. 

After  turning  in  an  alarm  from  an  auxiliary  box, 
go  at  once  to  the  master  box  and  direct  the  firemen 
to  the  exact  location  of  the  fire.  The  annunciator 
beside  the  master  box  will  show  the  approximate 
location  but  the  first  plan  is  better. 

Another  very  important  point  is  this:  If  you  see 
a  fire  some  distance^away,  do  not  turn  in  an  alarm

from  your  own  district  or  the  department  will 
respond  to  your  location  rather  than  the  one  in 
which  the  fire  exists.  You  can  save  time  by  tele- 
phoning to  fire  headquarters.  This  has  happened 
several  times  in  the  past. 

As  mentioned  before,  "Keep  Cool."  Be  sure 
that  there  is  a  fire  before  turning  in  an  alarm,  as 
false  alarms  can  easily  be  avoided  through  this  one 
practice.

JOHN  HARMON 

Father  of  Basketball  at  Kodak  Park 

John  Harmon  failed  to  attend  the  North  East — 
Kodak  basketball  game  on  February  8  and  the  result 
was  that  our  team  lost.  John  had  a  very  good 
reason  for  his  absence  it  is  true,  a  bad  case  of  "la 
grippe,"  but  when  a  group  has  come  to  depend  upon 
a  person  for  just  the  right  word  in  the  right  place 
and  the  word  is  not  forthcoming,  the  outcome  is 
often  disastrous.     Such  was  the  case  on  the  8th. 

Since  the  time  George  Washington  was  first 
referred  to  as  the  "Father"  of  our  country  this 
singular  title  has  been  conferred  at  different  times 
to  worthy  persons.  Kodak  Park  has  long  had  its 
parental  mentors  of  different  activities  as,  for  years, 
John  Sheppherd  has  been  regarded  in  this  light  in 
connection  with  noon-hour  baseball.  John  Harmon 
has  found  it  within  his  heart  to  foster,  not  one  but 
several  projects  of  the  more  or  less  "crippled" 
variety  and  is  credited  with  sustaining  departmental 
basketball,  twilight  baseball  and  other  activities, 
although  his  favorite  protege  is  semi-pro  basketball. 

It  was  John  who  encouraged  the  members  of  the 
lO^^-^S  basketball  club  to  continue  in  the  face  of 
adverse  conditions.  It  was  John  who  stood  by 
them  to  the  last  and  just  so  has  he  advised,  en- 
couraged and  stood  by  this  year's  team.  The 
defeat  administered  by  the  North  East  five  was  not 
relished,  naturally,  but  the  sliowing  made  by  our 
boys  was  a  victory  for  the  policy  under  which  the 
Kodak  Park  team  is  being  conducted.  Our  team 
was  made  up  of  employees  of  our  plant  while  that 
of  the  North  East  was  a  collection  of  so-called  stars 
drafted  from  everywhere  in  an  effort  to  win  games 
regardless  of  expense  or  principle. 

In  the  next  game  Kodak  lost  to  the  Paragon  five 
by  forfeit.  The  entire  contest  was  unsatisfactory 
to  the  Kodak  players  and  fans  and  it  was  only  after 
exhausting  every  possible  means  to  carry  the  game 
into  sportsmanlike  channels  that  Manager  Bright- 


man  was  forced  to  call  his  team  from  the  floor.  The 
Park  defeated  this  team  very  handily  a  short  time 
before  so  that  nothing  was  lost  through  refusal  to 
finish  the  last  game.

The  season  has  been  a  successful  one  to  say  the 
least.  It  has  helped  to  verify  the  predictions  of 
many,  that  Industrial  teams  will  eventually  return 
to  tlieir  former  basis,  the  elimination  of  the  pro- 
fessional element.  Practically  every  concern  whicli 
lias  "taken  a  flier"  in  professional  sport  has  returned 
to  the  plan  of  using  those  employed  in  their  own 
factory  and  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  this 
policy  will  be  universal.  Kodak  Park's  action  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction  and  others  will  soon  see 
the  advisability  of  this  plan  and  follow.

The 
other  day,  however,  while  conversing  with  Theodore 
Jansson,  of  the  Experimental  Department,  we 
changed  our  mind,  and  discovered  that  those  people 
who  work  out  problems  get  far  more  fun  out  of  their 
experiments  than  we  do  out  of  the  finished  article. 

We  asked  Theodore  to  tell  us  a  brief  story  re- 
garding his  early  dates  at  "Wireless,"  and  we  know 
you  will  enjoy  it. 

"I  first  started  experiments  in  the  year  1909,  in 
Boston.  In  tho.se  days,  there  was  no  public  in- 
formation on  apparatus  or  circuits,  and,  being  de- 
termined to  know  something  about  it,  I  sought 
until  I  found  a  man  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  who  told  me 
tlie  first  principles  of  Wireless  Telegraphy. 

"My  first  experiment  was  to  l)uil(l  an  "auto- 
coherer,"  from  a  glass  tube  containing  nickel  and 
carbon  filings,  and  using  it  with  an  80  ohm  receiver. 
This,  however,  was  not  a  success.  Next  I  built  a 
silicon  detector,  single  slide  tuning  coil,  and  con- 
denser, and,  attaching  it  to  the  original  unit,  was 
successful  in  hearing  test  signals  from  Brant  Rock, 
Massachusetts,  using  for  an  aerial  a  few  wires 
strung  over  a  house  porch. 

"One  year  afterwards — 1910 — 1  moved  to  Roch- 
ester, and  by  that  time  I  had  learned  the  code  then 
in  use.  This  knowledge  enhanced  my  desire  to 
build  a  stronger  set,  and  soon  I  had  a  transmitting 
outfit  of  about  a  ten  Watt  output.  This  proved 
successful,  but  weak,  and  in  1911   I  built  a  sixty 


Watt  spark  transmitter.  For  receiving,  my  equip- 
ment was  composed  of  a  loose  coupler,  a  loading 
coil  for  raising  wave  lengtlis  to  five  thousand  meters, 
and  a  Ferron  detector.  My  father,  being  also 
interested  in  "wireless,"  worked  with  me,  and  built 
a  variable  condenser  which  cut  down  interference. 

"During  the  year  of  19'21, 1,  together  with  twenty- 
one  other  fans,  formed  the  first  club  of  its  kind  in 
this  city,  known  as  the  Rochester  Wireless  Associa- 
tion. The  Federal  (iovernment  a  year  later, 
recognized  that  amateur  operators  could  work  for 
either  good  or  evil  in  event  of  war,  and  a  law  was 
passed  that  all  operators  having  transmission  units 
capable  of  sending  signals  beyond  State  boundary 
lines  should  be  licensed. 

"The  above  picture  of  the  transmitting  unit  was 
photographed  about  that  time.  The  unit  on  the 
left  side  is  the  receiving  outfit,  from  which  I  picked 
up  very  distinctly,  signals  from  Arlington,  \irginia, 
Cape  Hatteras,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  Sayville, 
Long  Island,  South  Wellfleet,  Massachusetts  and 
several  lake  boats.  These  stations  were  all  re- 
ceived on  crystal,  for  in  those  days,  tubes  were 
practically  unobtainable. 

"It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1914  a  manu- 
facturing concern  put  on  the  market  the  first 
'factory'  crystal  set,  which  was  listed  at  sixty-five 
dollars.  Today,  sixty-five  cents  is  about  the 
average  price  the  schoolboy  pays  for  parts  to  build 
one,  which  probably  gets  just  as  good  results  from 
local  stations  as  did  the  one  costing  one  hundred 
times  as  much,"  and,  added  Theodore,  who,  by 
the  way,  is  quite  a  philosoj)her,  "they  still  talk  about 
the  'good  old  days.'  "

RECREATION  CLUB  ENTERS 
FOURTH  YEAR 

The  Camera  Works  Recreation  Club,  after  three 
years  of  operation,  has  passed  its  trial  period,  and 
has  now  become  an  established  part  of  our 
organization. 

An  industrial  club,  covering  a  varied  programme 
of  activities,  is  not  an  easy  thing  to  maintain. 
Twelve  hundred  men  and  women,  living  in  various 
parts  of  the  city  and  surrounding  towns,  probably 
of  different  temperaments,  each  having  personal 
ideas  of  what  constitutes  sports  or  hobbies,  present 
cjuite  a  proljlem  to  those  responsible  for  the  Club's 
success.  That  fact,  coupled  with  a  strict  limitation 
of  funds,  is  proof  enough  to  make  the  Club's  Board 
of  Managers  feel  that  they  have  done  good  work, 
and  we  believe  that  each  member  who  has  taken  an 
active  interest  in  the  Club's  affairs  will  verify 
that  opinion. 

Reviewing  last  year's  events,  we  find  that  the 
most  popular  affair  was  the  picnic,  with  an  es- 
timated number  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
attendance.  We  have  heard  the  opinion  that  if  the 
picnic  was  the  only  activity  the  club  presented,  it 
would  be  sufficient  incentive  to  become  a  member. 
Be  that  as  it  may,  the  picnic  was  a  success,  and  we 
hope  to  do  even  better  this  year. 

The  Smokers  were  also  red-letter  events,  as  also 
was  the  girls'  party.  All  these  things  are  repeaters 
on  the  nineteen  twenty-four  schedule. 

Regarding  sport,  the  Club  has  financed  wholly, 
or  in  part,  indoor  and  outdoor  ball,  tennis,  and 
bowling.  Playing  cards,  checkers,  and  chess  have 
been  distributed  to  take  care  of  noon  hour  hobbies. 

The  Club  has  added  several  articles  to  its  physical 
inventory,  including  a  large  walled  tent,  a  talking 
machine,  a  magnavox,  and  a  show  case. 

It  may  surprise  some  of  the  members  to  know 
that  over  two  thousand  dollars  worth  of  employees 
merchandise — not  including  photographic  goods, 
was  handled  through  the  Club,  at  a  saving  to 
employees  on  an  average  of  twenty  per  cent,  on 
goods  purchased.  This  is  to  say  nothing  of  the 
hundreds  of  "discount"  cards  on  sporting  goods, 
etc.  which  are  given  to  any  member  upon 
application.

LEND  A  HAND 

Do  you  recollect  the  first  day  you  started  in  your 
present  job.^  We'll  warrant  you  do,  with  its  strange- 
ness of  new  surroundings,  new  faces,  new  job,  new 
everything — except,  perhaps,  new  confidence. 

Discounting  those  queer  folks  known  as  "floaters," 
that  is,  people  who  wander  from  job  to  job  and 
city  to  city,  seeking  "they  know  not  what,"  it  is 
(|uite  an  event  in  the  life  of  a  responsible  person  to 
start  a  new  job,  and,  very  often,  the  first  day  either 
means  success  or  failure.  Just  an  encouraging  word 
or  two  from  a  fellow  workman  at  this  important 
time  will  often  make  a  new  job  "friendly,"  and  a 
word  or  two  of  advice  will  often  help  a  new  man 
over  a  seemingly  rough  spot. 

The  success  of  any  big  institution  is  largely 
dependent  on  the  friendly  attitude  of  its  workers. 
Management  of  modern  industry  fosters  the 
friendly  idea  through  industrial  relations  work, 
athletic  clubs,  medical  service,  etc.,  and  naturally 
expects  each  employee  to  cooperate.  There  may  be 
some  people  wlio  have  the  attitude  of  "I  had  to 
learn  the  work;  no  one  helped  me;  learn  by  your- 
self, so  that  you  can  profit  by  your  mistakes." 
This  attitude  is  not  always  meant  in  the  spirit  of 
unkindness.  Some  people  really  believe  that  they 
are  doing  the  new  employee  a  favor  by  leaving  him 
to  work  out  his  own  salvation. 

Greet  the  new  comer.  Encourage  him.  Show  him 
where  the  wash  room  is,  how  to  get  to  the  dining 
room.  Tell  him  about  the  Recreation  Club,  about 
Sick  Benefit,  and  all  the  other  things,  you,  perhaps, 
had  to  find  out  for  yourself.  Apply  the  Golden 
Rule.    Get  friendlv. 


USES  OF  IODINE 

^  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Conference  Board  of 
Physicians  in  Industry  some  valuable  hints  on  the 
use  of  that  common  medicine,  iodine,  were  dis- 
cussed, which  are  wortli  while  passing  on  to  the  folks 
at  home. 

"Tincture  of  iodine,"  says  the  statement  of 
physicians,  "should  be  used  only  in  and  around  the 
wound.  It  should  be  applied  within  eight  hours 
after  the  injury  occurs — the  sooner  the  better. 

"Every  skin,  no  matter  how  clean  it  may  appear, 
has  thousands  of  germs  on  its  surface  ready  to 
poison  a  fresh  wound  before  Nature  can  build  a 
defense  against  them.  If  iodine  is  applied  imme- 
diately, or  a  short  time  following  the  injury,  these 
germs  are  destroyed  before  they  have  a  chance  to 
infect  the  wound.  If  application  of  iodine  is  delayed 
beyond  eight  hours,  the  germs  will  have  grown  Into 
the  wound  so  deeply  that  the  iodine  will  not  reach 
them. 

"One  thorough  application  of  iodine  is  enough  as 
it  has  no  healing  properties.  It  should  not  be 
applied  too  strong  as  sometimes  occurs  when  the 
solution  has  been  made  stronger  by  leaving  the 
cork  out  of  the  bottle  and  allowing  the  contents  to 
evaporate. 

"Apply  folds  of  gauze  (bandage,  not  cotton)  di- 
rectly to  the  wound.  Never  soak  the  gauze  in 
iodine  as  this  will  burn  the  skin.  Never  use  tincture 
of  iodine  on  unbroken  skin  surfaces  as  it  frequently 
irritates  and  often  blisters,  producing  in  turn  a 
wound  that  later  may  become  poisoned."

IX  THE  DAYS  OF  '94 


Tlie  above  group,  photographed  in  Chicago  in 
1894.  will  cause  many  a  reminiscent  smile  among  the 
"old  timers'  in  the  Company. 

The  gentlemen  in  this  group  formed  the  "shock 
t roups"  of  the  Company  in  the  famous  gelatine- 
collodion  war  which  waged  6ercely  for  a  time  and 
then  ended  with  an  armistice  and  coalition  of  the 
warring  forces. 

In  the  earlier  days  of  photography  the  process  of 
picture  making  was  very  much  more  complicated 
than  now,  in  that  the  photographer  was  compelled 
to  sensitize  both  his  plates  and  paper. 

Even  after  the  dry  plate  had  been  established  as 
a  commercial  success,  the  photographer  was  still 
compelled  to  prepare  and  sensitize  his  own  paper  by 
what  was  called  the  albumen  process.

Two  t\'pes  of  the  ready-to-use  paper  were  striving 
for  supremacy  in  the  market:  a  gelatine  emulsion 
paper  of  which  Solio  manufactured  by  our  Company 
was  the  leading  brand,  and  a  collodion  base  paper  of 
which  Aristo  was  the  leatler. 

A  right  merry  battle  ensued  and  which  ended  by 
Aristo  coming  into  our  fold. 

Whiskers  ami  mustaches  of  the  "policeman" 
variety  were  strictly  "the  thins""  in  those  days,  and 
it  was  a  brave  man  indeed  who  dared  to  face  the 
world  without  adequate  hirsute  adornment.

Sales  Department  for  quite  a  period. 
The  Xew  York  Branch  moved  to  its 
jjresent  address  in  March.  1906,  occupying 
three  floors  of  the  building;  it  now  uses 
the  equivalent  of  five  floors  and  crying 
for  more  room. 

Our  San  Francisco  Branch  now  located 
in  its  own  fine  building,  was  also  estab- 
lished in  1901,  and  was  burned  out  in  the 
big  fire  of  1906.

THE  INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS  DEPARTMENT 

HOW  IT  COVERS  A  WIDE  RANGE  OF  ACTIVITIES 


ON  the  fourth  floor  of  Building  Six, 
Kodak  Office,  you  will  see  suspended 
a  modest  sign  "Industrial  Relations 
Department." 

You  have  perhaps  heard  this  depart- 
ment mentioned,  or  noticing  the  sign  as 
you  passed  along  the  corridor  you  have 
wondered  just  what  were  the  duties  and 
functions  of  this  department. 

The  Industrial  Relations  Department 
was  established  in  1919.  It  took  over  the 
direction  of  a  number  of  departments 
already  existing,  which  were  concerned 
with  promoting  a  good  relation  betvreen 
the  management  and  the  employees,  has 
extended  these  departments,  and  created 
new  ones. 

To  put  it  as  plainly  and  simply  as 
possible,  the  job  of  the  Industrial  Rela- 
tions Department  is  to  assist  in  making 
the  employee  happy  and  contented  with 
his  work,  and  to  help  him  to  get  the  most 
out  of  his  opportunities.  To  help  him 
to  keep  in  the  best  of  condition  mentally 
and  physically,  and  to  try  and  point  out 
the  way  to  independence  when  his  more 
productive  days  are  over. 

The  Kodak  Magazine  is  published  under 
the  direction  of  this  department  as  this 
provides  an  ideal  means  for  informing  the 
employees  of  any  changes  in  Company 
policy  directly  affecting  them,  and  for  the 
bringing  to  their  attention  many  other 
important  things  affecting  their  welfare. 

Because  of  their  distance  from  one 
another,  each  of  the  manufacturing  plants 


of  the  company  in  Rochester,  as  well  as 
the  Executive  Offices,  has  its  own  employ- 
ment department,  in  charge  of  its  own 
employment  manager,  who,  however, 
cooperate  with  each  other  in  the  selection 
of  employees  for  places  open  in  any  given 
plant.  Correlation  of  employment  poli- 
cies and  practices  in  all  plants  is  under  the 
general  supervision  of  the  Manager  of 
Industrial  Relations. 

Our  Medical  Department  has  grown 
vastly  in  both  size  and  in  popularity,  and 
the  work  of  this  department  comes  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Industrial  Relations 
Department. 

The  Industrial  Relations  Department 
also  acts  in  a  supervisory  capacity  over 
the  activities  of  the  Kodak  Employees 
Association  (Incorporated),  the  Eastman 
Savings  and  Loan  Association,  the 
Kodak  Office  Suggestion  System  Plan, 
accident  prevention,  the  sick  benefit  and 
retirement  plans,  and  the  housing  service 
for  employees. 

Many  special  services  are  performed  as 
occasion  arises  such  as  making  appoint- 
ments for  employees  children  for  the 
services  of  the  Rochester  Dental  Dis- 
pensary, consultation  regarding  invest- 
ments, and  other  similar  problems  where- 
in the  employee  is  perplexed  as  to  just 
what  course  to  pursue. 

Altogether  you  see  the  Industrial 
Relations  Department  covers  a  pretty 
wide  range  of  activities  even  though  you 
do  not  hear  so  much  about  it.

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WHY  WE  SHOULD  DRINK  WATER 


DRINK  six  glasses  of  water  every  day. 
This  is  the  Doctor's  order.  Not  for 
the  invahd,  but  for  the  person  in  health. 
This  prescription  is  so  simple  and  in- 
expensive that  many  do  not  appreciate 
its  importance.  And  yet,  for  those  who 
have  good  health  and  wish  to  keep  it, 
plenty  of  water  every  day  is  an  absolute 
necessity.  "Plenty"  is  about  six  glasses. 
And  why,  you  may  rightly  ask,  is  so  much 
water  necessary  each  day? 

There  are  several  reasons.  To  begin 
with  water  softens  the  food  that  we  eat, 
making  it  more  easily  digested  and  ab- 
sorbed. It  aids  in  the  distribution  of  the 
digestive  juices  so  that  they  can  reach 
and  act  on  every  particle  of  food.  It 
is  necessary  for  the  blood  and  lymph,  and 
keeps  the  membranes  moist.  It  helps  to 
regulate  the  body  temperature  by  dis- 
tributing heat  to  its  various  parts  and 
by  disposing  of  surplus  heat  through 
perspiration.  And  last,  but  not  least, 
water  is  a  most  important  factor  in  the 
removal  of  waste. 

The  food  which  is  burned  in  the  body 
to  keep  us  warm  and  give  us  the  power 
to  work  and  move,  produces  waste  just 
as  the  burning  of  coal  produces  ashes. 
Then,  too,  there  is  a  constant  breaking 
down  and  wearing  out  of  the  cells  and 
tissues.  This  broken  down  and  worn 
out  material  is  thrown  into  the  blood  to 
be  gotten  rid  of  by  the  skin,  lungs,  kidneys 
and  intestines.  Copious  water  drinking 
aids  the  action  of  these  organs  and  pre- 
vents the  accumulation  of  poisons  in  the 
system. 

In  addition,  we  must  not  forget  that 
every  tissue  and  every  organ,  even  the 


teeth  contain  water.  In  fact,  the  body 
is  about  two-thirds  water  and  this  pro- 
portion must  be  maintained.  Every  day 
about  five  pints  of  water  is  lost  through 
the  various  organs  of  elimination,  and  this 
loss  must  be  made  up  if  the  human 
machine  is  to  do  its  work  properly. 
Since  only  a  part  is  replaced  by  the  food 
that  we  eat,  it  is  necessary  to  make  up 
the  deficit  which  amounts  to  about  six 
glasses. 

Simple  and  necessary  as  it  is  to  drink 
plenty  of  water  there  are  many  who  do 
not  take  a  sufficient  quantity.  Such 
people  are  accustomed  to  giving  their 
systems  less  than  the  required  amount, 
and  although  they  may  suffer  from 
headaches  and  indigestion  they  never 
dream  that  lack  of  water  has  anything  to 
to  with  such  disturbances. 

If,  therefore,  you  have  not  been  in  the 
habit  of  drinking  six  glasses  of  water 
each  day,  commence  to  do  so  at  once. 
Take  one  or  two  in  the  morning  before 
breakfast,  preferably  hot.  This  will  tone 
up  the  stomach  for  work.  Take  the 
other  four  during  the  day.  They  will 
act  not  only  as  a  flush  to  the  stomach 
and  intestines,  but  will  stimulate  the 
liver,  kidneys  and  skin  to  healthy  action. 
The  question  is  often  asked  as  to  the 
advisability  of  drinking  water  at  meals. 
There  is  no  objection  to  this  habit 
provided  there  is  no  food  in  the  mouth; 
otherwise  there  is  a  tendency  to  wash  the 
food  down  without  sufficient  mastication. 
Look  upon  water  drinking  then  as 
another  good  health  habit — and  make  it 
a  point  to  drink  six  glasses  every  day. 
Count  them  to  make  sure.

It  is  perfectly  all  right  to  own  and  run 
a  car,  or  any  other  pleasure  giving  device 
if  you  can  afford  it,  or  if  you  can  pay  for 
it  out  of  your  earnings  and  still  have 
some  money  you  can  put  away  for  emer- 
gency needs. 

Your  stock  may  not  seem  to  have  the 
same  value  as  money  you  have  saved  a 
bit  at  a  time,  some  of  it  at  perhaps  the 
.sacrifice  of  some  desired  pleasure,  but  as 
a  matter  of  fact  it  has  a  greater  value. 

As  a  stockholder  you  are  a  part  owner 
in  the  business  and  as  such  you  can  not 
help  but  have  a  greater  incentive  to  do 
good,  better  work,  and  to  help  those 
around  you  do  likewise. 


For  many,  many  years  the  Eastman

NO  INSU 

THERE  goes  everything  I  have  in 
the  world,  and  no  insurance." 
Thus  exclaimed  a  woman  at  a  recent  big 
apartment  house  fire. 

Investigation  showed  that  only  about 
ten  per  cent  of  the  occuj)ants  of  the 
building  had  their  property  insured. 

It  is  usually  tlie  folks  to  whom  a  fire 
loss  would  prove  a  dire  calamity  that  fail 
to  carry  insurance. 

Loss  from  this  source  seems  so  remote 
that  they  are  willing  to  take  a  chance. 

"Why,  I  don't  know  of  a  single  friend 
of  mine  who  has  ever  had  a  fire,"  or  "I 
have  lived  on  this  street  for  fifteen  years 
and  no  one  has  ever  had  a  fire." 

Yet  for  everv  minute  in  everv  hour  of

every  day  in  the  year  there  are  one  or 
more  fires. 

True  enough  you  may  pay  out  fire 
insurance  premiums  all  your  life  and  never 
suffer  a  loss  by  fire,  on  the  other  hand  one 
bad  fire  would  more  than  wijie  out  all 
you  had  expended  for  protection. 

If  you  have  a  mortgage  on  your  home, 
or  any  other  improved  property,  you  may 
rest  assured  that  whoever  has  loaned  you 
the  money  will  see  to  it  that  the  property 
is  adeciuately  insured,  and  that  the  })remi- 
ums  are  promj^tly  ])aid  and  the  insurance 
kept  in  force  during  the  life  of  the  loan. 

You  should  be  equally  particular  in 
I)rotecting  your  personal  property;  your 
furniture  and  your  other  household 
effects;  it  is  the  l)e.st  sort  of  good  business. 
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IT  TAKES  MORE  THAN  HONESTY 

THERE  are  some  honest  stock  sales- 
men and  some  honest  stock  pro- 
moters, and  also  many  an  honestly  con- 
ceived and  managed  concern  has  failed  of 
success. 

As  a  general  rule,  how^ever,  the  stock 
promoter  and  his  salesmen  who  approach 
the  small  investor  know-  their  proposition 
to  be  highly  speculative;  otherwise  they 
would  not  have  to  bother  with  him. 

Mr.  Small  Investor  right  here  will 
inquire:  *Tf  the  product  manufactured,  or 
to  be  manufactured,  has  merit  and  the 
people  behind  it  honest,  why  isn't  the 
project  bound  to  be  a  success  and  a  safe 
investment  for  me?" 

Let  us  get  away  from  generalities  for 
a  moment  and  absorb  a  few-  facts  as  re- 
lated in  "Advertising  Fortnightly"  by  a 
research  counselor. 

He  was  asked  to  research  the  possible 
market  for  a  new  office  device.  The 
company  manufacturing  it  had  a  hand- 
some new^  factory — a  model  of  its  kind. 
It  was  found  upon  investigation  that  the 
invention  was  an  authentic  office  labor- 
saver,  but  that  it  was  an  economical 
purchase  only  in  offices  of  large  size. 
The  number  of  such  large  offices  was  com- 


puted and  that  number  represented  the 
total  possible  market. 

So,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  factory 
equipment  could  manufacture  in  eight 
months  all  the  machines  this  country 
could  absorb  in  the  next  ten  years. 

The  enthusiastic  owners  and  inventors 
had  raised  $300,000  to  put  the  device  on 
the  market,  built  a  factory,  and  hired  an 
organization  only  to  learn  that  it  had  a 
total  possible  life  as  a  going  concern  of 
eight  months. 

Another  man  was  about  to  invest 
several  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  an 
auto  accessory.  Upon  investigation,  w  hich 
he  before  had  not  deemed  necessary,  it 
was  found  that  this  accessory  w'as  an 
almost  wholly  obsolete  equipment. 

Other  similar  cases  could  be  cited,  did 
space  permit,  but  the  ones  above  related 
are  sufficient  to  bring  out  the  point  we 
wish  to  make  and  that  is  just  this: 

The  honesty  of  the  concern  and  the 
practicability  of  the  product  do  not  insure 
success;  there  are  many  other  important 
factors  to  be  considered. 

The  average  small  investor,  and  quite 
often  the  managers  of  the  corporation  in 
which  he  is  asked  to  invest,  have  had 
little  or  no  experience  in  finance  and  in 
management,  and  so  have  no  means  of 
determining  within  a  very  w'ide  range  the 
possibilities  for  success — or  failure. 

If  any  stock  proposition  looks  good  to 
you,  do  not  pin  your  faith  on  what  the 
salesman  or  any  of  his  printed  literature 
may  tell  you. 

Both  he  and  the  concern  he  represents 
may  be  honest  and  sincere  but  they  may 
not  be  in  possession  of  all  the  facts. 

Investigate  thoroughly  before  you  part 
W'ith  any  of  your  dollars.  The  safest 
way  is  to  consult  with  the  representative 
of  the  Investors'  Protective  Committee 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  your 
plant. 

If  he  has  not  the  information  at  hand 
he  will  get  it  for  you.

OF  COMMUNITY  CHEST 


Another  month,  and  we  will  be  in  the  midst  of 
the  annual  campaign  to  raise  funds  to  refill  the 
Community  Chest  that  it  may  continue  its  work  of 
assisting  the  local  philanthropies  in  their  help  to 
the  needy  of  Rochester. 

Kodak  Park  has  been  generous  in  assuming  its 
share  of  responsibility  in  past  years  and  may  be 
depended  upon  to  do  so  again  and  again.  Perhaps 
one  reason  why  the  call  has  met  with  such  satis- 
factory response  is  that  the  employees  have  had 
an  opportunity  to  learn,  first  hand,  what  is  being 
accomplished  with  the  funds  and  how  the  different 
institutions  are  conducted  through  the  visiting 
committees  selected  from  among  the  employees. 
This  plan  was  inaugurated  a  few  years  ago  and  its 
benefits  and  values  realized  at  the  start. 

Following  the  decision  made  a  few  weeks  ago  a 
schedule  was  prepared,  representives  selected  and 
visits  resumed.  The  first  committee  visited  the 
Highland  Hospital  and  the  Church  Home  on 
March  20.  Following  is  a  condensed  report  of  their 
impressions: 

In  order  to  know  what  is  actually  being  done 
by  and  through  the  Community  Chest  one  should 
visit  some  of  our  institutions,  as  we  had  the  occa- 
sion of  doing  on  March  20,  when,  as  a  com- 
mittee, we  called  at  the  Highland  Hospital.  We 
were  received  as  might  be  expected,  in  a  most 
welcome  manner  by  Dr.  George  Landers,  the 
Superintendent,  and  conducted  through  the 
institution  from  top  to  bottom.  We  viewed 
room  after  room — neat,  clean,  well  lighted  and 
well  ventilated,  saw  alert  efficient  nurses  admin- 
istering to  patients,  visited  the  kitchen,  dining 
rooms,  store  rooms  and  nurses  home  and  found 
everything  worthy  of  the  highest  compliment. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  departments  of 
this  hospital  is  the  Pathological  Laboratory  oc- 
cupying a  large  portion  of  the  third  floor.  Here 
expert  scientists  were  busily  engaged  in  making 
diagnoses  of  all  types  of  ailments  and  assisting 
in  the  treatment  of  many  obstinate  and  serious 
cases.  The  X-Ray  Department  was  also  most 
interesting,  the  equipment  being  modern  and 
complete.  This  was  one  place  where  we  felt 
somewhat  at  home  in  view  of  the  great  amount  of 
Eastman  film  required  for  this  wonderful  work. 
Enough  can  not  be  said  in  favor  of  Dr.  Landers, 
Miss  Doud  and  other  members  of  the  staff  with 
whom  we  came  in  contact  for  their  willingness 
to  answer  all  questions,  explain  details  and  give 
information. 

We  next  called  at  the  Church  Home  on  Mt. 
Hope  Avenue.  Here  we  were  shown  through  the 
building  by  the  Superintendent,  Mrs.. \rtluir,  who 
told  about  the  work  they  are  doing  and  we  left 
with  a  very  good  opinion  of  the  home. 

At  this  institution  both  aged  and  young  people 
arc  care<l  for.  The  children  are  given  the  regidar 
educational  advantages,  have  cloiin  cheerful 
living  accommodations,  wholesale  food,  excellent 
religious  supervision  and  good  home  environment.

On  the  occasion  of  our  nusit  to  St.  Mary's 
hospital  on  March  27,  we  were  very  much  pleased 
and  just  a  trifle  surprised  with  the  excellency  of 
conditions  as  we  found  them.  ^ 

The  Sister  Superior  conducted  us  through  the 
institution,  answering  questions  and  explaining 
as  we  sent.  The  completeness  of  the  equipment, 
silent  efficiency  of  the  nurses  and  attendants, 
cheerfidness  of  the  patients  and  hospitable  atti- 
tude of  eV'Cryone  with  whom  we  came  in  contact 
brought  home  most  forcibly  the  great  apprecia- 
tion of  the  Community  Chest  by  those  who  are  in 
direct  contact  with  its  advantages  and  benefits. 

After  leaving  the  Hospital  we  visited  St. 
Mary's  Orphan  Asylum.  Here  the  most  im- 
pressing feature  was  the  cheerfulness  of  the 
children.  We  were  taken  into  a  room  wherein 
35  or  40  youngsters  were  enjoyed  their  recreation 
period  before  supper  and  the  manner  in  which 
they  greeted  the  good  Sister,  clinging  to  her, 
showing  their  toys  and  asking  questions  told  a 
story  in  itself  of  the  care  and  love  with  which  they 
are  favored. 

The  buildings  are  modern,  well  ventilated  and 
immaculately  clean.  We  were  impressed  with 
the  well  equipped  kitchen  and  cheerful  dining 
rooms.  Over  300  children,  deprived  of  their 
own  homes  are  cared  for  here,  given  most  of  the 
advantages  of  our  own  children  and  moulded 
into  valuable  citizens.  We  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  a  former  graduate  of  this  institution 
who  was  visiting  his  old  home  in  company  with 
his  wife.  This  man  is  now  a  buyer  for  one  of  the 
large  department  stores  of  the  middle  west  and 
only  just  returned  from  his  annual  trip  abroad 
He  was  very  liberal  in  his  praise  of  tlie  Home 
where  he  received  his  early  training,  and  stated 
that  whenever  he  was  in  this  part  of  the  country 
he  made  it  a  point  to  come  to  Rochester  and  see 
his  old  friends. 

We  have  only  praise  and  commendations  for 
the  institutes  we  visited,  and  take  pleasure  in 
passing  our  experience  along  to  our  fellow  em- 
ployees.

The  remaining  accidents  were  in  Class 
2 — Woodworking  ^Machinery,  Class  27 — Strains, 
pushing  and  lifting,  and  Class  35 — Construction  and 
Repairs.

MANY  NEW  MEMBERS  SECURED  BY  EASTMAN  SAVINGS 
AND  LOAN  ASSOCL\TION 


Some  time  ago  Mr.  Haste  appointed  a  committee 
to  consider  means  of  increasing  the  number  of  Kodak 
Park  subscribers  to  the  Eastman  Savings  &  Loan 
Association  and  the  outcome  of  their  survey  was  the 
campaign  which  has  been  under  way  since  the  first 
of  March. 

Representatives  were  appointed  in  each  depart- 
ment, a  meeting  was  held  and  the  plans  outlined  to 
them  with  the  result  that  the  percentage  of  sub- 
scribers has  increased  from  30  to  50,  up  to  March 
'27. 

At  the  time  the  campaign  was  launched,  Kodak 
Park  subscribers  had  on  deposit  something  like 
$412,000.00,  while  over  $600,000.00  had  been  loaned 
to  us  for  the  purchasing  of  homes.  It  did  not  seem 
right  that  our  burden  should  rest  upon  others  and 
with  this  as  an  incentive,  adding  to  it  the  many 
advantageous   features  of  the   Association   from   a 


thrift  viewpoint,  the  proposition  was  self-selling. 
AVithin  three  weeks  the  percentage  has  gone  to  the 
50  mark  with  1,200  new  members  added.  Also  250 
persons  who  were  members  have  increased  their 
subscriptions  so  that  actually  1,450  new  applications 
have  been  obtained — and  the  campaign  is  not  yet 
over. 

It  is  not  the  object  to  secure  a  high  percentage 
at  the  expense  of  a  heavy  withdrawal  within  a  few 
weeks,  but  rather  to  convince  the  employees  of  the 
exceptional  investment  advantages  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  the  wisdom  of  regular  saving  in  providing 
for  the  rainy  day.  For  this  reason  no  one  is  urged 
too  strongly  to  subscribe  nor  to  exceed  an  amount 
which  he  can  afford.  If  you  are  not  already  a 
member  talk  with  the  representative  in  your  de- 
partment who  will  give  you  any  information  you 
mav  desire.

GUN  CLUB  SCORES  DIRECT  HIT 

Exit  baseball,  enter  gun  club.  About  three  years 
ago  a  half  dozen  men  tried  to  form  such  a  club  but 
baseball  held  the  limelight  among  our  sportsmen 
and  the  "clay  pigeon"  group  was  pushed  in  the 
background. 

This  year,  however,  the  Gun  Club  is  looming  up 
as  a  prime  favorite,  thanks  largely  to  "Bill"  McCoy 
who  we  believe  first  conceived  the  idea  of  res- 
urrection and  who  worked  hard  to  secure  sufficient 
names  to  bring  the  proposition  before  the  C.  W. 
R.  C.  Board  of  Managers. 

After  one  or  two  group  meetings,  each  one  growing 
in  favor,  the  services  of  that  famous  authority  on 
shooting,  Harry  Harrison,  was  seciu-ed  and  he  kindly 
offered  his  expert  advice  and  cooperation. 

To  date  the  location  of  the  grounds  has  not  been 
settled,  but  the  group  is  fully  organized  with  Charles 
Colling  as  President,  Frank  Miller  as  Field  Captain, 
and  "Al"  Lenhard  as  Secretary.  Fifty-two  men 
have  paid  their  two  dollar  yearly  dues,  and  that 
sum,  together  with  the  grant  from  the  Recreation 
Club,  will  ensure  a  good  treasury  for  erection  of 
clubhouse,  butts,  etc.  In  next  month's  issue  we 
hope  to  show  you  pictures  of  the  boys  in  action. 


LENS  INSPECTION 

Every  part  of  every  camera  produced  at  the 
Camera  Works  is  subjected  to  a  critical  inspection 
before  being  passed,  one  of  the  most  important 
being  the  inspection  of  the  "eyes"  of  the  cameras, 
or  the  lenses. 

Of  course,  all  lenses  are  given  a  careful  inspection 
at  the  factory  where  they  are  produced,  but  we 
again  inspect  them  so  as  to  be  absolutely  sure  that 
everything  is  in  perfect  condition. 

Lenses  are  of  very  ancient  origin,  being  men- 
tioned as  far  back  as  700  B.  C.  Most  of  these 
lenses  were  made  from  cjuartz,  and  decidedly  crude 
as  compared  with  the  modern  product.  It  is  re- 
ported that  the  Emperor  Nero  had  a  reading  lens 
carved  from  a  huge  emerald. 

In  order  to  form  a  background  for  this  story  it 
may  be  well  to  have  a  simple  definition  of  the  photo- 
graphic lens. 

A  photographic  lens  is  a  specially  shaped  trans- 
parent glass  or  series  of  glasses  suitably  mounted, 
and  so  arranged  as  to  bring  to  a  sharp  focus  on  the 
surface  of  the  sensitive  film  the  image  of  any  object 
transmitted  by  light  rays  passing  through  it. 

Kodaks  and  Brownie  cameras  are  equipped  with 
several  different  kinds  of  lenses,  the  smaller  cameras 
being  fitted  with  either  Meniscus,  Meniscus  Achro- 
matic, Rapid  Rectilinear  or  Anastigmat  lenses. 

The  larger  cameras  have  either  Rapid  Rectilinear 
or  Anastigmat  lenses  while  the  Special  Kodaks  are 
fitted  with  Anastigmat  lenses  only. 

The  Box  Brownies  are  ecjuipped  with  Meniscus 
or  Meniscus  Achromatic  lenses,  while  with  the 
Folding  Brownies,  there  is  a  choice  between  Me- 
niscus Achromatic  and  Rapid  Rectilinear  lenses. 

The  simplest  lenses  which  can  be  used  are  made 
of  a  single  piece  of  glass,  the  form  of  the  lens  being 
of  the  tA^pe  which  gives  the  best  definition,  that  is, 
a  Meniscus,  or  crescent  shape.  Such  a  Meniscus 
lens  can  only  be  used  in  a  fixed  focus  camera  where 
the  maker  of  the  camera  has  placed  it  in  the  correct 
position  for  forming  a  sharp  image  on  the  film,  but 
if  such  a  lens  were  used  in  a  focusing  camera  we 
should  find  that  howev'er  carefully  we  focused  the 
picture,  the  negative  would  not  be  sharp  unless  the 
difference  between  the  focusing  point  of  the  visual 
rays  by  which  we  focus  and  the  chemical  rays  which 
affect  the  film  was  provided  for. 

It  has  been  discovered  that  by  combining  two 
different  kinds  of  glass  both  the  chemical  and  visual 
rays  could  be  brought  to  a  focus  at  the  same  point. 
Such  a  lens  is  called  Achromatic. 

The  best  shape  for  an  Achromatic  lens  is  the 
Meniscus  or  crescent  shape,  so  lenses  of  this  type 
are  called  Meniscus  Achromatic. 

Lenses  of  this  type  produce  a  slight  curvature  at 
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the  edge  of  the  picture,  which  does  not  matter  in 
landscapes  or  portraiture,  but  if  subjects  with 
straight  marginal  lines  are  photographed  their 
outer  lines  will  appear  slightly  curved. 

But  if  we  put  two  achromatics  together  with  the 
stops  or  diaphragm  between  them  this  curvature 
is  neutralized  and  we  get  a  lens  which  gives  no 
curvature  at  all. 

Such  a  lens  is  called  a  Rapid  Rectilinear,  rec- 
tilinear because  it  gives  straight  line  images,  and 
rapid,  because  of  its  construction  it  passes  four  times 
as  much  light  as  the  Meniscus  Acliromatic  and  con- 
sequently rec}uircs  only  one-quarter  of  the  exposure. 

Some  thirty  odd  years  ago  new  kinds  of  optical 
glass  were  discovered.  By  use  of  these  new  glasses 
it  is  possible  to  produce  lenses  that  give  sharp  images 
on  a  flat  field  to  the  very  edge  of  the  picture,  and 
therefore  these  lenses  are  called  Anastigmats. 
Lenses  of  this  type  demand  the  most  careful  and 
skilled  work  in  their  production;  this  together  with 
their  other  special  qualities  accounts  for  their  higher 
price. 

We  must  not  overlook  the  humble  finder  lenses 
as  they  play  an  important  part  because  unless  the 
finder  lens  was  correctly  made  and  fitted  the  image 
on  the  film  would  not  correspond  to  the  image  shown 
on  the  finder.

Our  lens  inspection  is  unfler  the  supervision  of 
Louis  Rosner,  in  connection  with  the  Stock  Record 
Department.  Lens  inspection  is  specialized  work 
and  demands  both  knowledge,  skill  and  care. 

The  finder  lenses  are  carefidly  examined  for 
possible  scratches  and  chipped  edges,  and  gauged 
for  correct  thickness  and  diameter.  The  inspection 
for  the  single  Meniscus  is  practically  the  same  as 
for  the  finder  lenses. 

The  Meniscus  Achromatic  lenses  which  are  ce- 
mented lenses,  are  examined  for  correct  adhesion, 
scratches,  scars,  chipped  edges,  diameter  and 
thickness. 

The  test  for  Rapid  Rectilinears  follows  the  same 
lines  and  also  for  cement  spots,  correction,  focal 
length,  and  depth  of  focus. 

The  Anastigmat  lenses  are  mounted  and  as- 
sembled in  shutters  before  coming  to  our  Inspection 
Department.  They  are  delivered  in  specially 
constructed  boxes  and  great  care  is  exercised  not  to 
disturb  the  exact  position  of  the  lens  in  the  mount- 
ing. They  are  tested  for  focal  length,  correct  optical 
center  and  for  covering  power. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  just  another 
emphasis  on  our  organization  watchword — "If  it 
isn't  right,  it  doesn't  go." 


BROADCASTINGS 

W^e  all  recollect  Margaret  Mathews,  who  was  so 
popular  in  her  capacity  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  tlie  C.  W.  R.  C.  Most  of  us  know 
that  Margaret  is  now  in  Chicago,  where  she  has 
earned  considerable  fame  as  champion  girl  bowler. 
In  a  recent  edition  of  a  Chicago  newspaper  her  pic- 
ture "in  action"  occupied  a  double  column  space, 
and  a  lengthy  article  describing  her  bowling  ac- 
ti\'ities  gave  full  credit  for  the  fact  of  her  affiliation 
with  our  Recreation  Club.

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LIFTING 

Quite  a  number  of  industrial  accidents  are  caused 
from  lifting  boxes  or  crates,  or  heavy,  and  sometimes 
light,  weights.  Most  cases  of  hernia,  or  rupture, 
are  primarily  caused  from  strains  brought  about  by 
improper  lifting. 

Of  com-se,  it  is  necessary  to  lift;  not  very  heavy 
boxes  of  material,  for  someone  is  aways  ready  to 
give  a  hand,  but  light  boxes  or  crates  from  the  floor 
to  the  bench,  or  from  this  place  to  that  one.  But, 
it  is  not  necessary  to  strain  oneself  doing  so. 

There  is  just  one  safe  way  to  lift  anything.  That 
is  the  right  way,  which  is  just  as  easy  to  do  as  the 
wrong  way.  The  natural  tendency  .seems  to  be  to 
plant  ones  feet  wide  apart  (in  order  to  get  a  firm 
stand)  and  then  with  stiff  legs  to  bend  down  and 
grasp  the  article  to  be  lifted.  This  is  the  famous 
•nTong  way,  for  most  of  the  strain  of  lifting  is  on  the 
abdominal  muscles,  caused  by  straightening  the 
back  to  get  into  the  upright  position.  With  the 
legs  apart  the  muscle  fibres  are  separated  causing 
a  condition  which  is  most  favorable  to  injury. 

The  correct  way  to  lift  is  to  place  the  feet  firmly 
together  and  to  bend  the  knees.  The  lifting  is,  in 
this  way,  done  chiefly  by  the  strong  muscles  of  the 
legs  and  only  to  a  slight  extent  by  the  muscles  of  the 
abdomen.

KEEPING  FIT 

All  of  us  get  exercise  in  some  form  or  another, 
but  do  we  exercise  all  parts  of  oiu-  body.^  The  answer 
is  that  most  of  us  do  not.  In  fact,  some  of  the 
important  muscles  which  really  count  the  most  in 
"keeping  fit"  receive  little  or  no  exercise  at  all. 

We  frequently  hear  men  say  "I  work  hard  enough 
all  day  and  get  all  the  exercise  I  need  from  my  job 
without  going  through  any  extra  l-'2-3-4  motions." 
The  chances  are  that  he  does  work  hard  and  does 
get  exercise,  but  only  afifecting  certain  parts  of  his 
body.  For  instance,  a  man  whose  duties  consist  of 
walking  may  develop  a  wonderful  physique  from 
the  waist  down;  an  assembler  may  develop  strong 
wrists  and  fingers;  a  carpenter  large  biceps  and 
muscular  hands,  but  this  development  does  not  take 
care  of  the  entire  anatomy.  To  be  "fit"  one  must 
exercise  all  parts,  and  this  isn't  half  as  diflBcult  as  it 
seems. 

The  way  to  keep  fit  is  to  build  up  resistance,  and 
you  can't  do  this  by  only  having  strong  arms,  or 
strong  wrists,  and  weak  legs,  or  weak  abdomen. 
You  can  greatly  increase  your  resistance,  and,  in 
consequence,  an  immunity  from  "seasonable" 
illnesses,  by  devoting  ten  to  twenty  minutes  each 
day  to  proper  exercising.  There  is  no  need  of  heavy 
weights,  or  bar-bells,  or  patent  chest  expanders. 
There  is  no  need  of  physical  exhaustion,  or  severe 
training.  "Keeping  fit"  is  just  a  matter  of  doing 
certain  exercises  each  day;  certain  "natural"  ex- 
ercises,   which    you    will    really    enjoy    doing. 


WHERE  DO  WE  EAT 

"The  full  dinner  pail"  was  the  old-time  cry  of 
the  candidate  for  public  office.  Nowadays  we  are 
not  very  concerned  over  a  dinner  pail,  for  the  days 
of  carrying  lunches  have  gone  into  history  with  the 
advent  of  the  industrial  dining  room. 

Of  course  some  people  prefer  to  bring  their  dinner 
or  lunch,  which  ever  suits  your  fancy,  from  home, 
because  there  is  nothing  just  as  good  as  Wifie  or 
Mother  makes  it;  but  cold  lunches  are  not  the  best 
mid-day  meal  for  the  average  man  or  woman,  unless 
supplemented  with  something  warm.  That  is 
just  one  of  the  reasons  why  the  modern  industrial 
plant  provides  at  a  minimum  of  expense  to  the  em- 
ployees a  good,  hot,  nourishing  meal  prepared  in  an 
"open"  kitchen  (very  different  to  that  of  the 
"closed"  t^pe,  where  a  small  hole  in  the  wall  permits 
the  passing  of  food  from  the  unseen  regions  to  the 
counterman)  and,  where  tlie  food  is  of  the  best, 
and  the  equipment  and  surroundings  bright  and 
clean. 

Catering  for  about  eight  hundred  people  is,  as  you 
can  guess,  a  very  different  proposition  to  cooking  a 
meal  for  the  family  at  home.  A  five  pound  rib 
roast  cooked  by  wifie  gets  indi\-idual  attention  and 
is  cooked  "rare"  or  "well,"  according  to  your 
particular  fancy,  but  the  cooking  of  five  hundred 
pounds  for  everyone  in  general  is  another  matter.

ANALYSIS  of  the  accidents  in  Kodak 
-  plants  during  ^Nlarch  shows  that 
sixty-six  per  cent  of  these  accidents  was 
caused  by  slipping,  tripping,  falling 
material  and  infections.  Only  four  per 
cent  was  caused  by  machines.  The  re- 
maining thirty  per  cent  could  have  been 
avoided  by  a  little  care  on  the  part  of 
the  injured  person  or  his,  or  her,  fellow 
workers. 

This  clearly  shows  that  the  Company  is 
doing  its  part  in  protecting  employees 
from  injury  by  guarding  all  machinery  as 
much  as  it  can  be  guarded  and  using  every 
physical  means  for  safety. 

The  alarming  increa.se  in  the  slipping, 
tripping,  falling  material  and  infection 
classifications  is  strong  evidence  that  the 
employees  themselves  are  not  doing  their 
part  in  accident  i)revention,  and  do  not 
seem  to  appreciate  the  efforts  the 
Company  is  making  for  their  l)enefit. 


Infections  frequently  result  seriously, 
sometimes  fatally,  and  you  all  know  it. 
Eighty-five  per  cent  of  our  infection  cases 
are  due  to  a  disobedience  of  the  rule  that 
all  small  cuts  and  scratches  must  be 
rei)orted  and  treated  at  once. 

The  Employees'  Guide  Book  contains 
a  few  simple  and  easily  observed  rules 
designed  to  protect  employees.  All  these 
rules  should  be  carefully  read  and  as  care- 
fully followed.  Personal  carelessness  has 
reached  the  point  where  it  must  and  will 
be  stopped.  No  industry  can  afford  to 
retain  employees  who  become  a  liability 
through  their  own  carelessness  and  dis- 
obedience. In  justice  to  the  majority  of 
our  careful,  conscientious  employees  those 
who  are  a  constant  menace  to  themselves 
and  their  fellow  workers  should  conform 
to  the  rules  or  be  replaced  by  those 
who  will.

A  CHEAIICAL  SERVICE  STATION 


ALL  things  are  relative;  some  of  our 
Xjl  new  stenographers  feel  a  bit  dazed 
when  they  are  called  u])on  to  write  words 
such  as  "hydrochinon,"  and  "paramido- 
phenol,"  and  begin  to  wonder  if  they  have 
not  been  by  some  means  transported  to 
Russia  or  Czecho-Slovakia. 

^Yriting  such  simple  words  as  the  above 
seems  absurdly  simple  to  the  folks  in  our 
Research  Laboratory  at  Kodak  Park. 

A  recent  list  of  Eastman  Organic 
Chemicals  discloses  a  few  easily  spelled 
and  pronounced  words  such  as  "  Xitro- 
osophenylhydroxylamine,"  "Tetrabromo- 
phenolsulfonphthalein,"  "Dimetliylam- 
inoazobenzene,"  and  "Tetramethyldiam- 
inodiphenylmethane." 

There  are  many  others  of  e(|ual  jaw- 
breaking  proj)ensities  in  tlic  list,  but  the 


folks  at  the  Research  juggle  with  them 
just  as  easy  as  we  do  with  "dog"  or 
"cat." 

The  production  of  synthetic  organic 
chemicals  was  commenced  five  years  ago 
in  a  special  department  of  our  Research 
Laboratory,  our  chief  object  being  to 
secure  a  complete  independence  of  this 
country  in  regard  to  these  essential 
materials.  At  present  we  are  listing  over 
1700  chemicals  and  the  variety  is  being 
constantly  increased. 

Many  of  these  chemicals  are  employed 
in  the  solving  of  problems  of  our  own, 
but  this  particular  department  is  re- 
garded more  as  a  service  department  to 
(•luMuists  in  general,  and  under  all  con- 
ditions to  be  in  position  to  provide  them 
with  the  products  they  need.

HOW  TO  GET  YOUR  MONEY'S  WORTH 


Are  you  interested  in  gettiny-  the  most 
for  your  money?  Food  is  the  bigjiest, 
single  item  in  the  budget  for  most  of  us 
and  for  that  reason  we  need  to  sjiend 
food-money  wisely. 

Dr.  Sherman*  has  devi.sed  a  scheme 
which  helps  us  judge  fairly  well  whicli 
food  in  a  group  is  the  true  bargain. 

He  compares  foods  that  are  similar  to 
each  other.  For  instance,  one  grouj)  is 
made  up  of  the  vegetables  which  grow 
above  the  ground  (the  "green  and 
leafy"  type),  another  group  is  roots  and 
tubers,  another  is  fresh  fruits,  still  another 
one  cereals,  and  so  on. 

He  then  .scores  or  "rates"  the  different 
foods  at  so  nuich  ])er  pound,  according 
to  what  thejf  can  yive  to  the  bodij.  Look  at 
the  charts  on  page  1  and  back  inside  cover 
page.  See  the  score  value  for  certain 
fruits  and  vegetables. 

You  are  probably  saying,  "How  does 
this  rating  (or  score  value)  help  me  to  buy 
to  better  advantage?"  Just  in  this  way: 
If  you  divide  the  score  values  per  pound 
by  the  market  price  per  pound  and 
compare  the  results,  you  can  tell  which 
is  the  economical  food  to  buy  and  which 
gives  the  best  return  for  each  cent  sjjent. 

Take  an  example:  In  Rochester  on 
April  8th,  cabbage  was  9c  per  pound; 
spinach,  13c  per  pound;  string  beans,  39c 
per  jiound.  Which  would  have  been  the 
wise  purchase?

Tlie  charts  sliow  cabbage  with  a  rating 
of  370,  spinach  with  a  rating  of  900  and 
string  beans  with  a  rating  of  470.  Divide 
these  by  the  prices  per  pound. 

Cabbage ,370-=- by    9=41 

Spinach 900^ by  13=69 

String  beans 470^ by  39=  U 

\t  these  prices  spinach  ranks  highest, 
cabbage  next  and  string  beans  very  low. 
Therefore  on  April  8th,  the  sensible  "buy" 
\Aas  either  spinach  or  cabbage,  and 
spinach  was  the  better  of  the  two.  Later 
in  the  spring,  string  beans  may  be  as  cheap 
as  cabbage  becau.se  they  will  not  cost  so 
much  j)er  j)ound  and  their  rating  is  100 
higher  than  cabbage. 

You  will  notice  that  tomatoes  are  placed 
with  fruits.  Commonly  they  are  classed 
as  a  vegetable,  but  when  we  are  con- 
sidering food  values  they  should  be 
placed  where  they  rightly  belong,  with 
fruits. 

This  scheme  helps  us  in  a  cafeteria  as 
well  as  at  market.  Keep  in  mind  which 
fruits  and  vegetables  are  near  the  toj). 
Watch  the  prices.  Do  a  little  mental 
arithmetic  before  you  order.  Get  the 
most  for  your  money  by  remembering 
which  fruit  or  which  vegetable  is  really 
the  best  food. 

Fruits  and  vegetables  do  so  nuicli  for 
the  body.  They  help  to  build  red  blood, 
strong  muscles,  straight  and  rigid  bones, 
steady  nerves  and  keep  a  right-acting 
heart.      They    also    help     in    regulating 
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FOOD  VALUES

You  can  judge  for  yourself  by  looking  at  the  results  in  the  column,  "Comparative 
Value,  April  8th,"  which  would  have  given  you  the  most  food  value  for  every  cent 
that  vou  si>ent.

PROTECTION  FOR  YOUR  VALUABLE  PAPERS 


We  know  from  experience  that  but 
very  few  people  have  provided  a  safe 
place  for  the  keeping  of  their  valuable 
papers. 

In  more  than  one  instance  when  some 
older  employee  has  requested  retirement, 
or  some  female  employee  was  preparing 
to  leave  the  service  of  the  company  to  be 
married,  they  were  unable  to  locate  their 
Managers  Certificate  issued  under  our 
plan  for  the  allotment  of  common  stock. 

This  has  been  more  annoying  than 
truly  serious  to  the  parties  concerned 
because  it  only  occasioned  delay,  as  the 
Managers  Certificates  are  not  transferable. 

On  July  first  of  this  year,  some  seven 
thousand  of  these  Managers  Certificates 
will  mature,  and  as  promptly  as  the 
details  can  be  completed  regular  stock 
certificates  will  be  issued  in  exchange  as 
provided  by  the  plan.  Such  stock  cer- 
tificates are  transferable,  and  if  destroyed 
by  fire,  lost  or  stolen,  the  lawful  owner  is 
in  for  much  annoyance,  and  the  possibility 
of  the  actual  loss  of  the  entire  amount 
represented  by  the  certificate. 

In  any  event,  upon  such  loss  a  bond 
would  have  to  be  given,  and  additional 
expense  incurred. 

Wills  and  other  valuable  papers  have  a 
most  annoying  habit  of  being  mislaid 
just  at  the  time  when  they  are  most 
needed  because  proper  precautions  have 
not  been  made  to  insure  their  safety. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  Directors  of 
the  Kodak  Employees  Association  (In- 
corporated) at  a  meeting  held  on  January 
19, 1924,  adopted  the  following  resolution: 


"RESOLVED:  That  the  Treasurer 
of  this  Association  be  and  he  hereby 
is  authorized  to  provide  for  the  safe- 
keeping of  stock  certificates  be- 
longing to  employees,  and  their 
wills  and  such  other  papers  as  may 
be  contained  in  one  envelope  pro- 
vided by  the  Treasurer  for  such 
purpose  for  each  depositor,  but  in  no 
case  shall  these  papers  include 
coupon  bonds." 

All  such  certificates  and  other  valuable 
papers  entrusted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Association  for  safe-keeping  will  be  kept 
in  suitable  vaults,  and  proper  receipts 
therefor  will  be  issued  to  the  depositor. 

Any  or  all  of  the  papers  or  certificates 
so  deposited  may  be  withdrawn  at  any 
time  when  their  use  or  examination  be- 
comes necessary,  and  may  be  again 
returned  to  the  Treasurer  for  safe-keeping. 
Papers  acceptable  from  any  one  em- 
ployee will  be  limited  to  the  capacity  of 
one  ordinary  envelope  4^  by  lOj^ 
inches,  provided  by  the  Treasurer. 

Negotiable  securities  such  as  coupon 
bonds  will  not  be  accepted  because  of  the 
great  risk,  and  the  amount  of  work  that 
would  be  forced  upon  the  Treasurer  in 
handling  them  when  the  coupons  became 
due. 

Any  valuable  papers,  with  the  ex- 
ceptions noted  above,  that  you  may 
desire  to  deposit  may  be  handed  to 
J.  L.  Gorham,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Association,  13th  floor,  Kodak  Office;  to 
the  paymaster  at  your  place  of  employ- 
ment; or  may  be  sent  by  registered  mail 
to  the  Treasurer.

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OUR  NEW  STATE  STREET  BUILDING 

FOR  RECEIVING  AND  SHIPPING.     IT  WILL  INCLUDE  A  FIXE  CAFETERIA  AND  ASSEMBLY  HALL 


QUESTIONS  galore  have  poured  in 
upon  us  regarding  our  new  building, 
now  under  construction,  adjoining  the 
Kodak  Office  building,  and  facing  on 
State  and  Brown  Streets. 

The  first  section  of  the  building  is 
practically  complete,  and  work  on  the 
other  section  will  begin  just  as  soon  as  we 
can  move  the  stock  from  the  old  ware- 
house (known  as  the  Bickford  Building). 

This  old  building  will  come  down  to 
make  way  for  the  extension  of  the  new 
one,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  entire  new- 
building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
February  1,  1925. 

Meanwhile  the  completed  section  will 
be  in  use. 

The  total  area  of  the  new  building  when 
complete  will  be  197,520  square  feet,  the 
area  of  each  floor  being  33,912  square  feet. 

To  afford  you  some  idea  of  the  size  of 
this  building,  you  may  compare  it  with 
our  sixteen  storj^  office  building,  the  area 
of  each  floor  being  5,932  square  feet.  By 
this  you  will  see  that  the  area  per  floor  in 
the  new  building  is  almost  six  times 
as  great. 


This  new  l)uilding  will  he  used 
principally  for  warehouse  and  shipping 
purjioses,  but  it  will  also  contain  certain 
features  of  great  interest  to  all  employees. 

The  receiving  and  shijjping  depart- 
ments will  be  the  last  word  as  to  con- 
venience. All  incoming  shipments  will  be 
received  in  the  rear  via  Brown  Street, 
and  all  outgoing  shipments  routed  through 
a  subway  to  Kodak  Street,  and  thus  all 
congestion  will  be  eliminated. 

Another  feature  will  l)e  gravity  con- 
\eyors  for  the  speedy  assembling  of 
orders,  but  that  is  really  a  story  in  itself 
to  be  told  when  tlie  conveyors  are 
in  operation. 

Spiral  enclosed  chutes  will  also  be 
installed  to  speed  goods  on  their  way 
from  the  upper  to  the  lower  floors.  Chutes 
for  receiving  empty  packing  cases  are  in- 
stalled on  the  Brown  Street  side  as  a 
further  means  of  avoiding  congestion  at 
the  receiving  platforms. 

A  "booster,"  or  sort  of  escalator,  for 
conveying  packing  cases  from  the  base- 
ment to  the  first  floor  will  be  another 
one  of  the  new  and  uj)-to-date  features.

Only  steel  shelving  will  be  employed, 
and  when  in  place  will  be  one  of  the 
largest  installations  of  steel  shelving  in 
Western  New  York. 

A  further  and  nuicli  needed  convenience 
will  be  a  pneumatic  tube  service  from  the 
Order  Department  on  the  eleventh  floor 
of  Building  7  to  the  Sl)ipj)ing  and  Stock 
Departments. 

Aside  from  the  Stock  and  Shipping 
Departments,  the  only  other  department 
to  be  moved  will  be  the  Repair  Depart- 
ment, which  will  have  spacious  and 
splendidly  lighted  quarters  on  tlie  fourth 
floor. 

Xow  comes  the  ])art  that  all  of  us  are 
most  interested  in.    On  the  fifth  floor  will 


be  located  a  splendid  auditorium  and 
assembly  hall  with  a  seating  capacity  of 
one  thousand.

Mrs.  B is  a  resident  of  one  of  our  Homes 

At  the  time  she  came  to  live  at 
the  Home  it  was,  of  course,  known  that  she  had,  some 
years  earlier,  been  forced  to  submit  to  the  amputa- 
tion of  one  of  her  feet,  but  being  able  to  get  about 
without  apparent  difficulty,  particular  attention  was 
not  drawn  to  her  misfortune. 

Some  time  ago,  however,  word  was  received  at 
Community  Chest  Headquarters  through  some  in- 
terested i)erson,   that   Mrs.   JJ was  suffering 

much  discomfort  with  her  maimed  limb,  and  in- 
vestigation showed  that  she  had  been  using  an 
improvised  attachment,  nothing  more  than  a  stump 
of  wood  whittled  out  by  hand  with  a  knife,  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  foot  she  had  lost. 

The  Chest  authorities  brought  the  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  Catholic  Charities  with  the  result 
that  an  up-to-date  artificial  foot,  properly  con- 
structed and  fitted,  was  procured  and  presented  to 
the  now  happv  woman.  SUPPOSE  NOBODY 
CARED? 

Of  interest  is  the  work  being  done  through  and 
by  the  so-called  Character  Building  AgencieS;  such 
as:  Housekeeping  Centers,  Boy  Scouts,  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
Settlement  Houses,  etc.  During  the  past  year 
46,419  persons  have  been  served  by  the  agencies 
making  in  all  a  total  of  2,498,867  contacts. 

The  annual  campaign  for  funds  to  take  care  of 
Rochester's  philanthropies  will  be  launched  on 
Monday,  May  12.  Once  again  the  employees  at 
Kodak  Park  will  be  called  upon  to  contribute,  to  do 
their  part  in  raising  the  necessary  money  to  carry 
on  this  great  work  another  year.

During  the  two  months  past,  employees'  com- 
mittees have  been  making  weekly  visits  to  the  difler- 
ent  institutions  assisted  by  the  Chest.  This  is  con- 
sidered of  great  benefit  in  that  we  are  able  to  learn 
just  what  conditions  do  prevail,  and  come  in  contact 
with  both  the  people  who  are  in  charge  and  also 
tiiose  whom  we  are  assisting. 

In  the  Industrial  division  last  year,  the  per  capita 
subscription  was  $3.05.

THIRTY-FIVE  YEARS  OF  SERVICE 

Thirty-five  years  of  unbroken  service.  That  is

After  leaving  school,  he 
worked  for  Thomas  Edison  Laboratory  in  New  York 
City,  and  wlien  twenty  years  old,  came  to  Rochester 
to  experiment  on  shutters  for  Mr.  F.  \.  Brownell. 
"You  must  liave  seen  a  good  many  changes  in 
thirty-five  years,"  we  said.  "Changes  is  right," 
replied  "Bob."  "In  those  days  our  experimenting 
room  was  at  the  corner  of  State  and  Furnace 
Streets,  while  the  manufacturing  business  was  in 
tlie  building  now  known  as  Xo.  -l  of  the  Camera 
Works  group."  "Wliat  little  we  made,  or  came  to 
us  for  repairs,  was  wliceled  across  the  street  on  an 
old  liand-cart,  and  our  time  on  the  job  was, chalked 
up  on  a  slate."  Bob  told  us  a  great  many  astonisii- 
ing  things  which,  viewed  in  the  liglit  of  modern 
methods,  almost  sounde<i  like  fairy  tales,  and  whicli 
prove  conclusively  how  we  have  progressed  since 
the  days  of  1899.  One  of  tho.se  stories  was  that 
each  afternoon,  at  dusk  (for  they  often  worked  far 
into  the  night)  there  was  a  general  scramble  to  see 
who  would  get  the  lantern  with  tlie  reflector  (for 
lanterns  were  the  sole  illumination  in  those  "dark" 
days). 

Congratulations,  "IJol)."  Thirty-five  years  is  a

We  have  been  featuring  this  series  of  "Who's 
Who"  for  about  two  years,  and  it  is  getting  more 
{)opular  eacli  montii.  So  much  so,  in  fact,  that  we 
are  (iouljHng  up  in  this  issue,  and  as  the  toast- 
masters  say,  "We  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
you"  two  well-known  men,  long  in  the  employ  of 
our  organization,  and  both  attached  to  our  Stock 
Record  Department,  George  Sutherland  and 
Carlton  W.  Bachman. 

George  Sutiierlanfi  was  born  in  bonnie  Scotland 
in  1850.  We  dc^n't  know  whether  he  wore  kilts, 
but  if  he  did,  lie  shed  tliem  during  liis  early  days, 
ad()[)ted  trr'rousers,  and  migrated  to  Montreal, 
Canada.  George  travelled  quite  a  bit,  and  lived 
in  Mount  Forest,  Stratford,  and  other  Canadian 
towns.  He  even  tried  his  hand  in  the  wheat 
growing  district,  going  to  Winnipeg  in  the  spring  of 
1874.  Finally  George  found  his  way  to  Rochester 
and  became  manager  of  the  Rilling  and  Packing 
Office  in  our  largest  department  store.  In  this 
capacity  he  served  for  ten  years. 

In  1898  George  came  to  the  Camera  Works  start- 
ing in  the  Brass  Counting  Room  then  under  the 
supervision  of  George  Bailey.  This  room  was 
located  on  the  fourth  level  of  Building  No.  3 — 
where  almost  all  the  assembling  was  done  at  that 
time.  The  dining  room  was  located  there,  and 
some  of  us  will  recollect  that  for  years  George 
Sutherland  had  charge  of  the  library,  which  was  a 
little  "cul)l)y-hole"  partitioned  off  from  the  long 
tallies  and  benches  where  most  of  our  folks  spend 
tlieir  noon  hour.  Since  tiiat  time,  he  has  been  con- 
nected with  tlie  Stock  Record  Department  and — 
this  is  a  secret — he  is  seventy-four  years  old — and 
proud  of  the  fact  that  he  can  still  do  a  hard  day's 
work. 

Carlton  Bachman  is  another  man  that  glories  in 
his  years,  and  is  well  over  the  allotted  tiiree  score 
years  and  ten.  Coming  from  sturdy  (ierman  stock, 
he  recalls  that  his  grandparents  lived  to  be  nearly 
ninety  years  old,  and  he  cannot  recollect  any 
relative  leaving  behind  a  record  of  less  than  seventy 


years.  Carl  was  born  in  Seneca  County,  New 
York  State.  When  he  was  nine  years  old  the  call 
was  issued  for  volunteers  for  the  Civil  War.  He, 
no  doubt,  was  anxious  to  do  his  share  as  a  firummer- 
boy,  but  was  studying  at  that  time  in  Wolcott 
Seminary.  The  great  vocation  in  those  days  was 
to  own  a  dry-goods  or  grocery  store,  and  Carl 
worked  in  that  line  of  business  until  1907,  when  he, 
like  his  partner  in  this  article,  started  in  the  Stock 
Record  Department,  and  is  still  keeping  recf>rds  on 
the  second  level. 

Both  of  these  men  are  hale  and  hearty,  in 
spite  of  their  combined  one  hunrired  forty-six  years. 
It  is  certainly  an  inspiration  to  some  of  us  younger 
folks  who  chafe  under  the  urge  of  work  to  note  how 
the.se  two  men  really  enjoy  their  daily  tasks,  and 
still  have  a  "love  of  living"  useful  lives  in  performing 
good  and  faithful  service.
